NDIA is aland of great beauty and diversity. Its size is two- 
third of Europe without the Soviet Union. From the 
Himalayas to Kanyakumari the climate varies and so do 

the people, their customs and traditions. India offers fine scenic 
contrasts. ‘The snowy landscapes along the Himalayas with the 
world’s highest peak, Mount Everest, and the bushy coconut palms 
and tropical foliage growing along the West Coast form two of 
the many scenic facets of India. 


To a country as rich im diversity as India, the seasons have 
played a vital part of India's folklore and literature down the ages. 
A bracing cold sweeps over most of India from November to Feb- 
ruary followed by brief springs. Then comes the hot weather 
interrupted by the powerful thunder of the monsoon in Tune and 
July. 

India's 500 million people are made up of many racial and 
cultural strands of Aryan, Dravidian and other stock and they live 
and pursue their trades and customs in their own highly individual 
ways sharing in common a broad humanistic outlook in life. 


GEOGRAPHY : India is about 1,700 miles from east to 
west and about 2,000 miles from north to south. Its land frontier 
is about 8,200 miles long and the sea frontier about 3,500 miles, 
The total land area is 1,269,640 sq. miles. 


According to the 1961 census the total population is 439,235,082. 
The population growth is roughly at a rate of about four and a half 
million a year. 


Broadly speaking, India is cut off from the mainland of Asia 
by the Himalayan Mountains, the highest mountain range in the 
world. Going from west to east along the country's land frontier 
are Pakistan, Turkistan, Tibet, China and Burma. 


In the south the country is surrounded on all sides by water; 
the Arabian Sea in the west, the Indian Ocean in the south and 
the Bay of Bengal in the east. 


Rainfall : India is so vast and diversified that expressions like 
‘average rainfall,’ ‘average temperature’ have no meaning. ‘The 
average annual rainfall in the Thar Desert is 4" while that in Cher- 
rapunji is 425". Similarly, places in Kashmir have minimum 
temperature of 49°F. while places in Rajasthan have recorded a 
maximum temperature of 120°F. So one can only speak of local 
rainfall and population averages rather than of national averages 
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Compared with the size of the country, the coastline is short, 


as there are few bays or inlets. 

Ports: The principal ports in India are (from _ west 
to east along the coast), Kandla, Bedi Bunder, Port Okha, 
Porbunder, Surat, Bombay, Jaigad, Ratnagiri, Mormagao,

The Parsis, followers of Zoroaster, who fled from Islamic per- 
secutions in Persia in the 9th century, constitute a virile and 
prosperous community in earlier Bombay State. 

Likewise, politically and religiously persecuted Jews sought 
asylum in India in the first century A.D., for India has been 
always the land of tolerance and religious freedom. Also India was 
for centuries a land of opportunity and liberty for the oppressed, 
as America has been in recent times. Today Jews live mainly in 
Bombay, Kerala and Calcutta in peace and freedom and do enjoy 
a prosperous and active life. 


ANCIENT CIVILIZATION 


India has a long and glorious past. Its civilization extends 
far back to many centuries before the birth of Christ. 

The excavations at Mohenjodaro and Harappa (Pakistan) show 
how rich our ancient civilization was. "The recent excavations in 
Gujarat and Maharashtra show that these places too had a great 
architectural development. 

The succeeding generations of dynasties and rulers have left 
their contribution to civilization. Some of the dynasties have to 
be mentioned specifically because they have done a lot to India’s 
civilization. Emperor Ashoka encouraged the growth of art and 
he spread Buddhism in other Lands of the East. 

Then followed the great thousand years of Indian art and 
culture. The profusion of temples and carvings each vying with 
the other in beauty and warmth that dot the country today are 
most of them, works of this period. All the temples are art trea. 
sures, with infinite variations and styles, unfolding before us the 
abiding faith in religion and life that inspired man for over a thou. 
sand years to work for great artistic excellence. 

Then came the Mughals (early 16th to 19th century) who 
brought great prosperity to agriculture, trade and the art. The 
renowned Taj Mahal at Agra and the Jama Masjid in Delhi are 
two outstanding examples of Mughal architecture. The lovely 
Nishat Bagh and Shalimar in Kashmir are among the surviving 
pleasure gardens which the Mughal Emperors laid out in North 
India. 

With the advent of the British in the eighteenth century, 
India entered the modern age as a colony. ‘The British gave the 
country a common system of law and administration and deeply 
influenced its political and economic life. 


INDIAN CONSTITUTION : The sovereign democratic 
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republic of India comprises of 16 democratically administered 
states and 9 centrally administered territories. In addition 
there is one territorial unit, the North East Frontier Agency, ad- 
ministered by the Governor of Assam as Agent of the Central 
Government. Some of the States are larger than Great Britain or 


Italy. ‘Territories are thinly populated. 

^he President is the head of the Republic. The executive 
authority vests in a Council of Ministers responsible to Parliament, 
which consists of the Rajya Sabha (Upper House) and the Lok 
Sabha (Lower House). Тһе Lok Sabha is elected on the basis of

IMMIGRATION REQUIREMENTS 


NOTE : The following immigration formalities for 
foreign tourists travellin$ in India are not exhaustive 


and should not be quoted as an authority while 


discharging legal obligations by foreigners or other 
agents. 


Passport and Tourist Visa :

Passports and Endorsements : Citizens of the U.K., 
Ireland (Eire), Australia, Canada, New Zealand, Rhodesia, Nyasa- 
land, Malaysia and Ghana (except those of Chinese origin who are 
not Malaysians) excluding missonaries and nationals of Nepal and 
some other Commonwealth countries wishing to proceed to India 
from a place otherthan Nepal, are required to possess valid pass- 
ports without visas. 

Nationals of Commonwealth countries (except Pakistan, Ceylon 
and those of Chinese origin) and of the Republic of Ireland wish- 
ing to proceed to India for missionary work require special endorse- 
ments. 

Nationals of all other countries require valid passport with 
visas. No visa is required for visitors in direct transit by air or 
sea within 72 hours from the same port, except in the cases of 
East Germans, the People's Republic of China, the Nationalists 
China (Taiwan) and Portuguese. 

Individuals without nationality or of undetermined nationality 
should have valid identity documents or sworn affidavits with visas. 


Collective passports and family passports issued by other 
Governments are recognised by the Government of India. 

Entry Visa : Visas are generally valid for a single journey 
only, but tourists and other visitors who wish to proceed on short 
trips to other countries and return to India within the period of 
validity of the Indian visa, should apply for double or triple entry 
visas or entry-cum-transit or vice versa, transit-cum-entry visas. If 
a visitor coming on short term visas wishes to extend his stay in 
India, he can, after arrival in India, apply for further extension 


of stay. 


An entry visa is gr

issued for a stay in India upto a 


anted to a visitor who does not qualify for 
ansit or tourist visas. An entry visa is 
maximum of six months. Foreign- 
ers desiring to stay for more than six months are advised to 
apply to the appropriate Indian Mission or the British Mission at 
least two months in advance of their proposed date of departure. 

An application for a visa should be made on the prescribed 
application form and should give full particulars of the purpose of 
the visit. It should also be accompanied by a sponsorship letter 
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from the applicant’s firm or other valid evidence of the financial 
status of the applicant. ‘The evidence may be in the form of a return 
journey or onward journey ticket or a banker’s guarantee. 


NOTE : An application for a visa for India should be 
accompanied by three passport size photographs. 


TOURIST INTRODUCTION CARD 


Foreigners who come on visits not exceeding 3 months. for 
recreational or sight seeing purpose or for attending meetings 
convened by the Government of India or international bodies 
should, in their own interest, apply for tourist visas and not са 
visas. Holders of tourist visas are entitled to _the grant о 
Tourist Introduction Cards and facilities for liquor permits, 
reservation of accommodation in Government-owned Rest ques 
and Retiring Rooms at Railway Stations, etc. Foreigners who wish

Visitors holding tourist visas are advised to obtain from the 
visa-issuing authority a printed Tourist Introduction Card. In 
case a bonafide tourist has not already obtained a Tourist Intro- 
duction Card from the visa-issuing authority, he can obtain onr 
from either of the Government of India Tourist Offices in India oe 
overseas. Sucha card introduces the tourist to various Government 
authorities in India enabling him to receive all possible assistance. 

The foreign tourists are required to attend : (A) Foreigners’ 
Regional Registration Officer, Head Police Office, with a view to 
get themselves registered, and have ‘no objection to return to India, 
endorsement,’ return visa endorsement or double entry visas if they 
require to visit the adjoining countries. (B) Regional or Local 
Tourist Office of the Government of India, to collect information 
about the interesting places in India with its guides and to collect 
Tourist Introduction Cards, if not issued at the time of arrival, 


Vital installations and other similar places have been declared 
s “Protected Places", under the Defence of India Rules. No 
oreigner including Commonwealth nationals can enter any of these 
places for any purpose without obtaining permission in writing 
from the Dy. Commissioner of Police, who is the Foreigners’ 
Regional Registration Officer and Civil Authority. 

HEALTH REQUIREMENTS: ‘The Government of India 
have at present health restrictions only in respect of persons 
coming to India from Vellow Fever Infected Areas. 


A person (including infant) who has been exposed to the tisk

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of yellow fever infection, arriving in India by air or sea within 
9 days of leaving Vellow Fever Area, should be protected against 
Yellow Fever and should be in possession of valid Vi ellow Fever 
Vaccination Certificate, otherwise he will be detained in isolatio 
for a period upto 9 days. 


NOTE : 4 
1. A person is considered to be at risk of yellow fever if: e. 
(a) he has been in yellow fever endemic area within 
nine days prior to his arrival in India, or . 
(b) he has arrived in India in an aircraft infected or 
suspected to be infected with yellow fever. 


2. А person on arrival in India by air is required to fill in a 
personal declaration of origin and health giving inform 
tion regarding his movements during the nine days imme- 
diately prior to his arrival in India. 
Persons coming to India are, however, advised in their 

own interest, to have themselves protected against small-pox 

and cholera before leaving their countries, :

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BAGGAGE EXEMPTIONS

Subject to the other conditions laid down in these rules, 
the personal effects imported bya tourist shall be allowed 
to be imported temporarily free of import duty, provided 
that they (i) are for the personal use of the tourist, (ii) 
are carried on the person of, or in the baggage accom- 
panying the tourist, and that there is no reason to fear 
abuse, and that these personal effects are re-exported by 
the tourist on his leaving India for a foreign destination. 


Explanation : The term ‘personal effects’ means all clothing 
and other articles new or used which a tourist may personally 
and reasonably require taking into account all circumstances of his 
visit, but excluding all merchandise imported for commercial 
purposes, and includes:

One portable sound recording apparatus and recording tape 
upto 480 ft., length whether in 5" spool or 7" spool or in 
combination of both when brought along with a sound 
recording apparatus.

One perambulator. 

One tent and other camping equipment. 

Sports equipment such as one fishing outfit, three sporting 
firearms with 300 cartridges free of duty and 300 cartridges 
on payment of duty irrespective of the no. or arms im- 
ported; one, non-powered bicycle, one canoe or Kayac less 
than 51 meters or 18 ft. long, one pair of«skis, two tennis 
racquets, one watch and/or one clock (bedside time-piece) 
is also allowed free of duty under rule 3.

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ed for use in the profession or calling and as a tourist would 
usually carry with him in his professional tour, may be 
allowed to be imported temporarily free of import duty levia- 
ble thereon. 


NOTE: ‘The instruments, apparatus or appliances must 
have been actually used by the tourist before the impore 
tation thereof. 


Subject to the other conditions laid down in these rules a 
tourist shall be allowed to import free of customs duty, the 
following articles for his personal use, provided that these 
articles are carried on the person of or in the hand luggage 
accompanying the tourist, and there is no reason to fear of 
abuse. 

(i) Cigarettes 200, cigars 50, tobacco 250 gms. 

(ii) One regular size bottle of wine or one quart bottle of 
spirits. 

(iii) One quarter litre of toilet water, a small quantity of per- 
fume, and medicines in resasonable quantities, 


Exemption from Customs Duty for Travel Souvenirs 

In addition to the articles specified in rule 3, 
also be allowed to import temporarily, free of customs duty 
travel souvenirs for a total value not exceeding Rs. 5000/-provided 
that such souvenirs are carried on the person of or in the luggage 
accompanying the tourist, they are not intended for commercial 
purpose, and they are re-exported by the tourist on his leaving 
India for a foreign destination. 

Residuary Allowance : The term personal effects has been 
defined in Rule 3(i). The definition includes not merely certain 
specified items, but all others included in the expression ‘Personal 
Effects’. The tourist shall be allowed the importation of personal 
effects other than the types of articles specified in Rules 3 and 4 upto 
the limits of value of Rs. 500/- in the case of tourist from non-Asian 
and non-African countries and Rs. 250/- in the case of tourist from 
Asian and African countries. Articles like furniture, refrigerators, 
motor cars, motor eycles and unexposed films (except to the extent 
provided forin the rules) are not passed as free baggage. Articles 
brought as gifts are not allowed entry free of customs duty even 
under the residuary allowance. 


Undertaking to be given to Customs Authorities 


(a) Notwithstanding the provisions of Rules 3 and 4 no arti- 
cles of a high value such as sound recording apparatus, wireless and 
teceiving sets, and the like shall be passed free of Customs duty 


a tourist may 
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unless the tourist gives an unertaking in writing to the Customs 
Collector-to re-export it out of India on his leaving India for a foreign 
destination or, on his failure to so re-export, to pay up the Customs 
duty leviable thereon. 


(b) Every tourist shall be given on arrival and after examina- 
tion of his baggage, a list of articles of high value brought by him 
signed by the Customs Officer who examines his baggage. Unless 
such a list is produced by the tourist to the Customs Officer 
at the time of examination of his baggage on his departure from 
India along with the articles, if any listed therein, his baggage may 
not be allowed clearance through the Customs for export. 


Duty on Import of Items in Excess 

It has been decided that no import licence shall be required 
for the following items imported in excess of the prescribed num- 
ber. ‘The additional items should however be entered in the re- 
export form. 

1. ‘Two cameras in addition to the two permissible. 


2. One portable wireless receiving set in addition to one per- 
missible. 3. One watch in addition to one wrist watch 
and/or one clock (bedside time piece). 


Provisions Regarding Unaccompanied Baggage 


Notwithstanding anything to the contrary in the foregoing 
rules, bonafide baggage and goods eligible for concession under 
the foregoing provisions and landed at any customs port with- 
in two months before or after the arrival of the tourist in India 
may be passed subject to the conditions applicable to baggage ac- 
companying a tourist, provided the Customs Collector is satisfied 
that they could not be brought along with tourist due to reasons 
entirely beyond his control. 


NOTE : Article mentioned in Rule 3(3) will not be allowed 
duty free if coming as unaccompanied baggage. 


Refusal of Exemption on certain cases 


Notwithstanding anything contained in these rules, the Cus- 
toms Collector may refuse to a tourist exemptions granted by 
these rules in any of the following cases: 


(a) When the total quantity of a commodity imported by a 
tourist exceeds substantially the limit laid down in these 
rules. (b) When the tourist enters India more than

dor (c) Where the tourist 75 under 17 years 
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CURRENCY REGULATIONS 


Every person arriving in India mst furnish a Currency Decla- 
ration if he has any currency. This will enable him not only to 
exchange currency brought in, but will also enable him to take the 
residual currency out of India on departure. Persons holding 
currencies which are not included in the Currency Declaration 
furnished on arrival, will not be permitted to take such currency 
out of India without permission from the Reserve Bank of India. 

Traveller's Cheques need not be entered in the Currency 
Declaration Form. 

Foreign currency notes brought into India and declared to the 
customs authorities may be exchanged through an authorised 
dealer or money-exchanger, who willendorsethe amount exchanged 
on the reverse of the Currency Declaration Form. Facilities for the 
exchange of foreign currency notes exist at airports and docks 
and money-changers generally prominently display the rates of 
exchange. 

‘The U.K. and other countries, namely Australia, Burma, Cey- 
lon, Egypt, Malaya and Pakistan having restricted the amount 
of currency that a visitor may take out, currencies frem these 
countries can be exchanged only to the extent that their export is 
permitted. 

It is unlawful to transact business in foreign exchange except 
through an authorised dealer. 

No Indian currency notes are allowed to be taken out or 
brought into India. І 

Note: Currency exchange regulations ате liable to be modified 
from time to time. The tourist should contact his travel agent or a 
bank dealing in foreign exchange for the latest exchange rates and 
regulations. 


IMPORT OF CARS BY TOURISTS 


Requirements and Procedure 

"Instrument of Ratification on the temporary importation of 
private road vehicles" governing the import of cars brought by 
Tourists, is available from all Automobile Associations throughout 
the world. 

‘The toutists should know that they must be in possession of a 
valid “Carnet De-Passage'" and that the car is allowed to remain 
in India fora period ot six months from the date of its release. 

The following formalities are required to be undergone by the 
"Tourists when the cars arrive in India by sea. 
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l. They must obtain a delivery order from the Shipping 
Office i.e., Agents of the Steamer Co. which has brought 
their car. 


2. They should come to the Custom House to fill in the follow- 

ing forms :— 
(a) ''X" Form. Form of declaration and undertaking: 
(b) “ЕТ” Form. Form of Regional Transport Office. 
After filling the above forms the Customs formalities will be 
completed. The Tourists then will have to proceed to the Bombay 
Port Trust Office and pay Port dues. In order to pay the Port dues 
they must be in possession of measurements of the cars. If the car 
is not cleared within four days from the date of landing of the goods 
from the ship, the Bombay Port Trust will charge them demurrage 
charges. After completing B.P.T. formalities, the car is released 
to the Tourists. 

At the time of shipment the following formalities are to be 

completed :— 

(a) They have to obtain shipping space from the Shipping 
Company and book their car for shipment. 

(b) After getting a shipment order from the Steamer Agents, 
they will obtain “Shipping bill" from the Custom House 
and note it in the Export Department. 

(c) After the Shipping bill is noted the Tourists will contact 
the Preventive Officer in the Baggage Section of the Cus- 
toms House and see the officer-in-charge of Triptique, who 
will proceed to the site where the car is parked for ship- 
ment and will examine the car and sign the Shipping bill, 

(d) The Tourist will then proceed to В.Р.Т. Office and pay the 
charges. 

(e) After shipment, a mate-receipt will be issued and the mate- 
receipt will have to be presented to the Steamer Agent 
who will then issue a Bill of Lading. 

(t) A copy of the Bill of Lading will have to be presented to the 
Custom Officer who will then discharge the Carnet. 


If the Tourist, after clearing his car from the Port of Bombay, 
enters Pakistan, Nepal, Burma etc., he will present his car with the 
"Carnet De Passage" to the Customs Officer at the Customs border 
who will verify the correctness of the vehicle with the carnet; and 
will endorse the middle page of the Carnet and forward it to the port 
of entry who will then discharge the “Carnet-De-Passage.” :

Conveyance: In advanced cities in India like Bombay, 
Calcutta, Delhi, Madras etc., ‘Taxis and Luxurious De-luxe Cars are 
available both for local transport and local sight-seeing trips. 
Cars can be hired through hotels or your Travel Agents. Motor 
buses also ply between towns and cities. For large parties, de-luxe 
motor coaches can be hired at some places. 

AIRLINES: The Indian Airlines Corporation (IAC) covers all 
parts of India. It uses Caravelle, H.S. 174, Viscount, Skymaster, 
Douglas, DC-6B, Friendship and Dakota. 

Most of the Tourist Centres in India are accessible by air. 
Concessional return fares to Kashmir and other Hill Stations 
are available for varying periods. 

There are lounges and restaurants at all the main airports. 
During flights free meals and snacks are served. Free transport is 
also provided between the aerodrome and the city office of the TAC. 

Cancellation of Reservation : If the traveller has to 
cancel his reservation, he should inform the booking office con- 
cerned at the earliest possible moment and return his ticket. The 
amount refundable will depend on the period of notice prescribed 
for the purpose. 

Prohibited Articles : Inflammable or explosive material 
should not be carried in an aircraft. A full list of the prohibited 
articles is displayed all at the IAC Offices. 

Firearms and Ammunition : Firearms and suitably 
packed ammunition meant for private use can be carried, provided 
they are declared and surrendered into the custody of the Com- 
mander of the aircraft. 

Photography & Carriage of Photographic Apparatus : 
Permission in writing should be obtained from the Director- 
General of Civil Aviation, New Delhi for taking photographs at 
Government acrodromes and from aircrafts. Cameras and other 
apparatus in the aircraft should be kept in the custody of the person 


in charge of the aircraft. 

RAILWAY: Indian Railways provide quick, safe and com- 
fortable means of transport. Apart from the first, second and third 
clases, air-conditioned compartments are provided for several long 
distance trains. * t

Reservation of Compartment and Berths: Generally 
there are four berths in an air-conditioned and first class compart- 
ments. Onsome tailways there are two first class coupes. Berths 
can be reserved at the stations from which the train starts. Re- 
servation can also be done at intermediate stations on certain 
trains subject to accommodation. 


Sleeping berths are provided at night at no extra charge in 
air-conditioned and first class compartments. ‘These can also be 
arranged on the Bombay-Amritsar, Bombay-Delhi, Bombay-Agra, 
Bombay-Calcutta, Bombay-Madras, Calcutta-Delhi, Calcutta-Mad- 
ras, Delhi-Kalka, Delhi-Agra and Delhi-Madras routes if adequate 
notice is given. 

Holders of single journey tickets for distances of more than 
320 kms. are allowed to break journey at any station enroute. ‘Ihe 
first break of journey could be made after covering a distance of 
240 kms. from the starting station. 


Tourists making their own travel arrangement may contact 
the Tourist Guide, Commercial Branch (Reservation Cell), Northern 
Railways, Baroda House, New Delhi, for assistance in making 
reservations etc.

Indian Standard Time : The Indian Standard Time 
(IST) is 5.1 hours ahead of Greenwich Mean Time (GMT) and 4.1 
hours ahead of Central European Time. 

Clothing : India spreads from the sub-tropics in the south 
to the freezing height of the great Himalayas in the north, and it 
is natural that she possesses a varied climate from region to region. 
During winter in northern India it is extremely cold and there 
are heavy snowfalls on the hills. Woollen suits can be worn in 
these areas throughout the day. 5 

For a trip to Kashmir, Kulu, Simla, Mussoorie, Nainital, 
in North, Darjeeling in East, Ooty or Kodaikanal down in South, 
an-overcoat will be necessary. For the rest of India, light suit, 
and tropical clothes are recommended. Except on very formal 
occasions, it is customary to wear casual and, in summer, 
light clothes. 

National Dress for men is (1) Sherwani (Close necked long 
coat) and Churidar Pyjama (loose-tight Pyjama with gatherings 
formed in the bottom portion of the legs) or (2) Jodhpuri coat 
(close necked coat but shorter than Sherwani) and trousers. 

The one-piece dress worn by Indian women is known as 
Sari (pronounced Saree); the material worn by men is known as 
Dhoti; and that tied around the head is called Pugri or Safa, 
The ways of tying these are as varied as their colour-schemes, 

Travel : India is practically safe to travel. Unless one is 
out on a shikar (big game hunt) in the jungle, one’s chances of 
coming across wild beasts or reptiles, while travelling, are slight 
indeed. No doubt our snake-charmers have performing snakes but 
they will not hurt you. 

Greeting : The Indian version of a handshake is ‘Namaste’. 
This word is spoken as the palms ot the hands join in front of the 
chest. The word ‘Namaste’ serves the purpose of Good Morning 
Good Afternoon, Good Evening, Good Night and Good Bye. For 
“Thank you’, you say 'Dhanyawad', ‘Shukriya’ от “Meherbani’. 

Accommodation (Hotels) : The hotels in India are of all-star 
categories. There are some five-star hotels in the big cities only. 
Besides, the hotels of other categories are to be found in big as 
well as small cities. Some hotels which are not classified yet are 
to be found all over. In this book hotels are separately shown 
at each place according to the category star marks. 

Almost all the five-star hotels are fully airconditioned except 
at Srinagar where airconditioning is not necessary. 
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Checking-out Time : In most of the hotels in larger cities 
: such as Bombay, Calcutta, Delhi and Madras, “The Checking-Out 
"Time is 12 noon." However, in hotels in other cities there is no 


“specific ‘Checking-Out’ Time and the customeris charged on the basis 
of 24 hrs. occupancy. 


The Rates : The rates of most of the hotels in India are for

Food : Indian food is wholesome and delicious but if you 
find it too rich, spicy or hot for your taste, you are welcome to 
' confine yourself to Western style dishes which are available at 
all leading restaurants and hotels in the cities. 


Traffic: Trafüc regulation in India is to the left, unlike 
that in most of the Western countries. 


Laundry : Laundries and dry cleaners are available in all 
cities but you need not hestitate to entrust the dhobi (washerman 
with your cotton or linen clothing.

Person To Person Contacts : If you are interested i 
meeting local people, particularly of your profession, the Gove = 
ment of India Tourist Offices in Delhi, Bombay, Calcutta rn- 
Madras will be glad to arrange such meetings.

Guides : Servicesof trained, educated and English-speakin; 
guides are available at all important tourist centres at fixed rates 
and the Government of India Tourist Offices can be contacted i. 
tourists who wish to engage trained guides. Guides approved by 
the Archaeological Department are also available at important 
monuments. 


Unapproved guides are not permitted to enter protected monu- 
ments and tourists are, therefore, advised to ask for the services of 
guides who carry a certificate issued by the Department of Tourism 
or the Archaeological Survey of India. 


Electric Current : Voltage in most places is 220 A.C. 
though a few areas have D.C. supply as well. The tourist is ad- 
vised to check the voltage before using his electric shaver, iron, etc. 


Business Hours : In India shops generally remain open 
from 8 in the morning to 7 in the afternoon; Banks from 10 in the 
morning to 2 in the afternoon оп week days and to 12 in the afte e 
noon on Saturdays.

DANCING : Dancing occupies a unique place among Indian 
Fine Arts which acquired meaning as an eiement in man’s re- 
lationship with God. 

There are four major schools of dance in India, the Bharata- 
natyam of Tamilnad, the Kathak of Northern India, the Kathakal 
of Malabar and the Manipuri of Eastern India. 2 


Bharatanatyam : Bharatanatyam has а high intricate 
technique and it has its own rigid code of style and gesture. 
Originally, this dance was performed by Devadasis who were vestal 
virgins attached to Hindv temples and their function was to 
worship Gods by dancing to them. With the falling of Devadasi 
system, Bharatanatyam went into decline till, very recently when 
it has staged a revival without any more suffering from any 
exclusive religious performance. This dance consists of six main 
items, beginning with Nritta, the enactment cf graceful poses and 
gestures, the dancer passes on to rendering of the ideas in panto- 
mime, ending with an erotic motif, usually an imitation of love- 
play among the Gods. A single performance of this dance lasts 
from two to three hours. 


Kathak : Kathak is the one Indian dance which has 
entertainment as its only object. Its most important characteristic 
is the vitality of the dancer and the technique. The danceis divided 
into two parts, footwork and gestures. This is both a Lasya and 
Thandava art—Lasya being a feminine dance as opposed to 
Thandava which is a masculine dance. 


Kathakali : Perhaps the most important of these is the 
Kathakali which is essentially a pantomime and can be compared 
to the Ballet of the West. Acting plays as much a part in it as 
dancing. The themes chosen are legends from Hindu mythology 
and the acting of one play lasts a whole night. Very elaborate 
make-up is employed and the use of colour in both make-up as 
well as costumes shows a big profusion of variety. The orchestra- 
tion is simple consisting of drums and cymbals. 

Manipuri : This is the dance of nature-lovers and cele- 
brates the various facets and moods of nature, the changing © 
season, the vernal breeze, the monsoon and the warm sun. In- 
corporated into this nature theme is also the love-play of Lord 
Krishna. 'The costumes are very picturesque and the soft music 
is kept in rhythm with the general swaying movements of the 


dancers. 


sports in india 


The Government of India have set up a National Institute of 
Sports at Patiala to provide adequate facilities for the training of 
coaches of the highest calibre in various games and sports. ‘There 
are number of sports and games that have very much developed 
in India. The Principle sports are: 

Racing, polo, golf, hunting, shooting, pig-sticking, fishing, 
yacthing, winter sports, tennis, badminton, cricket, hockey and 
football. These sports give much entertainment in their respective 
seasons. 

Tennis : Tennis is controlled by the All-India Lawn Tennis 
Association through its affiliated State Organisations. Indian 
players are now taking part in international tournaments. 

Badminton : Indian players are now taking active part in 
this game and partake in contests abroad. 

Hockey : Hockey is India’s national game. India has won 
the Olympic Hockey title innumerable times. All-India Hockey 
Federation controls the game. Aga Khan Cup at Bombay, the 
Beighton Cup at Delhi are the important hockey tournaments. 

Cricket : Indian cricket teams have toured Common- 
wealth countries. It is controlled by the Board of Control for 
Cricket in India whose registered office is at the Cricket Club of 
India, Bombay. Тһе Brabourne Stadium attached to the club 
has one of the best grounds in the world. 

Cricket Teams from Indian States compete annually for the 
Ranji Trophy, a gold cup in memory of the famous cricketer, 
Prince ‘Ranji’. 

Football : Calcutta is the main centre of football. The 
principal competitions are the I.F.A. Shield at Calcutta, the 
Rovers Cup at Bombay, the Durand and the D.C.M. Cups at Delhi. 

Polo: Polo is confined mostly to the Army and Rajasthan. 
Tho Indian Polo team, captained by the Maharaja of Jaipur, won 
the world championship at Deauville, France, in 1957. 

Golf : Some of our golf courses are comparable with those 
in Europe. Calcutta, Bombay, Delhi, Ootacamund and Gulmarg in 
Kashmir, are the main golf centres. Annual competitions are held 
by all the leading clubs. 

Racing: The principal cities of India have Racing. Bombay, 
Calcutta and Poona Race Courses are comparable with the best in 
the world. ‘The chief races are the Indian Derby and the Eclipse 
Stakes of India—hoth run in Bombay, and the Queen Elizabeth 
II Cup at Calcutta. 

„„ Fishing : Indian lakes have abundance of fish. Fishing, 
with a few exceptions, is free to everyone and open. all the year 
round. ‘The Mahseer or Indian Salmon is found in most of the large 
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rivers of India. "Trout is found in hill streams in Kashmir, Kulu 
Valley and Ootacamund. f: , 

Pig-Sticking : Pig-sticking is hunting the wild boar with 
a spear from horse-back. ‘The chief centres of pig-sticking are 
Meerut, Delhi, Mathura, Kanpur, Calcutta and Rajasthan. 

Winter Sports : Skating in hill resorts, skiing at Gulmarg 
(Kashmir) and Kufri (in Simla) are the winter sports. 

OTHER GAMES: Wrestling is very popularin India and it 
is held in big cities annually. Billiards is played in almost all the 
clubs. Besides, Basket ball, Boxing, Bridge, Cycling, Kabadi, 
Khokho, Table Tennis, Volleyball and Weight Lifting are also 
becoming very popular. 

Flying Club: Most of the state capitals have Flying Clubs. 

SHIKAR : India has a variety of large animals. The shoot- 
ing grounds are easily accessible. The spring months are the best 
for big-game shooting. 

In TheHimalayas: Mankhorand ibexareseeninthe moun- 
tain ranges of the high Himalayas and wild yak, ovis ammon, 
ovis vignei, ovis psendois, nahoor, Tibetan antelope and gazelle are 
allfound inthe uplands. ‘The foot hill: of Himalayas have wild 
elephant, tiger, sioth bear, sambar, spotted deer, swamp deer, hog 
deer, barking deer, four horned antelope and neelgai. Shooting of 
elephants is prohibited. 

North India : Serow, black bear and the Kashmir stag are 
to be found in the Kashmir Valley. Snow leopard is a rarity 
which is seen in Ladakh, Lahoul and Spiti and some other parts 
of snowy ranges. Black duck and chinkara are in plenty in the 
plains of the Punjab. 

East India : Besides the sub-Himalayan species, elephants 
and buffaloes are found in this region. Swamp deer can be shot only 
in some parts of Assam. Rhinoceros and Nepal Tarai are protected 
animals. In the reserved forests of west Bengel aud Orissa, tiger 
and othergamecan behunted. In the Sunderbans jungles there are 
man-eaters. ‘The bunters who destroy them are rewarded. There 
is a good crocodile shooting in the river Mahanadi. : 

West India: The only wild lions iu Asia are to be found in 
Saurashtra region of Gujarat State. They are. strictly preserved. 
The forests of Belgaum circle have elephant, tiger, bison, panther, 
bear and deer. 

Gentral India : Madhya Pradesh is the most famous 
tiger hunting ground in India. Swamp deer can be shot in one 
locality only. Bisons are to be found in eastern parts and in some 
other forest divisions. In some parts of Jaipur and the area bor- 
dering the Mahanadi river, wild buffaloes can be seen. 
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South India : In Mysore State there are elephant, bison 
and other game animals. All along the Western Ghats and Eastern 
Ghats there are bisons. 

Elephants are numerous in Orissa, in the jungles of the Western 
Ghats and in North Coimbatore. In the Nilgiri Hills of Kerala 
fne wild goat called the ‘Nilgiri ibex is found. 

FEATHER GAME 

Feathered game is plentiful during the winter months. Near 
Delhi one can shoot duck, geese, snipe and black and grey partridge. 
Near Calcutta also duck and snipe shooting is available. In Orissa 
in the Chilka lake there are special facilities for duck shooting. 

The numerous lakes in the Gangetic Valley provide very good 
duck shooting. The sandy desert of Rajasthan has sand grouse. 
All the forest areas have jungle fowls. ‘The pheasant, kalij, 
koklass, the chir, the moonal and the crimson tragapan live on 
the higher slopes of the Himalayas. ‘These birds are very difficult 
to shoot. Тһе chikor is found in Kashmir. 

The bustard, the florican, the quail, the green pigeon and seve- 
ral other varieties of wild pigeon come in the list of feathered 
game in India. 


EQUIPMENT 

For big-game shooting, tourists are advised to provide them- 
selves with rifles of suitable calibre together with licence for their 
import into India and licence for their retention. It is also neces- 
sary to obtain permits to shootin area selected besides arranging for 
accommodation and transport, such as hiring of lorries, bullock carts 
boats and porters. In all the principal cities there are large stores 
where ammunition and fishing tackles can be obtained, 

Prohibited Bore Weapons : All persons importing firearms 
into India for private use must obtain a ‘Possession Licence’ from 
the Commissioner of Police at Bombay, Calcutta or Madras, or the 
licensing authorities at other places of disembarkation, All 
firearms should be produced before the Customs Inspector and full 
details entered in space provided on the back of the Customs 
Form. All fire.rn.s and ammunition, except service pattern 
tevlovers, are liable to duty. If re-exported within two years, 
seven-eighths of the duty paid is refunded. ! 

Arms which are not covered by a licence will be taken to the 
Customs House, from where they can be cleared on production of 
the necessary licence or payment of duty. с ЖП 

Source of Information : Detailed information in regard

Area: 1,06,286 sq. miles. Location: The State is bound 
by Orissa and Madhya Pradesh in the north, Maha- 
rashtra and Mysore in the west, Madras in the south 
and the Bay of Bengal in the east. Altitude: 1,760’ 
above the sea level. Population: 3,59,88,443. Religions: 
Hindus, Muslims and Christians. Languages: Telugu, 
Urdu, Hindi, Marathi and English, Season for visit: 
June to February. 


BRIEF HISTORY OF THE STATE 

Actually, the story of presently named Andhra Pradesh 
dates back to the 5th century A.D. Its modern history, 
however, starts from 1364, when the Bahmani Kings 
marched on Warangal and defeated its ruler. It thus came 
under Muhamad Shah Bahmani. In 1463, troubles arose 
again in the Telungana area. Sultan Mohammed Kuli 
Kutb Shah, who was sent to quell it, became himself the 
Amir of the province. The capital was called Golconda. 
Under this ruler, the empire was strengthened and im- 
proved—mosques, palaces, gardens, schools, alms houses, 
were all constructed by him. 

The 5th King, Mohammed Quli Qutb, changed the 
name of the capital from Golconda to Bhagnagar, in 
memory of a dancer Bhagmati, whom the king loved, and 
after her death it was renamed as Hyderabad. The archi- 
tecture of that period has a distinctive style evident from 
the palaces and noble houses in existence, 

The last ruler, Abdul Hassan, was defeated by Emperor 
Aurangzeb when it passed on to the Moghuls. In 1725, 
Asafjah Nizam-ul-Mulk made himself independent of the 
fast decaying Mughal Dynasty and became the founder of 
the Asafjahi dynasty. His seven generations continued to 
rule this area till 1948, when the State of Hyderabad was 
merged into the Indian Union. 

Characteristic: Andhra is rich in natural re- 
sources and is watered by great rivers like the Krishna, 
Godavari and Pennar. Being extremely fertile, important 
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commercial crops like cotton, tobacco, etc, grow in 
abundance. 

In addition to ancient classical folk songs the people 
of Andhra Pradesh have a long tradition of the Kuchipudi 
dance style, which shows evidence of the influence of 
South India. 

People: The Hyderabadis are friendly and hospi- 
table. They treat the tourist with their innate courtesy 
and hospitality. Most of the Muslim ladies observe purdah. 
They wear a heavy veil, covering the face and a loose 
gown called the burkah. Other females wear saris, but 
the salvar and kameez is very popular among the teen- 
agers. The joint family system is common in many families. 

Climate: The climate is warm and humid, but is 
pleasantly cool in winter. 

HYDERABAD: Hyderabad, being the capital of Andhra 
Pradesh and a tourist centre, has a complete blend of the 
various sub-cultural strains of India, like its architecture 
and linguistic composition. Everything reflects the basic 
unity. Its typical oriental bazars, with brilliant colours, 
mosques, minarets and massive palaces all await the dis- 
cerning tourist who wishes to see a happy blend of the 
past with the present. Hyderabad consists of the twin 
cities of Secunderabad and Hyderabad, linked by the mile- 
long causeway of the three-centuries old, Hussain Sagar 
Lake, now popularly known as Tank Bund. 

HOW TO REACH: Hyderabad is accessible by air, rail 
and road from all the important cities of India. 

From Bangalore, Madras, Bombay and Delhi there are 
daily IAC services. From Vishakapatnam and Vijayawada : 
there are bi-weekly services 


ACCOMMODATION 

There are three good Western Style and a number of 
Indian-Style Hotels. Besides, supplementary accommoda- 
tion is provided by the State Government and other institu- 
tions.

ART MUSEUMS 

Public Gardens: This museum exhibits historic 
implements, sculptures, paintings, manuscripts, bidriware, 
coins, textiles, etc. It is open to the public from 9 a.m. to 12 
noon and 2 p.m. to 5 p.m. every day, except on Fridays. 
Ajanta Pavilion has full-size reproduction of paintings and 
Sculptures from the Ajanta Caves. It is kept open from 
9 a.m. to 12 noon and 2 p.m. to 5 p.m. The Health 
Museum is the best in Asia and it imparts knowledge 
about hygiene and health through models, pictures and 
diagrams, It is open from 9 a.m. to 12 noon and 3 p.m. to 
7 p.m. on every day, except Thursdays. 

Nawab Salar Jung Museum: A real store-house of 
art, treasuring in its 77 rooms, 35,000 rare pieces of art— 
a remarkable collection by one man, Salar Jung III, the 
late prime minister of Hyderabad who spent his life and 
money in collecting unique curios from all over the world. 
Jade jewellery, paintings, statues, wood carvings, furni- 
ture from all over the world, Emperor Jehangir's wine 
бир and his wife Nur Jehan’s dagger, Tippu Sultan's chair 
and Aurangzeb's sword, are some of the exhibits. 'The 
museum is open from 10-30 a.m. to 5-30 p.m. 

BANKS: In Hyderabad, there are a number of Indian 
Banks and the important among them are: State Bank of 
India, State Bank of Hyderabad, Punjab National Bank, 
Bank of Baroda, Bank of Maharashtra, Andhra Bank and 
Canara Bank. There are no foreign banks here. 

CURIOS: The typical Andhra Pradesh handicrafts are 
Nirmal ware, Bidri article, Himroo cloth for shawls, Kim- 
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khab (silk cloth with gold and silver thread embroidery 
work), carpets, inlaid ivory and wood-works. The shops in 
the cities and towns provide a good bargain “counter” for 
shoppers. 


CULTURAL ACTIVITIES: Kuchipudi dance style is 
very much developed in Andhra Pradesh. Drama, classical 
dancing and music are encouraged. Harikatha is a one- 
man religious discourse, presenting famous tales through 
music and narration. The Indian music especially, 
the Karnatik music, is based on rhythm and melody. 
number of institutions encourage the development of the 
cultural activities of dance, drama and music. The great 
composers like Thyagaraja, Syama Sastri and Dikshitar hail 
from this land. The programmes are arranged from time 
to time, especially during the time of festivals. 


EDUCATION: There are three universities in the 
State, The Andhra University at Waltair, the Osmania 
University at Hyderabad and Srivenkateswera University 
at Tirupathi. Altogether, there are about 140 colleges in 
the State. The medium of instruction is English but there 
are some institutions in which Telugu is the medium of 
instruction; and in some, Hindi, Marathi and even Urdu. 
Medicine, Engineering, Physical Education, Nursing, Home 
Science, Arts and Science are the subjects taught. 


ELECTRICITY: A.C. Current. The sources for electric 
power are: Tungabhadra Hydro-Electric Scheme. Tunga- 
bhadra-Nellore Hydro-Thermal Scheme. Upper Sileru 
Hydro-electric Scheme. Telangana Hydro-Thermal Scheme. 
A visit to a Hydel site can be arranged. ; 


FOOD: People are generally vegetarians. Their local 
specialities are sweets, Vada (special preparation made out 
of soaked pulses. which is ground and made into balls and 
fried in oil or ghee to be served with chutney or sauce), 
payasam (sweet vermicelli) and mango pickles. 


FISHING: The lake in Osman Sagar offers facilities 
for fishing. The reservoir is situated 16 miles towards the 
west of the city of Hyderabad. There is a good road to 
the reservoir. Road Transport Corporation (R.T.C.) runs 
bus services at regular intervals. 

GARDENS AND PARKS: The Public Garden is right 
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in the centre of the city. Children have separate parks 
and playgrounds. 


GUIDE SERVICES: Trained guides are available from 
the State Tourist Information Bureau, Dept. of Information 
and Public Relations, Mukaramjahi Road, Hyderabad. 

INDUSTRIES: The chief industries are: Cigarettes 
(every tourist tries out the ‘Char Minar!’), textiles 
metal works, glass and clay works, oil and paint factories, 
pharmaceutical works, tanning factories. A number of 
Industrial Estates have come into existence now. Cotton 
weaving, dyeing and printing, woollen weaving, rope-mak- 
ing, cane work and toy-making are some of the important 
cottage industries. 


LIQUOR: Prohibition is not in force! Both foreign as 
well as Indian Liquors are available—even Indian ‘Scotch’ 
‘Hoots, mon’, 

LOCAL TRANSPORT: Buses, taxis, auto-rikshaws and 
cycle rickshaws are available everywhere. The rates for 
buses and taxis are fixed by the Government. For charter- 
ing buses or reserving seats in buses, contact, R.T.C. Bus 
Depot, Gowliguda, Hyderabad. Hyderabad is linked by 
regular bus services (not of course, as luxurious as the 
‘Greyhound’ buses) with all the towns in Andhra Pradesh. 
Timings and fares can be ascertained from the Traffic 
Manager or the Local Tourist Office. 

PHOTOGRAPHERS: There are a number of Photo- 
graphic studios in Hyderabad, where you can have your 
films developed. Deccan Studio and Vijay Studio, Kings- 
way, Secunderabad. Hanagraph Studio, Abid Road. Liberty 
Photo Studios, Liberty Buildings. Modern Photos, Abid 
Road, Opp. Grammar School, and V. G. Chimalgi, Rashtra- 
pati Road, Secunderabad, are some of the leading studios. 
Picture post-cards of Hyderabad and its environs are avail- 
able from these and other photographers. 


PICTURE HOUSES: Plaza, Dreamland, Rivoli and 
Embassy for western pictures. Liberty, Zammarrud Mahal, 
Navrang, Basant, Royal, Paradise, Dilshad, Ashoka, 
Alankar, Prabhat and Natraj for Hindi and Telugu langu- 
age pictures. 

RECREATION: The Osman Sagar (lake) in Hyderabad 
Dist. offers facilities for sports such as boating, fishing and 
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duck shooting. Fishing and duck shooting can be arranged 
in Palhal Lake in Warangal district, during the first three 
months of the year. 


RESTAURANTS: Hyderabad’s Lido, Kwality, Savoy, 
Manju, Three Aces, Capri are all Western-style restaurants. 


SHOPS: For Handicrafts, visit: Government Handicraft 
& Cottage Industrial Emporium, Gunfoundry; Nirmal Indu- 
stries, Khalratabad and Khadi Bhandar, Sultan Bazar. 
These are some of the important shops dealing in speciali- 
ties like Hand-woven silk sarees, cotton, woollen and silk 
carpets, ivory carvings, purses, boxes, cigarette cases, trays, 
broaches, combs, necklaces of ivory and horn, gun-metal 
work, toys, silk cloth with gold and silver thread-work, 
crochet lace for doilies and tea cloths, silver filigree and 
straw mats, etc. 

SPORTS: Horse-racing, cricket, hockey, football, tennis 
ete. are some of the popular sports and games. From time 
to time tournaments are held at the Stadium Fateh 
Maidan in Hyderabad which is recently built. 


SIGHTSEEING PLACES AND SIDE TRIPS 


The State Tourist Information Bureau runs daily 
(except Fridays) tours in 26-seater luxury coaches to places 
of tourist interest. Local Tours by cars and buses can be 
arranged by your Travel Agent. The places to be visited 
are: 

Gandhi Bhavan and Museum: It has got a reading 
room and auditorium where cultural programmes take 
place. Proceeding straight from this place, one reaches 
the Public Gardens, known as 'Bagh-e-am'. This is sur- 
rounded by a wall and almost all the important public 
buildings. The Hyderabad Museum, Ajanta Pavilion, the 
Health Museum, the Silver Jubilee Hall, the Legislative 
Assembly Hall, Legislative Council, the Children’s Library 
and Play-Corner are all situated here. 

Golconda Fort: The Fort has a perimeter of 7 miles. 
The remains of the palaces still stand in their pristine 
glory of artistic plan and beauty. About three furlongs 
north-west of Golconda is a fruit garden, which surrounds 
the tombs of the Qutb-Shahi Kings. These tombs have a 
characteristic style of their own. Some Hindu carvings 
like the lotus, caves etc. are seen there. 

Monuments: The Char Minar, the Char Kaman, the 
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Badshah Ashurkhana and the Mushirabad Mosque are the 
most important archaeological monuments in Hyderabad. 
The retention of the oriental glamour is the greatest at- 
traction of Hyderabad. 

Vijayawada: 268 miles from Madras on the Madras- 
Calcutta line is Vijayawada, the busy commercial centre 
of Andhra Pradesh. Hiuen Tsiang, the famous Chinese 
traveller, had visited this place in the 7th century. This 
place is justly famous for the toys the people produce. 
Vijayawada, is dedicated to Lord Siva and is a pilgrim 
centre. It is surrounded by many hillocks—two scenic 
places being Kanakadurga and Indrakilla. 


ACCOMMODATION: State Guest House, (R.A. Dist. 
Collector, Chilakapudi, Krishna District), Inspection Ban- 
galow (R.A. same as above). 

Nagarjunakonda: It is situated on the right bank of the 
Krishna river. The monastic institutions established here 
attracted pilgrims like Hiuen Tsiang from abroad. The 
Buddhist sculptures at Amaravati and Nagarjunakonda 
attract lovers of art. At this place, remains of stupas and 
monasteries and a university were discovered, proving it 
to be the centre of Buddhist culture. This historical place 
is now the site of a ‘Temple of Modern India’ known as 
Nagarjunasagar Dam. It is a multi-purpose project and 
has a great importance in the development of modern 
India. The ruins excavated from this place, are now re- 
posing in a museum at the dam site. It is open from 9-30 
a.m. to 5-30 p.m. including all holidays. There is a bus 
service from Hyderabad and Vijayawada, which connects 
with Nagarjunasagar. The State Tourist Information 
Bureau runs a coach service to the Dam site, on every 
Sunday, and special tours are also arranged on request. 


ACCOMMODATION: River View Rest House (R.A., 
P.R.O. Nagarjunasagar Projects, Vijaya Puri). State Guest 
House, (R.A. District Collector, Chilakapudi). Project 
House Hill Colony, (R.A. same as Rest House). Rest House 
No. 1, Pylon Visitors’ Lounge (R.A. same as Rest House). 

Rajahmundry: This centre of pilgrimage is 361 miles 
from Madras, The largest attraction of the place is the 
long railway bridge over the river Godavari—the bridge 
being the second longest bridge in India. At Pushkaran, 
the religious community bathing festival takes place every 
twelve years. 
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ACCOMMODATION: Municipal Traveller’s Bungalow, 
(R.A. Commissioner, Municipality, Rajahmundry). 

Vishakhapatnam: Famous as a pilgrimage centre and 
as a vacation spot. Vishakh was ruled successively by the 
Vengi Kings, the Gangas, Cholas of Badami and finally 
by the Muslim Qutub Shahi Kings of Colconda. Formerly, 
it was known as Vizagapatnam, popularly called Vizag. 
The shipyard and harbour enhances its importance as 8 
commercial town. Hindustan shipyard, the Nation's only 
ship-building yard, is located at Gandhigram, at Vishaka- 
patnam. The shipyard can be visited on Mondays and 
Wednesdays from 9 a.m. to 11 a.m. On other days, visits 
can be arranged with the special permission of the Ad- 
ministrative Officer or Public Relations Officer. The port 
lies on the East Coast of India, midway between 
Madras and Calcutta and is well connected by a Railway 
network, Mineral resources, like manganese ore and iron 
ore are stored here and shipped to foreign countries. It 
is a well-protected port with 600 ft. channel leading to it. 
On Tuesdays, Wednesdays and Thursdays from 4 p.m. to 
6 p.m. the port can be visited and on other days with spe- 
cial permission from the Traffic Manager or Administra- 
tive Officer. 

Dolphin’s Nose: A bold headland 570’ high and 1174’ 
above sea level in the southern part of Vishakh breaks the 
coastline and is so called due to its projecting shape which 
resembles a Dolphin. The Lighthouse atop the hill emits 
its light upto a 40-mile range. It has an illuminating capa- 
city of 7-million candle power. On Saturdays and Sun- 
days, between 2 p.m. and 4 p.m., the lighthouse is open to 
visitors. 

Araku Valley: 74 miles from Vishakhapatnam is Araku 
Valley, situated amidst the Eastern Ghats. It is fatnous 
for its scenic beauty. A well planned township is recently 
established here. There is a fruit orchard maintained by 
the Government, a pottery and a silk centre. There is a 
daily bus service from Vishakhapatnam and Araku. For 
accommodation in Inspection Bungalow, contact the Exe- 
cutive Engineer, P.W.D. Vishakhapatnam. 55 miles frorh 
Araku Valley is Anantagiri, which is also known for its 
scenic beauty. It is a good health resort, provided the 
tourists can make their own food arrangements. There is 
regular bus service from Vizag twice daily. 
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For accommodation there is an Inspection Bungalow 
under the control of the Divisional Engineer, Highways, 
Vizag. 

30 miles from Vizag is Kondakarla, which is an ideal 
place for a brief picnic. The Kondakarla lake offers chances 
for duck shooting in October and November, and during 
these months it is an enchanting place for camping. For 
accommodation, there is a Traveller’s Bungalow. 

The Three Hillocks; The Rose Hill; Durga Konda; Sri 
Venkateswara Konda; Andhra University; Simhachalam 
Temple and Industrial Estate are also worth visiting. 


COMMUNICATION: I.A.C. links “Vizag” with Hydera- 
bad and Bombay and Delhi directly by air twice a week, 
on Mondays and Thursdays. The airport is 7 miles from 
the town. “Vizag” is well connected with all important 
cities of India by Rail. All major cities are connected by 
road in Andhra Pradesh, For Local transport, taxis, 
Jhatkas (horse-drawn vehicles), carts and auto-rickshaws 
are available. 

ACCOMMODATION: Marina Hotel, Beach Road. New 
Costis Hotel, Beach Road. Sea-View Hotel, Waltair Uplands. 
Hotel Ocean View, Waltair Uplands. Circuit House, Wal- 
tair.

Warangal: Warangal was the capital of the Kings of 
the Andhras. The city and the fort were founded by Pro- 
daraja of the Kakatiya dynasty in the 12th century. The 
city was surrounded by two walls (now in ruins) and date 
back from the 13th century. 

The Ramappa Temple was constructed in 1234 A.D. 
This temple is well decorated. Six furlongs off Ramappa 
Temple is Ramappa Lake. This beautiful lake was cons- 
tructed in 1213 A.D. 25 miles from Warangal is Pakhal 
Lake. It was constructed about 700 years ago by throwing 
à causeway across a river. Nearby, the Thousand-Pillar 
Temple of Hanamkonda, is considered to be one of the finest 
specimens of the architecture and sculpture of the Kakatiya 
period. Marco Polo who had visited Hanamkonda and 
Warangal went in raptures over the soft-as-silk buckrams. 
Carpets woven in these places are exquisitely enchanting. 

ACCOMMODATION: For accommodation there is the 
Travellers Bungalow (R.A. Commissioner Municipal 
Council, Vizag). Rest House (R.A. Commissioner Munici- 
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pal Council, Vizag). Municipal Traveller’s Bungalow (R.A.

Sri Sailam: It lies on the Nallamalai plateau in Kur- 
nool district. The Mallikanjuna temple is of great anti- 
quity and is famous for its paintings and sculpture from 
ancient puranas (mythological history). 


ACCOMMODATION: Tourist Home (В.А.—Саге Taker, 
Government of India, Sri Sailam). Devasthanam Cottage

Tirupathi: Tirupathi where the ‘Lord of Seven Hills' 
resides, is one of the most sacred temples in South India. 
Here a vast concourse of devotees is to be found congre- 
gating daily. One may buy from here the knick-knacks 
made of sandal wood and brass-ware. Railway and Road 
connect this place with Madras. The hill temple attracts 
pilgrims from all parts of India. There are a number of 
sacred tanks and waterfalls on the hill and they are known 
as Kapilateertham, Akasha Ganga and Papanasam.

Area: 47,290 sq. miles (Plains 25,033 sq. miles and hills 
22,056 sq. miles). Population: 11,872,772. 
Religions: Of the total population of Assam, the major 
percentage profess Hinduism. Next come the follow- 
ers of Islam and the Chrisians. There are tribal faiths 
too. The Buddhist, Sikhs, Jains and Jews combined 
form a small percentage. Language: The State of 
Assam is ‘A Philologist’s Paradise’. The major langu- 
age is Assamese followed by Bengali. Khasi language 
is spoken in Khasi Hills, Garo in Garo Hills, Luasi in 
Luasi Hills and Mikir in Mikir Hills. 
Altitude: Shillong is 5000’ above main sea level. 
Climate: The climate of Assam is noted for coolness 
and also extreme humidity. The climate of some of the 
hills, viz. the whole of the Central Plateau of the Shillong 
Range and the Naga Hills, is healthy, The annual rainfall 
in Assam ranges from 70” to 140" with the highest being 
at Cherapunji (world's wettest place), having an average 
rainfall of 458". In 1861, a total rainfall of 905" was re- 
corded. Nearby *Mansugram' has recently attained the 
distinction of being the wettest place on earth. 


BRIEF HISTORY OF THE STATE 

Aryans are believed to have penetrated into Assam 
in the later Vedic times, according to the great epic, Maha- 
bharata, the places mentioned are identified with modern 
sites in Assam. King Naraka of early Christian era had 
built the city of Pragjyotishpur, the modern Gauhati. In 
the 7th century A.D. Hiuen Tsiang visited this place. Dur- 
ing 10th to 12th centuries several chiefs ruled this terri- 
tory and in the 13th century Lower Assam and the ad- 
jacent part of Bengal formed the kingdom of Kamata. 
Then Khen kings, Muslim kings and Hindu kings ruled 
over this place successively. 

In the 13th century the Ahoms entered Assam, de- 
feated the Mughals and continued to rule till 1826, when 
ihe entire region, now known as Assam, passed into the 
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hands of the East India Company under the treaty of 
A.D). 

WA” 1 p ia of uncommon physical charm and 
a veritable tourist paradise. Its luxurious vegetation, dense 
tropical forests, teaming with wild life, gorgeous river 
scenery and its charming and colourful people with their 
traditions of folklore, music, drama and crafts, are all 
attractions, which will thrill any visitor. 4 

Situated in the North-eastern corner of India, Assam 
is a frontier State surrounded by the Himalayan range in 
the north, Burma in the east, Chin Hill on the south and 
partly Pakistan on the west. The turbulent Brahmaputra 
is the chief attraction and is responsible for most of the 
fertility of this region and if Assam is a tourist paradise 
today, it owes this distinction to the river Brahmaputra, 
which among all the rivers in Eastern India also gives 
the idea of the grandeur of a mighty river. The varied 
lanscapes of the State consisting of snow-capped moun- 
tains, hills and valleys, old monuments, forts, temples and 
shrines, have made Assam one of the finest tourist resorts 
of India. 

This State is also rich in natural resources. Most of 
India’s oil-fields are to be found here. Besides coal and 
limestones, other minerals also occur in plenty in Assam. 
The largest acreage of tea in India is in Assam. 'The 
forests have rich variety of wild life, ranging from the 
majestic elephants to one-horned rhinos, From time to 
time, between November and March these elephants are 
captured with the Khedda and Mela techniques, 

SHILLONG: Shillong, the capital of Assam, is situat- 
ed at a height of 5,000 ft. above sea level. 

In the centre of the town is the new Secretariat, Raj 
Bhavan and Shillong Club. Nearby is the Ward Lake. The 
two cantonments, Happy Valley and Elephant Falls, are 
about six miles from the town. Come to Shillong any 
time of the year—it is so pleasant all the year round. But 
Írom March to June and during the Pooja season (at the 
end of September or early in October) Shillong is at its 
Bayest. 

The Shillong Golf Course is among the best in India. 
ce the town is situated on the hill-slope the rain does 
interfere with such outdoor activities as golf and 
ennis. Not far from the golf course is the race-course, The 
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Spread Eagle, Ship Fall and the roads running round the 
golf and race-courses are known for pleasant walks around 
Shillong. 

The Shillong Peak, about 1500’ higher than the town, 
is a favourite picnic spot. A visitor to Shillong must visit 
the “Burra Bazar” (Big Market), which is held every 8 
days. Adding colour and interest to the Bazar are the 
Khasi women, who run most of the stalls. The Khasis 
are famous for their skill at making bamboo baskets. 

Temperature: Winter: Max. 16°C. Min. 13°C. Summer: 
Max. 25°C. Min. 15°С. 

Season for Visit: Winter months are the best. Hill 
Stations like Shillong will be crowded with visitors 
and tourists during summer. 

People: People are friendly and hospitable. Assamese 
would like to invite tourists to their homes. Females wear 
Mekhla-Chaddar (skirt and scarf) and sarees. Among men 
dhoti and trousers are equally used. People are religious- 
minded generally. In some villages they are very conser- 
vative. The past history shows that the love of freedom 
is the characteristic of Assamese, 

How to Reach the Place: Shillong is 63 miles from 
Gauhati, the Gateway of Assam. Gauhati is connected 
with Calcutta by air, road and railways. Many prefer the 
two-hour flight from Calcutta to the forty hours of tra- 
velling (630 miles) by train or 780 miles of a road journey 
from Calcutta. From Gauhati the distance to Shillong has 
to be covered by car. Tourist taxis are available from 


Gauhati.

CAMPING: The well-known camping ground are: 
Basistasram, 7 miles from Gauhati. Chandubi Lake, 40 
miles from Gauhati and Manas Wild Life Sanctuary, 115 
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miles from Gauhati. Tourist taxis are available for trans- 
port purposes. Camping equipments are not supplied. 
The season for camping is winter months. 


CAR HIRERS: Mls. Auto Travels and Transport Co., 
Ltd., Head Office in Shillong with branches in Gauhati and 
Jorhat, supply tourist taxis. 

CLOTHING REQUIRED: Light woollen in winter and 
cotton in summer, is most suitable in Assam. 

CLUBS: There are a number of clubs in the main towns, 
The Shillong Club Ltd., National Sports Club of Assam 
at Shillong; The Gauhati Club Ltd. at Gauhati; Jorhat 
Gymkhana Club at Jorhat; Digboi Club and Rotary Clubs 
in Shillong, Gauhati and Digboi are the popular ones. Ten- 
nis, badminton, card games etc. are popular in the clubs. 


CURIOS AND CURIO SHOPS: Some of the famous 
curio shops are M|s. Khubchand and Sons, Gauhati; Assam 
Government Marketing Corporation Sales Emporium, 
Gauhati, Jorhat and Dibrugarh: Mis. Abdul Gaffur & Sons, 
Shillong. These shops will despatch the purchases of the 
tourists to their home addresses, if required. The Assa- 
mese fine artistic tradition is expressed in exquisite weav- 
ing. Assamese fabrics—Endi and Muga—are famous for 
their design and texture. Assam silk ‘Pat’, is very popular. 
Most of the Assamese famous crafts prepared from 
bamboo strips are most favourite with a Tourist. This is 
almost a cottage industry over here. Besides articles of 
bell-metal, ivory, finely woven bamboo and cane etc. are 
available at the Government Emporia. 


CULTURAL ACTIVITIES: Assam has got an old 
iradition in dance and music. The festive seasons are al- 
ways followed with dance and music. Bihu dances are 
performed during the different festivals and they are very 
popular in Assam. Manipuri and Satria are the two types 
of classical dances. Boda dance is performed by the tribal 
people. The cultural programmes can be arranged if the 
tourist is interested. Contact Assam Government Public 
Relations Office, Gauhati, for such arrangements. 

EDUCATION: All the colleges in Assam, Manipur 
Nagaland and NEFA are affiliated to the Gauhati Univer. 
sity. The subjects taught are: Science, Commerce, Huma- 
nities, Medicine and Engineering. 
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ELECTRICITY: A.C. current is prevalent in Assam, 
but in Tea Gardens there is D.C. current also used. The 
sources of electricity are hydro-electric sets in Shillong 
and Gauhati and diesel generating sets in other places. 


FESTIVALS: Bhogali Bihu—Harvest Festival (mid 
January), Rangali Bihu—Assamese New Year’s Day (mid- 
April), Ambubashi Mela at Kamakhya temple, Gauhati 
(June), Shivaratri (February-March) and Nangkram and 
Shad-Sukmysium Dance Festivals are quite popular in 
Assam. Durga Puja and Holi have also become popular 
these days. 

FISHING: Good mashseer abound in the upper reaches 
of the Brahmaputra and its many tributaries. The ideal 
fishing resort are: Beki river in north Kamrup Wild Life 
Sanctuary; Sankosh river in Golpara West Division; Aie 
river—Runikhata Reserve; Bharali river, Darrang; Kupli 
river; Garampani Jowai and Barapani—Shillong. In each 
case, Divisional Forest Officers should be contacted for 
permission and licence. 


FOOD: The Assamese are mainly rice-eaters and most- 
ly non-vegetarians. The Assamese hot curry is delicious. 
Mango, orange, pineapple, banana, jack fruit, coconut, lemon 
and plums are the common fruits. 

GUIDES: Tourist Offices in Shillong and Gauhati are 
located at the District Information and Public Relations 
Offices at Sub-Divisional Headquarters and can be contacted 
for providing guides. 

INDUSTRIES: Oil, Tea and Coal are the major indu- 
stries of Assam. Handloom, carpentry, smithy, bell-metal 
and brass utensils making, cane and bamboo articles mak- 
ing are growing cottage industries. 

Some basic cottage industries serve as an important 
subsidiary occupation to many families, while in some 
places certain sections of cottage industries like silk weav- 
ers of Sualkuchi and cotton weavers of Karimganj; bell- 
metal and brass workers of Sarthaibari serve as a secon- 
dary occupation to their primary trade. Tea and cottage 
industry products are exported abroad and also supplied to 
other parts of the country. 

LIQUOR PERMITS: There is prohibition in certain 
districts of Assam. Foreign tourists can obtain liquor per- 
mits from the Regional Tourist Offices of the Government

of India and also from local Excise Authority. 


LOCAL TRANSPORT: Taxis and city buses on cer- 
tain routes of Shillong and Gauhati city and cycle rick- 
shaws in Gauhati are the common modes of transportation 
in Assam and the fares are fixed by the Government Dis- 
trict Transport Office. 

MEDICAL FACILITIES: There are a number of hos- 
pitals in the main cities and towns and Health Units in 
places of importance. There is a sanatorium at Shillong. 

PHOTOGRAPHERS: There are a number of photo- 
graphic studios. The chief among them are: College Studio, 
Panbazar Gauhati and Ghosal Brothers, Police Bazar, 
Shillong. 

PICTURE HOUSES: In all big towns good picture 
houses showing both Indian and Western films are avail- 
able. The Western films are generally shown at Kelin and 
Garrison in Shillong, Meghdoot and Rupayan in Gauhati. 
Elly in Jorhat and Aurora in Dibrugarh. 

RECREATION: Golf, horse racing, swimming, boat- 
ing, indoor games and tennis are common sources of re- 
creation. 


RESTAURANTS AND BARS: The popular restaurants 
and bars are: New India Restaurant and Morello's, Shil- 
long; Pine Wood Hotel and Restaurant (has a bar); Stadium 
Guest House and Gauhati Club have permit rooms— (being 
dry area). Generally Indian liquor is served, but foreign 
liquor is also available in some areas. 


SHOOTING: There are a number of shooting grounds 
in Assam. For details for shooting and for permits, 
the Divisional Forest Offices concerned should be contacted. 
The chief divisions for shooting are: Golpara West Division, 
Golpara East Division, Nowgong Division and Dhansiri 
Valley Division. 


SIGHTSEEING PLACES AND SIDE TRIPS 


. Gauhati: Gauhati was the capital of many kings in 
thé past. In ancient days it was known as Jyotishpur mean- 
ing ‘Light of the East’, with very fascinating background 
The Gauhati University, Institute of Historical and Anti. 
qa Research and the Assam Museum are situated 

ere. 
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_ Assam State Museum at Gauhati: It has images, inscrip- 
tions of Ahom and pre-Ahom periods, carved stones, metal- 
wood, ivory objects and costumes owned by Ahom kings. 
Besides, there is also a Cottage Industries Museum, where 
almost all cottage industries products are exhibited. 

Around Gauhati there are many shrines and temples. 
The *Kamakhya" Temple is located about 3 miles (5 kms.) 
away from Gauhati on the sacred Nilachala Hill on the 
south bank of Brahmaputra. It is believed to have been 
built originally by King Narakasura of the Mahabharata 
era and rebuilt by Nara Narayan, the Koch King, in 1565 
A.D. There is a regular bus service from Gauhati to this 
place. 

Another temple which attracts pilgrims is that of 
Umanand, situated on the Peacock Island in the middle 
of Brahmaputra. The Shivaratri festival is celebrated 
here on a grand scale. 

To the east of Gauhati is the Navagraha (Nine Planets) 
Temple, which, in ancient days, is said to have been 
a centre of study for astronomy and astrology. 


ACCOMMODATION: Stadium Guest House and Strand 
Hotel in Gauhati. 

Subsidiary Accommodation: Circuit House (R.A. 
Deputy Commissioner, Kamrup, P.O., Gauhati); Inspection 
Bungalow (R.A. same as above); Railway Retiring Rooms 
(R.A. Station Master, North Eastern Railway). 

Hajo: 22 kms. (14 miles) from Gauhati on the north 
bank of Brahmaputra is Hajo, known for its group of tem- 
ples. Hayagriba Madhab is most well-known as the Bud- 
dhist believe that the Buddha attained Nirvana at this 
place. Hajo is a pilgrimage place for Muslims also, There 
is a mosque here (Pao Mecca), built by Pir Giasuddin 
Aulia, which is supposed to have one-fourth sanctity of 
Mecca. 


Sualkuchi: 24 kms. (15 miles) from Gauhati, across the 
river Brahmaputra is the famous silk-producing village of 
Sualkuchi, where silks like Endi, Muga and Pat are pro- 
duced as cottage industry. 

Chandubi Lake: About 64 kms. (50 miles) from Gauhati 
on the road to Goalpara over the national highway is 2 
natural lagoon, “Chandubi” Lake. It is an ideal holiday 
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resort. The lake offers fishing facilities and in the sur- 
rounding areas there is scope for shikar. 


Cherapunji: Cherapunji is the known wettest place 
on earth. It is connected with Shillong by an excellent 
motorable road (58 kms. or 36 miles). There is daily bus 
service to this place. Cherapunji is a popular picnic spot 
for its scenic grandeur and innumerable water falls, This 
place is also famous for its oranges. 

ACCOMMODATION: Dak Bungalow (R.A. Deputy 
Commissioner, Shillong); Circuit House (R.A. same as 
above). 

Nongkrem: This place is about 13 miles from Shillong. 
It is known for the Khasi dance festivals, which are held 
in June. : 

Sibsagar: Sibsagar takes its name from the big arti- 
ficial lake built by the great Ahom King, Shiva Singha. 
It was the capital of the Ahom Kings. The Shiva Dol, 
Vishnu Dol and Debi Dol Temples stand on the banks of 
the Sibsagar Lake. Pilgrims flow to these temples dur- 
ing the Shivaratri festival. 

Sibsagar is 55 kms. (34 miles) from Jorhat Airport. 
From Jorhat there are regular bus services. Buses will be 
available from Simaluguri Railway Station which is on 
the main line. 

For accommodiation there is a Circuit House and a Dak 
Bungalow. For permission apply to the Sub-Divisional 
Officer, Sibsagar. 

Majuli: The largest river island in the world, Majuli 
is situated near Jorhat. It is approachable by boats from 
Neamati Ghat. This island is 485 sq. miles and has several 
Satras or holy colleges established by Shri Shankaradeva. 
It is an important place of pilgrimage for the Vaishnavites 
of Assam. 

Digboi: Digboi is Assam's biggest oil town. Visitors 
are advised to visit Digboi on a day's excursion from 
Dibrugarh as no accommodation is available at Digboi. 
Dibrugarh is 84 kms. (52 miles) from Sibsagar which is 
connected by air, rail and road with the rest of India and 
is famous for its beautiful surroundings and temperate 
eS throughout the year.

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SANCTUARIES 


_ Assam has perhaps the richest fauna of any part in 
Asia. The great Indian rhinoceros, elephant, tiger, leopard, 
buffalo, bison and swamp deer, rare birds like florican, 
hornbill and reptiles such as the King Cobra are found 
here. Assam has four Wild Life Sanctuaries and two reser- 
ves specially meant for the protection of the rare animals. 

Kaziranga: This is the home of the great Indian one- 
horned rhinoceros. The animals are seen at quite close 
vicinity on elephant back. It is situated in Sibsagar dis- 
trict and is 166 sq. miles in area. There are many places 
worth seeing inside the sanctuary: Katpora Bil, Vasali- 
mari Bil, Bogpora Bil, Daflang Bil, and Jalki Bil, Deep 
inside the sanctuary is wild elephant country near Julal- 
pat Camp. Boating can be arranged at certain time of the 
year down the river Diphu. For those who are fond of 
hiking, Mikri Hills nearby offer opportunities, November 
to March is the best time to visit this sanctuary, 

Kazi Ranga is 135 mile from Gauhati on the trunk road 
to Dibrugarh. Jorhat is the nearest airfield, 60 miles to 
the east of Kaziranga. For visiting the sanctuary, seeing 
wild life from trained elephant back and accommodation, 
the Tourist Information Officer, Kaziranga, Р.О. Kohora, 
Dist. Sibsagar, should be contacted well in advance. For 
accommodation there are fully furnished Tourist Lodge 
and Tourist Bungalow (R.A—The Tourist Information 
Office, Kaziranga, P.O. Kohora). 

Manas Sanctuary: It is in the Kamrup district on the 
north bank of the Brahmaputra. This place, situated at 
the foot of the Bhutan Hills and Manas River, provides 
good camping site and fishing. The sanctuary has elephant 
buffalo, bison, rhinoceros and swamp deer, tiger, bear, pig 
sambar and barking deer. d j з 

The nearest railway station is Barpeta Road from 
where there is a motorable road to the sanctuary at Ban- 
shari. The Divisional Forest Officer, North Kamrup, Bar- 
peta Road (P.O.), should be contacted for arrangement. 

- ACCOMMODATION: ‘Tourist Bungalow, Mathangüri 
Forest Bungalow, Mathanguri Inspection Bungalow, Bar- 
peta Road are available. ' 

. The Sonai-Rupa Sanctuary: This is in Darrang dis- 
trict and is 85 sq. miles in area stretched along the Hima- 
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layan foot hills. This sanctuary has rhinoceros, elephants, 
bison, etc. It can be reached from Rangpara Railway Sta- 
tion 10 miles away. There is a small Rest House east of 
Gabru. The Divisional Forest Officer, Tezpur, should be 
contacted for arrangements. 

The Pabha or Millory Buffalo Sanctuary: This is 19 
sq. miles in area and is situated in North Laksimpur. It is 
created exclusively for protection of the magnificent spe- 
cies of Assam Wild Buffaloes. This sanctuary can be rea- 
ched from North Laksimpur Aerodrome. Grass camp huts 
are available. 

SPECTATOR SPORTS: Football, cricket and tennis are 
very common and are played at Gauhati and Jorhat sta- 
diums. Football is played in summer and Cricket in winter. 
Football, cricket, tennis, hockey and horse racing are 
shown in sequence of popularity. Periodical matches and 
inter-collegiate tournaments are played at all important 
places. The common outdoor games are Bardolor Trophy, 
Football, Assam Inter-District Cricket and Inter-College 
Cricket. All sports equipments are available from the 
sports dealers of the town. 

THEATRES: There are no air-conditioned theatres, 
but non-airconditioned theatres are found in almost every 
town of Assam. The mythological plays like Ramayana 
and Mahabharata as well as social and historical dramas 
are very popular here. Generally on festival occasions 
special performances are given. 

WATER: The source of water is river and natural 
springs. It is generally safe to drink water without boil- 
ing in big towns and tourist spots.

BRIEF HISTORY OF THE STATE 

This State has a hoary culture. The capital, Patna, 
was known as Pataliputra which was the capital of the 
Mauryan Empire about 2300 years ago. King Ashoka issued 
his famous edicts and sent out his missionaries to distant 
lands from here. Remnants of that great empire can still 
be seen in Patna. The city can be divided into three sec- 
tors, the old city built in the 16th century by Sher Shah, 
the Bankipur area developed during the early British 
rule and the new capital built some fifty years ago. The 
city is situated on the bank of the Ganga—the holiest river 
in India. 

Lord Buddha, whose life and teachings have moulded 
human thought and conduct for twentyfive centuries, spent 
great part of his life in this city and the monasteries of 
that period are to be seen even now and thus the name 
of Bihar from the word Vihara which means Monastéry, 
came into existence. Ashoka was the last great emperor 
in this line. After Mauryas it was ruled for a period by 
the Gupta Dynasty, which is regarded as the Golden Age 
of ancient India. 
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In 1574, however, Akbar absorbed Bihar in the Mughal 
Empire. During that period Bihar evolved yet another of 
its own cultural tradition due to fusion of Hindu and 
Islamic elements. 

By the beginning of the eighteenth century, the Euro- 
peans, the British, the Dutch and the French started esta- 
blishing trade centres in Patna. 


PATNA: Patna besides being the capital of the State, is 
also its cultural metropolis and a great tourist centre. It 
is the most convenient starting point for a tourist’s Bihar 
itinerary. Patna is growing into a progressive city. With 
its fine and broad avenues it gives a feeling of spaciousness 
which is often lacking in modern cities. Some of its im- 
posing buildings show how the aesthetic features of old 
architecture can be gracefully preserved even in a modern 
edifice. This is particularly true of the Museum, Khuda 
Bakhsh Oriental Library and Golghar. 

People: People are friendly. Women do not observe 
purdah, though they are shy to shake hand. Joint family 
system exists. People are religious-minded. 

Sonepur Cattle Fair: Sonepur just across the river 
Ganga from Patna, happens to be the venue of one of the 
world’s biggest cattle fairs and is held in the month of 
November. One can buy anything from a bull to an ele- 


phant. Here one can see a cross-section of the people of 
Bihar. 

How to Reach: By AIR: Patna is connected by a daily 
air service with Calcutta and Delhi. 


RAIL: Mail and Express Trains connect Patna with 
Calcutta, Delhi, Banaras, Ranchi and Hazaribagh. Patna 
is also connected by road with all the major cities of the

ARTS AND MUSEUM 
Museum: Mughal and Rajput architecture can be seen 
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here in a combined form. It has some beautiful sculptures 
and bronze images. Tibetan antiques, mostly miniatures, 
collection of coins and many relics of the Mauryan Age 
are exhibited here. The Khuda Bakhsh Oriental Library 
contains many rare Persian and Arabic manuscripts. 


Golghar: This interesting structure was built in 1786. 
Beehive shaped, originally it was meant to be a granary. 
It has two spiral staircases. From its top, Golghar com- 
mands a panoramic view of the city and its surroundings. 

Martyrs’ Memorial: Built to perpetuate the memory of 
those who sacrificed their lives in the struggle for the 
Indian Independence in 1942. 

Qila House: This former fort of Sher Shah now con- 
tains a collection of paintings of Moghul period. 

Har Mandir: It is a Sikh Gurdwara built by the vali- 
ant sikh warrior-king, Ranjit Singh, around the room where 
the revered sikh apostle, Guru Govind Sigh, was born in 
1664. The sword and wooden sandals of the Guru are kept 
there. 

Padri-ki-Haveli: The oldest Roman Catholic Church in 
Patna. It was built in 1751 by Capuchin Fathers. There is a 
cemetery nearby where the English captives said to have 
been killed by Mir Kasim in 1763, are buried. 


BANKS: State Bank of Bihar, Bank of Rajasthan, 
Punjab National Bank, Central Bank, Allahabad Bank, 
State Bank of Bikaner and Jaipur and State Provincial 
Co-operative Bank. 


CLUBS: New Patna, Rajendra, Bankipur and Rotary. 
Visiting Rotarians are welcome to attend the Rotary Club 
meeting whenever they are held. 


CURIO SHOPS: Patna, like all other art centres in 
India, produces a variety of Handicrafts and provides a 
good stock of goods to shoppers. These handicraft are 
distinctive in design and inexpensive to buy. Hand-made 
and woven products are Patna’s speciality. The neighbour- 
ing towns of Ranchi & Bihar Sharif weave lovely furnishing 
fabric which today adorn many European drawing rooms. 
Bihar Cottage Industries Emporium, Khadi Gramodyog: 
Bhandar, Handloom Emporia (for Bihar’s Handicrafts and 
Handloom Fabrics) are the main curio dealers. 
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Gold and silver embroidery, brocade weaving, tussore 
silk, wooden toys, hats and mats, baskets and lamp shades 
made out of bamboo chips and Sikki grass are some of the 
main specialities of Bihar. 

CULTURAL ACTIVITIES: Shilpa Kala Parishad of 
Government School of Arts and Crafts and Vindhya Kala 
Mandir, Kazpur, are the two cultural institutions that orga- 
nise folk dances during festivals. There is Indo-Japanese 
Cultural Association at Patna. 

ELECTRICITY: Both A.C. and D.C. currents are avail- 
able. Barauni Thermal Station, Patratu Thermal Power 
Station, Gandak Hydel Project and Kosi Hydel Project 
are the main sources of supply to the State. 

GARDENS AND PARKS: Gandhi Maidan is a lovely 
park in Patna, resplendent with flowers and trees in 
bloom, There are many garden-parks in Patna. 

HUNTING: Hazaribagh, at an altitude of 2,000’, pro- 
vides delightful summer resort. A few kms. away from 
Hazaribagh town lies the National Park—a wild life sanc- 
tuary. Here tigers, leopards, blue bulls (Nilghais), bears 
and hyenas are to be found. Bird life is also abundant. 

Though this is a game reserve, certain forest blocks 
are reserved for shooting parties. 

INDUSTRIES: The Industrial Development Corpora- 
tion controls the large-scale industries. Super-phosphate 
Factory, High Tension Insulator Factory, Steel Plant, Heavy 
Machine Tool Project, Heavy Machine Building Plants— 
all these can be visited by tourists with prior permission. 

Large Industrial Estates are located at Bhagalpur, 
Muzaffarpur and Ranchi. Sericulture is well developed in 
the State, It starts from rearing of silk-worms to the fini- 
shing of silk fabrics. Chhota Nagpur and Parganas are the 
centres. Under Khadi and Village Industries, Ghani Oil, 
Hand Processing of Cereals and Pulses, Leather Indus- 
tries, Hand-made Paper, Pottery and Bee-Keeping are en- 
couraged. 

LOCAL TRANSPORT: Taxis and cycle rickshaws are 
available. Regular bus services connect Patna with other 
Parts of the State. 

PICTURE HOUSES: Elphinstone, Regent, Pearl and 
Ashoka screen English films occasionally. 
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RESTAURANTS: Balazar, New Delhi, Royal Cafe are 
the main resturants. 


SIGHTSEEING PLACES AND SIDE TRIPS 


There are a number of places connected with Buddh- 
ism, Jainism, Hinduism and Islam. 

Bodh Gaya: Everywhere in Bihar one feels the living 
presence of Lord Buddha, founder of Buddhism. Though 
Bhagavan Buddha was born in Nepal, Bihar has the unique 
distinction of the rise and growth of Buddhism. 

Bodh Gaya is the place where the Buddha attained 
enlightenment. The tree under which Buddha meditated 
and attained wisdom is called the Bodhi Tree while 
the temple marking the sacred spot is known as Maha- 
bodhi Temple. This temple stands as a model for the 
temples in Burma, Nepal and Ceylon. 

Buddhist monuments lie scattered all over the State. 
There are ruins of monasteries, seminaries and comme- 
morative pillars erected by Ashoka. There are caves 
where the Buddha once preached, hermitage where he 
once lived and hills upon which he once meditated. It is 
now possible to see all the Buddhist sites in Bihar in the 
course of a brief tour. 

TRANSPORT: The nearest airport is Patna which is 
172 kms. (107 miles) from Gaya by road. Bodh Gaya is 13 
kms. (8 miles) from Gaya Railway Station which is on the 
main Delhi-Calcutta railway line. 

LOCAL TRANSPORT: Besides regular buses, taxis 
are also available. 

ACCOMMODATION: There are no hotels. Other ac- 
commodation is available in Tourist Bungalow (R.A. Care- 
taker, Tourist Bungalow, Bodh Gaya). P.W.D. Inspec- 
tion Bungalow (R.A. Ex. Engineer, P.W.D., Gaya East) 
State Rest House, (same as above). 


Gaya: This is a place which has got religious impor- 
tance. Pilgrims from all parts of India come here to pray 
for the souls of their ancestors. Hindi and English are 
common languages in this place. Gaya is 107 miles (172 
kms.) from Patna which is also the nearest airport. 

There is road and rail connection from Patna. For 
local transport taxis and cycle rickshaws are available. 

' The Vishnupada Temple in Gaya built by Rani Ahalya 
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Bai, Queen of Indore in 1787, is important from the pilgrims’ 
UM of view. The Brahmajoni Hill has got the Akshyabat 
Tree or the immortal banyan tree where pilgrims make 
their final offerings of pindas and conclude their pilgrim- 
age. There is a Shiva Temple on top. 

The Mahabodhi Temple: At Bodh Gaya, the Maha- 
bodhi Temple is a unique memorial Two important festi- 
vals held in this temple are Buddha Purnamia and Anni- 
versary of his first sermon. On the south and west of the 
temple are seen the Ashokan Railings. These are the 
oldest monuments in India depicting scenes from the 
Jataka stories and every day life etc. Here, there is the 
Bodhi Tree. The ‘Diamond Throne’ at the foot of the 
Bodhi Tree is the place where Buddha sat in meditation. 
Other places of interest are Chinese Temple, Tibetan 
Monastery, Burmese Monastery and Lotus Tank. 

Barabar Caves: 23 miles from Gaya are Barabar Caves 
which are the earliest rock-cut caves in India. 

Topchanchi Lake: 117 miles from Gaya is Topchanchi 
Lake. This is a carved dam which is 900’ long and 78’ high. 
It is an ideal place for picnic, specially during winter.

Nalanda; Nalanda was the centre of learning till 1205. 
Scholars were attracted from all over Asia. It is the birth- 
place of Buddhist Saint, Sariputta. It was here that Maha- 
vira met his disciple, Ghosala, who later opposed his mas- 
ter's doctrine and set up a fanatical sect of his own from 
Patna and Gaya. 

Nalanda is 90 kms. (56 miles) from Patna. Nearest air- 
Port is Patna. It is on the Bukhiarpur-Rajgir Railway Line 
oh the Calcutta-Patna rail route. It is connected by re- 
Eular bus services with Patna, Pawapuri, Bihar Sharif, 

ajgir and Gaya. For local transport taxis are available. 

The University at Nalanda was famous as the seat of 
the highest learning not only in India but throughout 
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Asia, attracting Scholars from China, Japan, Korea, Tibet, 
Ceylon, ete. Nalanda was a centre of learning and training 
centre in crafts and metallurgy, famous for its images 
made of stone, metal and bronze. The University was 
maintained by the income derived from its two hundred 
villages, contributed by different kings. Nalanda was des- 
troyed by Mohammad Bakhtiyar in 1205. The ruins of 
the University can be still seen here. 

One mile distance from Nalanda is Kundalpur village. 
The Jains believe that Mahavira, the 24th Tirthankara, 
was born in this village. Surajpur-Bargaon is adjacent to 
the Nalanda ruins. Here there is a Sun Temple and lake. 
In October/November and April|May a big fair is held in 
this temple, which is largely attended by pilgrims.

Hazaribagh: Hazaribagh at an altitude of 200 feet 
above the sea level is on the Chotta Nagpur Hills. It is 
known for its scenic beauty. Nearby to this spot 1.6 
kms. (1 mile) from the Circuit House, is the Canary Hill 
with a well-laid-out park and three small lakes. 29 kms. 
from Ranchi is the National Park, where one can see the 
wild life in all its variety. 

Hazaribagh is 238 kms. (148 miles) from Patna. Re- 
gular bus services connect Hazaribagh Town with Bokaro, 
Gaya, Tilaiya Dam, Konar, Patna, Ranchi, etc. For local 
transport, only cycle rickshaws are available. 

Bokaro Thermal Station, the Tilaiya and Konar Dams 
are other objects of interest, which are all lying within a 
radius of 80 kms. (50 miles). Hazaribagh is 93 kms. (42 
miles from Hazaribagh Road Railway Station which is 346 
kms. (215 miles) from Calcutta on the Calcutta-Delhi route.

National Park: The Hazaribagh National Park was 
created in October 1954 to protect natural flora and fauna 
and to encourage the study of wild life and plants. It lies 
at a distance of 18 miles from Hazaribagh Town. The 
Forest Department makes arrangements to carry the 
tourists from the town to the Park. Fire-arms are not 
allowed inside the sanctuary. Information about the Park 
can be had from the Information Room in the Forest Rest 
House. 

Kodarma is the nearest Railway Station, which is 42 
miles from here. There are road connections from Cal- 
cutta and Delhi via Barhi on the G. T. Road. For local 
transport jeeps and taxis are available to reach the Na- 
tional Park.

Ranchi: Ranchi is on the plateau of Chhota Nagpur. 
It is 2,200’ above sea level. All around reside the Adivasis 
or aborigines. The season to visit Ranchi is from October 
to March. The resort is an overnight journey by rail from 
Calcutta with a change at Muri Station. 

Ranchi Station is on the South-Eastern Railway line, 
404 kms. (251 miles) from Calcutta. There are regular bus 
services between Ranchi, Purulia, Chaibasa, Dal Tonganj, 
Hazaribagh, Kodarma, Gaya, Nalanda and Rajgir. 

The Sahib Bandh is an expanse of water fringed with 
trees, About 11 kms. (7 miles) to the west of Ranchi Hill 
lies the temple of Jagannath, a replica of the famous 
Jagannath Temple at Puri. Here also the Car Festival 
is famous, The Raj Bhavan with its extensive gardens, 
St. Paul’s Cathedral, the Roman Catholic Church and the 
Lac Research Institute are other places of interest. About 
43 kms. (27 miles) from Ranchi are the picturesque Hundru 
Falls. There is a Rest House at Hundru for the tourists.

Konar Dam: There are several beautiful picnic spots 
near Konar Dam which is 35 miles from Hazaribagh. There 
are three Rest Houses.

Konar and Tilaiya Dams and the Bokaro Thermal 
Power Station—these three tourist centres can be reached 
easily from Hazaribagh. The Thermal Power Station is 
considered to be one of the biggest of its kind in the world. 
It is the show-piece of the Damodar Valley Corporation. 


Netarhat: This place is called the Queen of Chhota 
Nagpur. It is a plateau covered with thick forests. People 
visit this place to enjoy the views of sunrise and sunset. 


Jamshedpur: Some fifty years ago Jamshedpur was 
an obscure Adivasi village called Sakohi, But the esta- 
blishment of Iron and Steel industry has made it the se- 
cond largest city in Bihar. The towns of Jamshedpur and 
Tatanagar are named after Jamsetji Nusserwanji Tata, 
founder of the House of Tatas. 

India’s first and one of the world’s largest steel works, 
TISCO, was established here in 1908. Permission to visit 
the factory is to be obtained from the General Manager, 
TISCO, Jamshedpur. 

Jamshedpur commands an air of efficiency and cleanli- 
ness. There are many beauty spots in the nearby hills and 
the finest among them is the Dimna Lake, 12 miles away. 

Season to visit Jamshedpur is from October to Feb- 
ruary. 

A daily air service connects Jamshedpur with Calcutta, 
Tatanagar is the Railway Station, which is connected by 
direct train with Calcutta and Delhi besides other smaller 
stations. 

Jubilee Park: This park was opened in March 1958 to 
commemorate the Golden Jubilee celebrations of the Tata 
Steel Industry. 
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Dimna Lake; Dimna Lake is 13 kms. (8 miles) from 
the town. The lake which is the source of water to Jam- 
shedpur is a popular picnic spot.

India Tube Company: It was established in 1953 as a 
joint enterprise of TISCO, Stewarts and Lloyds. Permis- 
sion to visit the works should be obtained from the Ad- 
ministrative officer. The other places of industrial inte- 
rest are Tata Engineering and Locomotive Company, In- 
dian Cable Company, Tinplate Company of India, Indian 
Steel and Wire Products and National Metallurgical Labo- 
ratory.

Rajgir: Rajgir recalls the past glory of Bihar. It has 
the rare combination of Buddhism and Jainism. Tourists 
are attracted to this place throughout the year for its cli- 
mate. 

Rajgir is 103 kms. (64 miles) from Patna. There is 
rail connection to Rajgir from Bakhtiyarpur which is on 
the Calcutta-Delhi line. Bakhtiyarpur to Rajgir is a meter 
gauge line via Nalanda. But one can go by taxi or bus 
from either Patna or Gaya. Rajgir is connected by regu- 
lar bus services with Pawapuri, Bihar Sharif, Nalanda, 
Ranchi and Tilaiya. 


Pipla Cave: This is a cave of natural formation in 
which Maha-Asthavi and Maha Kashyap and the Chair- 
man of the first Buddhist Council used to meditate. 


Saptaparni Cave: The first Buddhist Council was held 
here six months after the death of the Buddha. 


en Vaishali: Vaishali was the seat of ancient kingdom 
deed derived its name from King Vaishala, whose heroic 
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Jivaka’s Amravana; This is the Mango Garden of 
Jivaka. Jivaka was a famous physician at the royal court 
of Bimbisara and a contemporary of the Buddha. 


Hot Springs: There are a number of sulphur springs 
around Rajgir. The largest among them is known as Sata- 
dhara. Brahma Kund, Shaligram, Saptarishi, Sita Ram, 
Ganesh and Surya Kund are other important ones. These 
springs cure skin diseases. There are many other places 
which are connected with the life of the Buddha and his 
disciples. |

Maithon: Maithon has the biggest reservoir in the 
Damodar Valley Corporation. The word Maithon means 
‘the mother’s abode’. There is an old temple at Kalyanesh- 
wari, about 300 meters from the dam. 


The lake of Maithon covers an area of more than 40 
sq. miles. There is a Rest House on an island in the lake. 
Fishing and boating are available. A deer park and a bird 
sanctuary are established in the forest around the dam 
constructed inside the hill on the left bank. -Maithon is 20 
kms. (16 miles) by road from Asansol and 8 miles 
by road from Barakar Railway Station. Asansol is on the 
main Railway line between Delhi and Calcutta. Taxis are 
available both at Asansol and Barakar.

Sindri: Sindri has a fertiliser factory. It is about 77 kms. 
(40 miles) from Maithon. The road to Sindri passes 
through a coal mining area. The fertiliser factory is the 
largest factory of its kind in Asia, and one of the most 
modern in the world. As India is predominantly an agri- 
cultural country fertiliser factories have an important 
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place in India’s development. This factory is well- worth 
a visit. 3 


Visitors will have to intimate the time and date of 
visit in advance to the Secretary. Visiting hours on week 
days are from 10 a.m. to 2 p.m. (Cameras are not allowed 
inside the factory premises). 3 


Panchet Dam; Panchet Dam is a lovely picnic spot. 
It is 16 kms. (10 miles) form Maithon. The biggest dam 
in the entire Damodar Valley Corporation Scheme, being 
6 kms. (4 miles), long. The Hydel Station produced 40,000 
Kws. of power.

BRIEF HISTORY OF THE STATE 

Delhi is the capital of India. The city has a fascinat- 
ing history and a stimulating present. 

It is believed that Delhi is the same Indraprastha 
described in the ‘Mahabharat’. The ancient mounds, 3000 
years old, are seen along the river sides. Till the twelfth 
century it was under Rajputs. Then the Muslim invaders 
began to pour in from the North. Prithviraj was the last 
Hindu king to rule Delhi and he was killed in the battle 
to save his country from the Turkish armies in 1192. The 
Afghan dynasties followed by Tughlags, Sayyids, the Lodis

and Mughals continued the imperial line, until the British 
days. 

The Old City was built by Shah Jahan in the 17th 

century. With crowded residential quarters and congested 
bazars on the side where Delhi stands today, several cities 
have risen and decayed in the past. Delhi, as it is today, 
is an epitome of the whole history of Indo-Islamic archi- 
tecture. 
After attaining Indian Independence, Delhi has now become 
the political, economic and cultural capital of the country 
and has also become one of the greatest tourist centres of 
the world. 

Chandni Chowk is the main street of the Old Delhi 
which starts from the north-west gate of the Red Fort and 
ends at Fatehpuri Mosque. Most of the places and monu- 
ments of historical and tourist interest are situated in or 
around Delhi. New Delhi was designed and constructed 
by Sir Edwin Lutyens and Sir Herbert Baker and is a 
mixture of East and West. The public buildings in red 
stone, grey and cream coloured sandstone are of Mughal 
architecture. 


People . . . Delhi’s two million people represent a 
cross section of the people of the country. One can see 
ladies in sari, salwar, kamiz or the typical South Indian 
costumes. Most of the citizens and students in Delhi wear 
the western dress. The life in most of the homes of Muslims 
and Hindus remain unchanged for centuries. At the same 
time there are westernised people also. Often in some 
homes people have their meal the western way, while others 
Sit cross legged, the Indian way. 


Season: October to March. It is during these months 
that the days are crisp and sunny and the nights cold enough 
when warm coat is necessary for evening walks or drives. 
It is in these months also that Delhi's gardens are ablaze 
with flowers of almost every known variety.

But 
with the inereased accent laid on manufacturing item by 
machinery, than by bare hands, manufactured goods were 
imported and India's handicrafts declined. Ivory carving 
is the most important handicraft. 

Delhi is also famous for jewellery. Dariba Kalan is 
the famous lane for the jewellery shops. Gold and silver 
thread embroidery, sequin work, metal work in brass and 
copper and pottery are the few important handicrafts of 
Delhi.

SIGHT-SEEING PLACES AND MONUMENTS 


Qutb Minar . . . This is 234-foot tall tower of victory 
whose top is reached by a spiral staircase with 367 steps. 
At the very foot of the Minar is the mosque built to com- 
memorate the coming of Islam to India. All other monu- 
ments in the area around are dwarfed by the Qutb Minar. 
The construction of Minar was started by Qutb-ud-din 
Aibak, the first Sultan of Delhi in 1199. It was completed 
by the succeeding rulers. There can be seen the bands 
of Arabic inscriptions as seen in other Muslim buildings 
of Turco-Afghan period. The monument has a slight tilt 
resulted from an earthquake. 
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Quwwat-ul-Islam Mosque . . . This mosque founded by 
Qutb-ud-din in 1191 was built on the plinth of a Hindu 
temple and its ornamented columns are from 27 other 
Hindu temples. The arches are the usual pointed ones 
of Ѕагасепіс architecture. Some Hindu and Jain sculp- 
tures are seen here. The polychrome design, the horse shoe 
arches and the other walls make it altogether a beautiful 
piece of work. 


Iron Pillar .. . The famous iron pillar standing by the 
side of the Minar dates back to fifth century A.D. and is 
seen in the court yard of the Quwwat-ul-Islam Mosque. 
It appears to be a copy in iron of the stone pillars 
of Ashoka. It is believed that it must. have been 
brought from a temple by the Muslims. This pillar is made 
of non-rusting iron. It is believed that any one who can 
clasp his hands after throwing them backwards round the 
pillar is destined to achieve fame. 


Kotla Firuz Shah . . . Firuz transferred the capital 
from Jahanpanha to Firozabad which was further north. 
This palace is known as Kotla Firuz Shah and is situated to 
the south of Delhi Gate of the old city. The most impor- 
tant structure within the palace is a stepped building on 
top of which was erected the Ashoka Pillar which still 
stands there, near the tomb of Sultana Raziya. 


Sayyid and Lodi Tombs . . . These tombs lie scattered 
over an area of some two miles square. The major tombs 
are all octagonal. There are some square tombs also, This 
is an example of Islamic architecture. 


Purana Quila . . . Between the period of the downfall 
of Lodis and the establishment of Mughal empire, the 
fortress palace built by Sher Shah is the well-known 
Purana Quila at the eastern end of New Delhi. It has 
three fine gates. Many of the buildings are in ruins. Sher 
Shah’s mosque is in Indo-Afghan architecture style. There 
are Arabic inscriptions on the walls which have striking 
effect, 


Shrine of Nizam-ud-din . . . This shrine of saint Nizam- 
ud-din dates from the early Tughluq period. There is a 
tank at the entrance. This tank is believed to be the cause 
of the quarrel between the saint and the first Tughluq 
king. Here there is the tomb of Jahanara, daughter of 
Shah Jahan. According to her wish the grave was covered 
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with grass which is renewed year after year. The other 
important tombs are those of Amir Khusro, the poet, and 
Emperor Muhammed Shah. Just outside the shrine is a 
marble mausoleum of the Kokoliash clan. 

Humayun’s Tomb . . . This tomb was built by the 
Emperor's widow, Haji Begum and she, too, was burie 
here. This fine tomb of Persian style is in the Mughal 
garden enclosed by walls. By the combined red sandstone 
and marble, white, yellow and black, an elegant colour effect 
has been obtained. The dome is striking. The basement of 
this tomb contains the tombs of princes and emperors О 
Mughal dynasty. 

Red Fort . . . It derives its popular name from the red 
sandstone out of which the fort is built. It was built by 
Shah Jahan. The work was begun in 1639 and completed 
in about nine years. The palace has two main gates wit 
arches and small marble domes. Diwan-i-Aam or Hall of 
Public Audience, was meant for the noblemen, and the 
general public could come upto the courtyard. On the 
eastern side of the hall is the platform which is elabo- 
rately decorated. This is of Florentine workmanship. 

Passing through this hall are the apartments for the 
emperor and the royal ladies. The Mumtaz Mahal or Sheesh 
Mahal now houses a museum which contains many relics 


and art objects dating from Mughal times. 
The royal baths are extremely enchanting. Next to 


the bath is Moti Masjid (Pearl Mosque) built by Aurangzeb 
for his own use and for the use of the ladies of the palace. 
There are several pavilions of great beauty and ornamen- 
tation. These pavilions were furnished with screens, awn- 
ings and curtains to suit different seasons. 

Juma Masjid . . . Opposite the Red Fort is the great 
Juma Masjid of Delhi. The mosque was built between 
1650 and 1656. The dome is of black and white marble and 
the minarets in white and red. It has a courtyard of 325 
sq. ft, a prayer hall of 201 ft. by 120 ft. and 135 ft. high 
minarets. There are the Fatehpuri Masjid built by 
Fatehpur Begum in 1650, the Zinat Masjid built by 
daughter of Aurangzeb in 1700 and the Chhoti Sonehri 
Masjid, south of Delhi Gate of Red Fort. 

Jantar Mantar (Observatory) ... Early era during the 
decline of the Mughal rule in 1725 Maharaja Jai Singh of 
Jaipur, the great astronomer king, built this observatory- 
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It is situated on Parliament Street. It contains six huge 
masonry instruments to determine and study the location 
and movements of the sun and moon and other celestial 
bodies. There is a Sun-dial to indicate time. 


Central Secretariat Buildings . . . . These buildings 
are built by Sir Herbert Baker. The two dominating blocks 
are identical in design and symmetrical in appearance. 

Rashtrapati Bhavan . . . Formerly it was known as 
Government House, and was built by Sir Edwin Lutyens, 
as Viceroy's House during the British rule. The dome has 
the general appearance of a Buddhist stupa while the bal- 
cony running round its bottom is an adaptation of the 
baleonies of Hindu temples. The President of India lives 
here. The Rashtrapati Bhavan gardens, known as Mughal 
Gardens, were laid at the wish of Lady Hardinge who 
had been profoundly stirred by the Mughal Gardens in 
Kashmir, especially the Shalimar. It has to be noticed 
that in design and the lay-out Rashtrapati Bhavan resem- 
bles the palace at Versailles. 

War Memorial Arch . . . Towards the East from the 
Secretariat is War Memorial Arch which commemorates 
the Indian Army Soldiers who died in the First World 
War and their names are inscribed here, 

Parliament House . . . The circular Parliament House 
was designed by Sir Herbert Baker. The sessions of both 
the Houses of Parliament, Lok Sabha (House of the People) 
and Rajya Sabha (the Council of States) are held here. 

Shri Lakshmi Narayan Temple . . . This temple is 
dedicated to the supreme God, Narayan and Goddess 
Lakshmi. The walls have numerous paintings depicting 
the scenes from Hindu mythology and history. The say- 
ings of great saints and philosophers are inscribed on the 
walls. 

Diplomatie Enclave . . . The latest development in 
Delhi's architectural history is the steady growth of the 
Diplomatic Enclave. Here residential and office accom- 
modation is being built by the diplomatic missions in 
Delhi. These buildings are some of the best specimens 
of. modern architecture in India. Among the fashionable 
localities, Diplomatic Enclave, also known as 'Chanakya- 
puri' is the smartest. A visit to this place is a must for 
any visitor to Delhi.

Rajghat . .. It was here that the earthly remains of 
Mahatma Gandhi were cremated in 1948. This Samadhi 
has become a place of pilgrimage both for Indian and 
Foreign visitors to Delhi. 


Shanti Vana .. . Next to Rajghat is Shanti Vana, where 
Jawaharlal Nehru was cremated in May 1964. 


Vijay Ghat . . . Our late Prime Minister Lal Bahadur 
Shastri who died suddenly at Tashkent in January 1966 
was also cremated near Shanti Vana and the place is 
named as Vijay Ghat. 

Son Et Lumiere (A Sound and Light Spectacle of the 
Red Fort) .. . The history of Red Fort is re-enacted in 
about fifty minutes by an interplay of sound and light. 
This is the first time this device is used in Asia. The 
spectacle is centred on Diwan-i-Khas, Khas Mahal, the 
Hamams, Moti Masjid, the Monsoon Pavilion in the distance 
and the military barracks, where the trial of three I.N.A. 
Officers was held. The remarkable thing is that the voices 
of some of the people who had something to do with the 
life-story of the Fort have been recorded. The story 
begins with the advent of Emperor Shah Jahan in Delhi 
and his orders to build the Fort and the palaces. The im- 
portant events like building of Moti Masjid by Aurangzeb; 
Delhi during the time of later Mughals and Marathas and 
British etc, are shown. The programme ends with the 
trial of I.N.A. Officers and the hoisting of the Indian Na- 
tional Flag by the late Prime Minister Jawaharlal Nehru 
on 15th August 1947. The actual voices of I.N.A. Officers 
and Mr. Nehru are recorded,

BRIEF HISTORY 

Old Goa, the ancient Hindu capital city of Goa, was 
described in 16th century as ‘Golden Goa’ ‘Queen of the 
East’ and a ‘Rani in India’, both for its absoluteness and 
fabrics. 

Goa was known for its learning, wealth and beauty. 
It was the starting point of pilgrims from India to Mecca 
and a trading centre for Arab. It was here that the Portu- 
guese, the Dutch and the English fought with each other 
for supremacy, Goa was ruled by the Kadamba Dynasty. 
In the 14th century it passed into the hands of Bahamani 
Muslims. In the 16th century Goa became the metropolis 
of the Portuguese in the East. Coral reef and pearls from 
Persia, Chinese porcelain and silk, Portuguese velvet and 
spices from Malaya etc. were displayed in its bazars. Many 
missionaries, scholars, kings, pilgrims and captains visited 
Goa. The most notable among them were St. Francis 
Xavier, the great Apostle of the East, Garcia da Orta, the 
famous Portuguese botanist and Luis de Camoes, a great 
epic poet of the 16th century Europe. 

On December 18, 1961 Goa became part of the Indian 
Union. Now Goa is the smallest Union Territory in India, 

_ CHARACTERISTICS: Goa is a picturesque land full 

of scenic charm and abounding in places of tourist interest, 
Its comparatively small size is totally belied by its many 
attractions such as historic forts, elaborately ornate chur- 
ches and temples, its evergreen hills and blue mountains 
winding rivers and creeks, fields and particularly the 
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palm-fringed, pearl-white beaches which leave any visitor 
to this place spellbound. The most famous churches, com- 
parable to the famous Cathedrals of Europe, are in Old 
Goa, five miles from the capital city of Panaji. The sacred 
remains of the patron of the East, St. Francis Xavier, 
which lies enshrined in the Basilica of Bom Jesus, have 
made Goa famous as the Rome of the East. The ruins of 
some of the imposing monuments of four and a half cen- 
turies ago have now been excavated, to give a better idea 
of that grand past. 

A short distance from Old Goa lies Ponda, famous for 
its temples like Mangesh, Shanta Durga and Mahalsa. These 
temples, all rebuilt and transferred from various locations 
during the past four centuries, present a happy blending 
of oriental and occidental architecture. The ruins of the 
stone-carved temple of Shri Mahadeva (1200 A.D.) at 
Tambdi Surla, however, give an idea of the ancient temple 
art and architecture in Goa. 

The crystal-blue rivers, navigable for long miles also 
provide delightful cruising round enchanting islands en- 
livened with colour and artistic village homes and merry, 
genial people. For the most part the terrain is hilly yet

parts to form beautiful bays and vast stretches of beaches. 
The most famous among these is Gasper Dias, 315 kms. 
from Panaji. Calangute, 10 kms. from Mapuca. Colva, 4 
kms. from Margao and Palolem, 3 kms. from Canacona. 

The beaches attract thousands of visitors every season, 
when this luscious territory is turned into a veritable play- 
land, full of colour, fruit, music and delicious food.

Hindu Festivals: Diwali is celebrated with great pomp. 
Ganesh Chaturthi, Dassehra and Shimgo (Holi) are the 
most popular Hindu festivals. The Zatras are village fairs 
marked by dance and musical performance. The best 
known Zatra is the one held in Sirigao in April|May. 

FRUITS AND FLOWERS: Coconuts and bananas are 
most famous. There are also seasonal fruits such as mango, 
jackfruit, pineapple, cashew and water melon. 

Roses, dahlias, gulmohar, mogra and jasmine are grown 
on the lines of a cottage industry. 

GARDENS & PARKS: Municipal Garden, Franscisco 
Luis Gomes Garden, Children’s Park at Gaspar Dias 
Beach in Panaji. Municipal Garden, Jorge Barreto, Aga

SIGHTSEEING PLACES & MONUMENTS 


Old Goa: 9 kms. from Panaji. To visit Old Goa alone 
would make a trip to Goa worthwhile. This city was ori- 
ginally built by Muslim kings in 1479 and was conquered 
by Alfonso Albuquerque in 1510 when he transferred his 
capital from Cochin to Goa. The ruins of this capital city 
are of great tourist interest. A few of the interesting 
monuments which can be visited here are shown in the 
order in which they can be conveniently visited. Crowned 
by a statue of Vasco da Gama the Arch of the Viceroys 
was the gateway from the landing jetty leading to this city. 

The Convent of St. Cajetan: The adjoining church, 
based on the style of St. Peter’s Basilica in Rome, is a 
jewel amongst the monuments of Old Goa. In the centre 
of the church there is a well which was once a Hindu 
well. 

The Cathedral, dedicated to St. Catherine, the Patron 
Saint of Goa, by Albuquerque, in commemoration of 
his conquest of Goa, was built over a mosque in 1533. 
This holds a cross, which, tradition has it, was blessed 
by Christ having appeared on it in 1619. Since this event, 
the cross is believed to have grown thrice its size. 

The Convent and Church of St. Francis of Assisi: Built 
on the site of a mosque in 1517, by the Fransciscan Order, 
It treasures paintings, carvings, ornamental work and its 
architectural beauty is of a very high order. 

The Chapel of St. Catherine: This is one of the earliest 
chapels built by the Portuguese. 

The Church of Bom Jesus: (1805). This church was 
raised by Pope Pius XII to the status of a Minor Basilica, 
In it stands the gem-studded richly carved tomb of St. 
Francis Xavier containing the well-preserved body of the 
Saint. Once in about 10 years the body of the Saint is 
exposed to public veneration. i 1 

The Church of St. Rosario: From the site of this church 
Albuquerque supervised the conquest of the army of the 
Adil Shahis. A beautiful view of the Mandovi river can 
be had from here. 1 ^ 

Pillory or Pillar of Black Stone: Prisoners were tied 
to this pillar and whipped or scourged by the Portuguese. 
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This is also called the Inquisition Pillar by some. X 

Ruins of the Church and College of St. Paul: Here St. 
Francis had been a superior. Only a part of the front gate 
remains. E 

Chapel of St. Francis Xavier: It is believed that at 
this place the Saint spent many hours in prayer. Close 
by are two wells in one of which he is believed to have 
washed his feet and drunk water from the other. To eum 
east of these ruins is the Mount Carmel on which in 
Chapel of Our Lady of the Mount, built after the conq 
of Goa by the Portuguese.

Baga: is a beautiful picnic spot 2% kms. from Calan- 
gute beach. M 

Aravalem Waterfalls: 43 kms. from Betim. It is a pic- 
nic spot situated among picturesque surroundings. The 
water drops 80 feet below. It is considered as a Hindu 
Tirtha. There is a temple of Rudreshwar (Shiva) nearby. 
Not far from this spot are five ancient caves said to be 
over 2,000 years old and linked with the passage of the 
Pandavas through this area. In one of the caves is a linga 
with the inscription ‘Sachipura Sa Sira S? in the Brahmi 
scripts. 

Mahem Lake: 33 kms. from Betim. It is a very beauti- 
ful lake with boating facilities. 

Ponda Temples: 19 kms. from Panaji. These temples 
were previously situated in the Marmagoa taluka but later, 
in 1565, when the Portuguese started destroying Hindu 
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temples, the sites of the temples were transferred to Ponda 
taluka where they are at present situated. 

Sidnath: 36 kms. from Panaji. It is a very pictures- 
que hill with a temple of Navdurga at the top. It has a 
commanding view of luscious and beautiful scenery on 
every side. 

Chandernath: There is a temple of Chandreshwar 
Bhutnath on the top of this hill. It is considered to be very 
ancient temple dating back to the Mauryan period. 

Dudhsagar Waterfall: The place is noted for the indes- 
cribable beauty of its waterfalls, which rushing down 603 
metres below into far-reaching valleys and luxuriant 
masses of forests, offers a gorgeous panorama known as 
the ‘Ocean of Milk’, The sight is a source of increasing in- . 
terest and joy for the touris 

The Cathedral Churches of Goa: The Basilica of Bom 
Jesus, the St. Cajetan Convent, the St. Augustine Tower 
(in ruins), the Santa Monica Monastery, the Convent of 
St. Francis of Assissi, the Chapel of St. Anthony and the 
Chapel of St. Catherine. A

BRIEF HISTORY OF THE STATE 

Gujarat means the land of Gurjars. The Gurjars are 
believed to be immigrants from the north who settled in 
some parts of Western India. Gujarat is supposed to have 
the most ancient Indian civilisation dating back 4500 years. 

Gujarat has its own glorious history. Lord Krishna of 
the Bhagwad Gita was born in Dwaraka which is still a 
magnet that attracts devout Hindus from all over India. 
Gujarat was ruled by Mauryas, Kshtap Guptas, Solankis, 
Vaghelas, Muslims and Mughals successively. 

In 1537, the Portuguese settled in Diu. Then the Eng- 
lish established their trade and power which lasted till 
India achieved Independence. In fact it was an illustrious 
son of Gujarat, Mahatma Gandhi, who was one of the major 
non-violent forces to secure political freedom for India. In 
the year 1960 with the bifurcation of the old State of Bom- 
bay, Gujarat was formed as the fifteenth State of the In- 
dian Republic. The predominantly Maharashtrian popula- 
ted portion, including Bombay, were included as part of 
Maharashtra State. Р 
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People: The Gujaratis, concentrated in Ahmedabad, 
are shrewd businessmen, engaged in trade and industry. 
Yet a majority are agriculturists. These people of the soil 
are simple, cheerful, hardworking folk. It is a treat to 
witness their folk songs and festivals which are colourful 
and full of life. The Raas is a community dance in which 
men and women dance in pairs, using small sticks (Tipri) 
which they beat in rhythmic style. 

The Gujaratis have fine features. They are friendly. 
You will love the peasant woman with her flared skirt 
and short backless gaudily coloured bodice, called the 
choli. The peasant male wears an elegant tight fitting 
pyjama, a short frilled jacket and a colourful turban. 


AHMEDABAD: Situated on the banks of the river Sa- 
barmati, Ahmedabad is the second largest industrial centre 
—the ‘Manchester of India’ in Western India. This city 
was founded by a Muslim ruler Sultan Ahmed Shah (hence, 
Ahmedabad) over 500 years ago, and is still famous for 
its lovely buildings in the Indo-Saracenic style of archi- 
tecture. 

Shah Jahan, builder of the Taj Mahal, spent the first 
few years of his married life in Ahmedabad with his be- 
loved wife, Mumtaz Mahal. It was in Ahmedabad that 
Sir Thomas Roe obtained the Sanad (Charter) for Briti- 
shers to trade with India. Ahmedabad also played a pro- 
minent role during the freedom movement of India as it 
was the centre of Mahatma Gandhi’s activities for some 
years. It was from here that he launched the famous 
Dandi March. 

How to Reach: Ahmedabad, just 306 miles from Bom- 
bay, is accessible by air, rail and road. Daily air service 
operates between Ahmedabad and Bombay, Delhi, Jaipur 
and Udaipur.

SIGHTSEEING PLACES AND SIDE TRIPS 

Sabarmati Ashram: Situated on the bank of the Sabar- 
mati river amidst idyllic surrounding, Sabarmati Ashram 
(shelter) founded by Mahatma Gandhi, has almost become 
a place of pilgrimage. Because it was here that Mahatma 
Gandhi has lived for some time and it was from here he 
set out on his famous Dandi March, undertaken in 1930 to 
have the Salt Tax repealed—a simple gesture which had 
its political reverberations. It was this initial act of defi- 
ance against the British Raj that later shook its founda- 
tion. 
Jami Masjid: Completed in 1432, Jami Masjid is con- 
sidered still to be most perfect mosque in Western India. 
It is pervaded with influence of Hindu architecture. 

Outside Ahmedabad’s Delhi Gate is Hatheesing Temple. 
It is built of white marble and has 53 domes with steeples. 
This temple was built in 1848. There are 52 small temples 
surrounding the spacious courtyard of the main temple. 

The Tomb and Mosque of Shah Alam: Originally built 
by a Muslim courtier, Shah Alam, the brother of the 
Mogul Empress. Later Noor Jahan, had it studded with 
precious stones. The doors are of brass work and they are 
set in the frame of white marble. 

Adalaj Vav (Step Well): Popularly known as a ‘Vav’, 
this step-well is a unique feature of Gujarat. It is situat- 
ed on the outskirts of Adalaj village, 19 kms. away. The 
Vav is a huge artistic edifice which allows one to reach 
the edge of the water by descending steps. A novel 
feature of the well is that the steps towards the water 
level are carved. The entire structure is underground and 
Consists of galleries, niches and latticed windows. It was 
built by the queen of Veersing Waghela in 1499 A.D. 

Shaking Minarets; One of the most popular monu- 
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ments in Ahmedabad is the mosque of Sidi Bashir, known 
as the mosque with the shaking minarets. Each minaret 
has three storeys, girdled by carved stone balconies. The 
master craftsmen designed and built them in such a way 
that they respond to vibrations. When one minaret is 
shaken, the vibration is communicated to the other via 
the roof joining both. 

Sidi Saiyad’s Mosque: The most striking feature of 
this mosque is its perforated stone windows with very 
fine and intricate workmanship. It is a fine example of 
Indo-Saracenic architecture. Wooden models of these win- 
dows are kept in the New York and Kensington Museums. 

Kankaria Lake: This is a popular picnic spot and the 
adjoining hill garden with a small acquarium, zoo, aviary 
and a boat club, makes it a pleasant place to visit. The 
entire Kankaria area with the introduction of open-air 
theatre and childrens’ garden is known as Bal Vatika. 

Rani Rupmati’s Mosque: This mosque is named after 
Rani Rupmati, the Hindu wife of a Sultan and is said to 
have been built between 1430 A.D. and 1440 A.D. and is 
perhaps the best specimen of a harmonious synthesis of 
Hindu and Muslim architecture, 


SIDE TRIPS 

Baroda: Once the capital of the princely state of Baroda 
under the rule of the enlightened Maratha rulers of the 
House of Gaikwads, is 393 kms. (244 miles) from Bombay 
and 100 kms. (62 miles) from Ahmedabad. It is a beautiful 
city of gardens, palaces and avenues. The Public Park, 
Kamati Baug, with its zoo, museum and picture galleries 
and the Library is a must. The museum exhibits some rare 
collections. Unfortunately, many exhibits have been dis- 
tributed to other Gujarat museums. Baroda has one of 
the most modern universities in India. Its Library houses 
a vast callection of ancient Sanskrit manuscripts, particu- 
larly Ramayana manuscripts. Г 


The palaces worth visiting are: Lakshmi Vilas Palace, 


(in Indo-Saracenie style), Makarpura Palace, the Nazar 
Bagh Palace, the Pratap Vilas Palace and Kirti Mandir. 
Besides, there are Model Farms and an Agricultural 
Museum, north-west of Baroda Station. 
ACCOMMODATION: Baroda Hotel, Green Hotel, 
Baroda House—Circuit House (R.A. Collector, Baroda) 
Railway Retiring Rooms, Dak Bungalow (R.A. Sub-Divi- 
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sional Officer, Ahmedabad). There are also a number of 
Indian Style Hotels available here. 

LOCAL TRANSPORT : Facilities for transport are 
buses, taxis, auto-rickshaws and two wheeled tongas, 
known as Sigrams over here. 

Cambay: About 90 miles from Ahmedabad, Cambay 
has come to the forefront on the map of the industrial 
world. The recent discovery of oil at Cambay may entirely 
give it a ‘face lift’. Drilling of wells is going on apace. 
Off-shore drilling is also contemplated. There is indeed, 
a great potential for establishing Petro Chemical indu- 
stries, including refineries, here. 

Modhera: Known for one of the famous ‘Sun-God’ 
Temples on the west-coast of India, Modhera is 18 miles 
south of modern Patan and about 60 miles (97 kms.) from 
Ahmedabad. The Modhera Temple, built in 1025, was 
constructed in such a manner that the rising sun at equi- 
noxes shines straight into the shrine, illuminating the 
image of Surya, the Sun-God. 

Rajkot: Rajkot, once the capital of a princely state, 
has beautiful buildings, gardens and Government offices. 
Mahatma Gandhi had spent his childhood here, as his 
father was the Diwan (Chief Minister) of the state. The 
Library, Museum and Public Hall are all situated in the 
Jubilee Gardens. 

The Raj Kumar College was the Public School for 
Princes but now it is open to all. The lakes, parks and 
race-course (now not used for racing) are other sights. 

ACCOMMODATION: There is no Western Style 
Hotel here but a number of Indian style hotels are avail- 
able. Subsidiary accommodation can be sought in Circuit 
House (R.A. Collector, Rajkot); Dak Bungalow (R.A. 
Borough Municipality Rajkot); City Guest House (R.A. 
District Engineer, Rajkot). 

LOCAL TRANSPORT: Taxis, tongas and auto-rick- 
shaws are available. 

INFORMATION CENTRE: Tourist Officer, Commis- 
missioner’s Office, Rajkot. 

. Bhavnagar: Bhavnagar was also a princely state once. 
Situated on the sea coast, the Gulf of Cambay, it is an 
industrial centre and a busy trade centre for the import 
of cotton. 

The Barton Museum (1895) and Library contains a 
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collection of ancient arms, armour and coins. The Central 
Salt Research Station is established here. The Gandhi 
Smriti was opened by the late Prime Minister Jawaharlal 
Nehru in 1963. This institute runs a library consisting of 
books on Gandhian Thoughts and Gandhian Pictures and 
conducts cultural, social and literary activities. 

ACCOMMODATION: No Western style hotels are 
here. There are a number of Indian style hotels. Foreign 
tourists can stay at Railway Retiring Rooms and Govern- 
ment Guest House. (R.A. Manager, Guest House, Bhav- 
nagar). 

INFORMATION CENTRE: District Information Centre, 
Bhavnagar. 

Jamnagar: Jamnagar is another former capital of a 
princely state. Its charm lies in a combination of the old 
and the new. Jamnagar can be reached by rail from Raj- 
kot and by air from Bombay and Porbandar. The palace 
which can be visited by special permission has a collection of 
Victorian Era paintings. There are two magnificent old 
buildings right in the middle of the city—the Kotha Bas- 
tion and Lakhota. Lakhota contains a museum with rare 
collections of sculptures dating back to the 9th century. 
Sur Sagar Lake is a beautiful picnic spot. 

Jamnagar’s one main industry is of pearl fisheries, The 
Indian textiles, silk and gold embroidery and gold jewel- 
lery are a few important among small-scale industries of 
Jamnagar. $ 

ACCOMMODATION: Besides the Railway Retiring 
Rooms, State Guest House (R.A. Executive Engineer, Jam- 
nagar) is available. There are no western style hotels. 

INFORMATION CENTRE: District Information Centre, 
Hardai Chowk, Jamnagar. 

, Porbandar: This sea-side resort, about 475 kms. (295 
miles) from Ahmedabad, is the birth-place of Mahatma 
Gandhi. In Kirti Mandir, the room where Mahatma Gandhi 
was born in 1869, a Gandhian Library, Spinning Hall, 
Children's Nursery and Prayer Room can be seen. 

Other places of interest are a silver and gold factory 
where cigarette cases and vanity cases are manu- 
factured. At the Kanya Gurukul (girls’ school) education 
is imparted to girls on the traditional Indian pattern, giv- 
ing them training as housewives. 

Porbandar is synonymous with cement. Apart from 
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this, a Chemical Plant and a Thermal Power House are 
situated in Porbandar. On Porbandar beach, an impres- 
sive Rest House known as “Villa”, is available for tourists. 

- ACCOMMODATION: Except for the Villas there are 
no western style hotels. There are Guest House, Dak Bun- 
galow and Porbandar Villa Guest House (R.A. Deputy 
Engineer, P.W.D. Porbandar); Bhojeshwar Rest House 
(R.A. Deputy Engineer, P.W.D. Porbandar). 

INDIAN STYLE HOTELS: Ghayal Lodge, Annapurna 
Green Lodge, Evergreen, Ashoka, Everest Lodge, Dream- 
land and Gita Lodge. 

Junagadh: Junagadh can be reached either by air from 
Bombay, Porbandar, Jamnagar and Bhuj, or by train from 
Rajkot. It is 840 kms. (527 miles) from Bombay via 
Ahmedabad and Viramgam. Besides there are regular 
State Transport buses plying from these rock-cut edicts on 
the way to the Girnar Hill. At the foot of the Girnar 
Hill is one of the most sacred Hindu shrines and at the 
top, some of the most holy Jain temples. 

The Fort of Junagadh, from the very surroundings 
echoes past glory. The Wageshwari Temple is worth see- 
ing and a furlong beyond the temple is the famous Ashoka 
stone on which are inscribed 14 edicts of Emperor Ashoka 
in Pali script. The Damodar Temple is another sacred 
temple. Legend has it that the reservoir, known as Damo- 
dar Kund, possesses the property of dissolving bones. 

There is a Muslim shrine dedicated to Maulavi Jamail 
Shah and it is visited by lepers from all over the State in 
the hope of getting cured through the blessings of the 
saint. 

Tn the city, the Silekhana and Darbar Hall contain an- 
cient weapons. The Willingdon Dam is a picnic spot. In 
Sakerbagh Gardens lions from Gir Forest are kept. The 
Khapra, Khodia and Bawa Piara caves are also worth visit- 
ing. 

LOCAL TRANSPORT: From Keshod Airport, taxis, 
auto-rickshaws or State Transport buses for proceeding to 
Junagadh, are available. 

‚ ACCOMMODATION: There are no western style 
hote Indian Style Hotels are Murlidhar Lodge and Shanti 

odge. 

SUBSIDIARY ACCOMMODATION: Guest House (R.A 
Executive Engineer, Junagadh); P.W.D. Rest House and 
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Dak Bungalow (R.A. District Engineer, Junagadh). 
Kandla: The new port of Kandla has all the potentia- 
lities of becoming the main gateway for the trade of 
North-West India, and is now capable of handling over 
a million tons of cargo. This port with its township has 
become a symbol of modern India within a few years. 
The plan of the township (Gandhidham) was blue printed 
by a team of distinguished American Town Planning Con- 


sultants. . : 
The most convenient mode of reaching Kandla is to 


fly to Bhuj, which is less than an hour’s flight from Bom- 
bay. From Bhuj, Kandla is only three hours’ journey by 
train. There are also air services to the port of Kandla 
from Porbandar, Jamnagar and Keshod. 

Palitana: Palitana is 78 miles from Bhavnagar and 
476 miles from Bombay by train. It is 1,149 kms. (714 
miles) by road from Bombay via Ahmedabad and Bhav- 
nagar. Here is one of the foremost sacred hills of Jains 
known as Satrunjaya. On the top of the hills there are 
863 temples. Some of them date back to the 11th century, 
and are left in ruined condition by the invaders. The most 
sacred site is the temple of Sri Adishvara. It is famous for 
its architectural beauty. The precious stones of the temple 
are shown to tourists on special request. From the top of 
these hills the scenery is extremely beautiful with the 
winding river Satrunjaya and surrounding hills and valleys. 

Nearby is the Muslim shrine of Angar Pir, where child- 
less women offer miniature cradles to get the Pir’s bless- 
ings to grant them their wishes. 

ACCOMMODATION: Two Government Guest Houses 
(R.A. District Engineer, P.W.D. Palitana) are available. 

INFORMATION CENTRE: Deputy Collector, the Block 
Development Officer or the Inspector of Hills, Palitana. 

Somnath (Patan): Somnath is the ‘Somnath’ referred 
to by Marco Polo. It is about 5 kms. (3 miles) to the south- 
west of Veraval. This place has great religious and his- 
torical importance. Here one can see the spot where, ac- 
cording to mythology, Lord Krishna, the Hindu god, was 
mortally shot by an archer who mistook him for a deer. 

The old Somnath temple was destroyed by Mohamed 
of Gazni in 1024. The sculptures and stone slabs from the 
old temple can be seen in a nearby museum. The Sun-God 
Temple here also is worth seeing. Somnath can be reach- 
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ed by train from Junagadh or by air upto Keshod and 
thence by road. 

ACCOMMODATION: Gopal Krishna Lodge, Bharat 
Lodge, Rajendra Bhavan Guest House; Dak Bungalow (R.A. 
Deputy Engineer, P.W.D., Veraval). 

INFORMATION CENTRE: Deputy Collector, Veraval. 

LOCAL TRANSPORT: Taxis, tongas and auto-rick- 
shaws are available. 

Dwarka: Dwarka is one of the seven most important 
places of Hindu pilgrimage. Lord Krishna, the eighth incar- 
nation of Vishnu, is said to have come to Okhamandal 
after his flight from Mathura which was attacked by two 
demon kings. It is believed that after the death of Krishna 
the city was submerged by the ocean for seven days and 
the present temple is ascribed to his grandson, Vajranath, 
who is believed to have built it in one night. Dwarka is 
135 miles from Rajkot and 83 miles from Jamnagar and 
235 miles from Ahmedabad. 

The Scindia Steam Navigation Company operates 
weekly service from Bombay to Okha Port from where 
Dwarka is just 19 miles by rail and 18 miles by road. 

ACCOMMODATION: P.W.D. Rest House (R.A.—Exe- 
cutive Engineer, P.W.D., Okha). 

INDIAN STYLE HOTELS: Prakash Lodge, Mahalaxmi 
Lodge, Vasudev Lodge and Shanti Lodge. 

INFORMATION CENTRE: District Information Officer 
Hawai Chowk, Jamnagar. 

Sassan Gir: The Gir Forest is a Game Reserve with an 
area of about 515 sq. miles. Although no particular area of 
this forest has been declared as a sanctuary, shooting is 
prohibited in the forest and in particular the 300 and odd 
lions have been declared "protected" animals. Other wild 
animals found here are Panther, Spotted Deer, Wild Boar, 
Sambar Nilgai (Buffalo), Four Horned Antelopes and 
Chinkaras. 

TRANSPORT: Air; The nearest airport is Keshod 
86.9 kms. (54 miles) by road from Sassan Gir. There is a 
weekly service between Bombay and Keshod. Rail: Sassan 
Gir is a railway station on the Western Railway on the 

"Khijadiya-Veraval Line, 970.43 kms, (603 miles) from Bom- 
bay via Ahmedabad. 

WATCHING THE LIONS: The best season is from March 
to May when lions and other wild life can be watched with 
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ease at the watering places which they visit regularly du- 
ring these hot months. However, visits to the Gir Forest 
can be arranged from December onwards when the grass 
is cut. The forest is open to the public from December 
to June (till the first showers). The best time to see the 
lions is in the evenings or early mornings. During the 
monsoon months the visitors cannot go to the interior of 
the jungle as the roads are impassable. 7 


FOR PHOTOGRAPHING AND FILMING LIONS: The 
only shooting that is allowed is with the camera. For con- 
veyance, Government vehicles (one jeep and one station 
wagon) are available. The Forest Department has three 
pairs of binoculars which are given to the visitors free 
of charge to see the lions. 


CHARGES: For charges to view the lions and other 
arrangements, the Divisional Forest Officer, Junagadh or 
Gujarat Government Tourist Information Officer in Bom- 
bay or your Travel Agent should be contacted in advance.

Jakoo Hill; Jakoo hill (8,050’) is Simla’s highest peak 
which offers a panoramic view of the town and Hanuman 
temple. 

Annandale: (6,117) is the most popular picnic spot 
here. The stream flowing through the dense forest is a 
lovely sight. 

Summer Hill: (6,500) is a picturesque suburb of 
Simla which offers shady walks in quiet surroundings, It 
is only 3 miles from Simla and is situated on the Simla- 
Kalka Railway line. 

Chaudwick: (5,200), Chaudwick waterfall, 220 ft., is 
situated 4% miles away from Simla. It is best to visit 
during monsoon. 

Prospect Hill; Three miles from Simla, This hill is 
only 15 minutes' climb from Baluganj. From the top of 
the hill one can have the unique views of Simla, Jutogh, 
Summer Hill, Tara Devi and Lower Mahasu. Height of 
this hill is 7137 ft. 

Tara Devi: (6,070’) is 7 miles from Simla. Tara Devi 
cah be approached by rail or car. There is a temple on 
the top of the hill. 

. Mashobra: (7,700) is 8 miles from Simla. Mashobra 
is a popular picnic spot. It offers ideal walks amidst forest 
of oak and pines. Nearest Rest House is at Craignano 
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two miles from Mashobra on motorable road. *

"Skiing at Kufri in Himachal Pradesh: The skiing sea- 
son at Kufri is usually from the first week of January to 
the beginning of March. Within a decade of the establish- 
ment of the Winter Sports Club in the country at Kufri, 
8 miles from Simla, skiing has come to stay on the sports 
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map of India. 


Kufri has vast skiing slopes. A well-maintained 16 
miles ski-run provides a hilarious and novel experience. 
The ski-run starts from the top of Mahasu Peak and as- 
cends down to Kufri Bazaar. In addition to this, there are 
five runs and a few slopes, for beginners and novices. 

The club was started in the year 1953 which is now 
a Government organisation. It arranges skiing at the 
slopes. The club owns a spacious Club House where dor- 
mitory accommodation is available for 18 persons at а 
time. One big room is reserved for ladies. Good arrange- 
ments for Western and Indian food along with bar exist 
in the Club House which also supplies beddings at nomi- 
nal charges. Primarily the club is meant for members, 
but non-members are also accommodated subject to avail- 
ability of accommodation. Skiis, ski boots and tobbogans 
are provided to sports enthusiasts on hire. 

Besides full membership of the club, casual member- 
ship is also allowed. The club has constructed another ski- 
hut right at the top of the run at a very picturesque 
point. Control of the hut and the club is with the Director 
of Public Relations and Tourism, Himachal Pradesh. 


TRANSPORT: Transport facilities are available, Spe- 
cial buses, jeep and station wagons are available from 
Transport Department. Members can avail of the Winter 
Sports Vehicle.

Dalhousie: Our late Prime Minister Mr. Jawaharlal 
Nehru remarked thus: “One of the finest hill stations in 
India is Dalhousie from the point of view of beauty, 
climate and agreeable surroundings. It is not a flashy 
hill station like some others and there are few amuse- 
ments there. For my part, I would rather go to Dalhousie 
than almost any hill station in India, Kashmir apart....” 

Dalhousie is, in many ways, the summer resort par 
excellence. It is scenic, it is quiet and lies on the outer 
slopes of the Dhaula Dhar Range of the Himalayas, Apart 
from its own considerable scenic attractions, Dalhousie is 
the gateway of Chamba, the vale of milk and honey, 
springs and streams. About 50 miles from the rail-head 
at Pathankot, Dalhousie is connected with the plains by 
a good motor road. Dalhousie and its surroundings of 
bewitching scenic beauty, furnish a unique and welcome 
change for all who visit this place. Its charms had better 
been discovered than described. 

Among the charms of Dalhousie are the lovely picnic 
spots of Kalatop, Dain Kund (Magic Pool) and the plain 
of Khajiar each about a day’s walk. The prettiest spot is 
Khajiar (6000 ft.) and about 11 miles on the bridle road 
to Chamba. With its lovely and extensive golf links Kha- 
jiar is sometimes called the smaller Gulmarg. Dalhousie 
is about 80 kms. (50 miles) from the rail-head at Pathankot 
to where is over-night journey from Delhi. From Pathan- 
kot there is a very good motorable road.

Manali can be made the centre for walks, 
climbs, treks and picnics judiciously punctuated with rest. 
The hot sulphur spring at Vashisht is about two miles 
away. The waters of the spring have excellent medicinal 
qualities. A short distance further up lies the magnificent 
gorge of Koti. Here the river Beas enters a chasm nearly 
300 ft. deep and over a few metres across. About two 
miles from Koti is Rahala, an ideal spot for picnicking. 
The hot springs in Parvati Valley are the hottest in the 
world, the temperature of the water being well above the 
boiling point. The water of the spring is radio active and 
possesses curative qualities. Rice is boiled by tying it up ina 
piece of muslin and keeping it in the hot water for about 20 
minutes. The beauty of the valley changes with the sea- 
son and the loveliness of the nature is fascinating with its 
sublime calm and peace.

They are 80 ft. to 
125 ft. long and 10 ft. to 20 ft. wide and hundreds of these 
glide on the waters of the Dal Lake and the river Jhelum. 
Every House Boat has a furnished drawing room, dining 
room and two or three bed rooms with attached baths. 
There is a kitchen boat attached to each House Boat for 
cooking purposes. Some of the House Boats have modern 
sanitary fittings with hot and cold running water all the 
time. 

There are three grades of House Boats, viz. Deluxe 
class, First class and Economy class. The charges vary 
according to the class of the House Boat. The rates are 
approved by the Government. The grade of the House 
Boat should be ascertained from the grade certificate, 
issued by the Director of Tourism to each House Boat by 
name.

FISHING—Fishing is permitted throughout the state 
after obtaining licence from the Fisheries Department. 
There are different varieties of fish found in Kashmir. 
Chief among them are Trout (brown rainbow) and recently 
introduced mirror carp fish. Trout is a very delicious fish. 
They are hatched at Harwan in Srinagar and Achhabal. 

FOOD: Rice is the main food in Kashmir province 
and wheat in Jammu. Maize is used by people who live 
on high altitude. Kashmir being cold, majority of the peo- 
ple are non-vegetarian. Beef, however, is prohibited in 
Kashmir. Persian dishes are specialities here and are 
also served in various hotels. 


FRUITS AND FLOWERS: Kashmir is the land of 
fruits and flowers that grow in plenty here and enrich 
the valley throughout the year. The most popular fruits 
are: Almonds, Cherries, Pomegranate, Apricots, Peaches, 
Grapes, Walnuts, Pears, Groundnuts, Waternuts, Apples 
and Plums. Р 

Flowers: Rose, Hyacinth, Narcissus, 
Dahlia, Zinnias, Scabissa, Pansies, Forget-me-not, Thyme, 
Buttercups, Everlasting Wall Flowers, Gentians, Lillies, 
Morning Glory, Carnation and Pitcher plant (Drossera).

Swimming: The ideal places for swimming are the 
Dal and Nagin Lakes in Srinagar and Nilnag, 20 miles 
from Srinagar. Boating and surf-riding are very common 
and enjoyable. 

REGISTRATION: Foreign visitors are required to 
register themselves by filling in the prescribed forms made 
available to them at hotels, houseboats and other places 
where they may be staying. 

RESTAURANTS AND BARS: Premier Restaurant 
(Bar); Capri Restaurant (Bar); Naya Kashmir Hotel 
(Bar); New Star Hotel, Lal Chowk; Ahdoo; Odeon; Nehru 
Park and Crown. In Kashmir no bar or restaurant is air- 
conditioned. 

SHOOTING: Hokar Sar (near Narabal) on the way to 
Baramula, Anchar Lake, Wular Lake, Dal Lake and small 
lakes all over the valley are ideal spots for shooting and 
the birds are Ram Dakar, Brahani Duck, Pantil Pigeons, 
Red-eyed Pochard Duck and Hare, Blue-winged Teal, 
Common Teal, Jungle Fowl and Geese. Some places are 
accessible by bus and some by boat. Shooting is permitted 
after getting the licence which can be obtained from the 
Game Warden, Srinagar. Further information regarding 
the licence fee can be obtained from his office. Gov- 
ernment and private huts for staying are available at 
shooting places. 

SPECTATOR SPORT: The spectator sports are held 
in April ie. the sowing season. There are two stadiums 
in the State. The season for sports is spring and autumn. 
The most popular sports are Cricket, Hockey, Football 
and Tennis. Football and Hockey are held in the stadium 
and other sports fields of Jammu and Kashmir. Skiing

Chashma Shahi or the Royal Spring: 9 kms. (515 miles) 
from Srinagar. The smallest among the Mughal Gardens, 
it lies at the foot of a hill. It was initially planned and 
laid out by Jahangir and was completed by Shah Jahan 
in 1632. There are three terraces with fountains and water- 
falls. The water of the spring is cold and transparent and 
is believed to have medicinal properties. The garden com- 
mands an exquisite view of the Dal Lake and its environ- 
ments, 


. Nishat Bagh or Garden of Pleasure: 12 kms. (7% 
miles). Nishat Bagh rising from the Dal Lake in terraces of 


flower-beds and cascades, is renowned for its unique lay- 
out and beauty, The garden was laid out in 1634 by Asaf 
Jah, brother of Empress Nur Jahan. Laid out against the 
background of the Steep, bare mountain, Nishat's highest 
terrace captures а magnificent view of Dal Lake. There

Harvan: 18 kms. (11 miles). It is the source of Sri- 
nagar's water supply. It is an excellent picnic spot. The 
Government trout hatchery is nearby. The place is also 
of archaeological interest. 

Shankaracharya Temple: A stone temple of archaeo- 
logical interest built about 200 B.C. by Ashoka's son Jaluka 
on the crest of the 1000 feet (305 metres) high hill. The 
temple is dedicated to Lord Shiva. Buddhists call this 
Pahar Temple and Muslims Takht-i-Sulaiman. From the 
top of the hill one can see the river Jhelum spanned by 
the nine bridges and the well-laid Mughal Gardens. 

Hari Parbat Fort: The fort was built by Ata Moham- 
med Khan, a Pathan Governor in 1512 and the outer wall 
28 ft. (8.5 metres) high, was built by Akbar in 1586 to 
provide work for the famine-stricken population of Sri- 
nagar. The fort of archaeological interest is open from 
sunrise to sunset. Entry to the fort is restricted and per- 
mits should be obtained from the Director of Tourism, 
J&K Government, Srinagar. 

Pandrethan: 6 kms. (4 miles). This medieval temple 
is open on all sides, designed like the Mandap. Pandrethan, 
situated on the left side of the Srinagar—Anantnag road, 
is the original site of Srinagar and was Ashoka’s Srinagar

Anchar Lake: About 10 kms. (6 miles) from Srinagar 
on the Ganderbal-Srinagar road, lies the Anchar Lake 8% 
miles (6 kms.) long and 2-1/4 miles (4 kms.) broad. It 
rovers an area of 7% sq. miles (12 sq. kms.). Anchar Lake 
has many floating gardens even better than the Dal Lake. 
The lake yields large quantities of lotus seeds and lotus 
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roots. The best lotus blossoms are found towards 
the southern side of the lake during the months of July 
and August. 

Manasbal Lake: It is a small but extremely pretty 
lake with a blue sheet of water surrounded by low hills 
and plateau. It is 18 miles (29 kms.) from Srinagar and 
lies en route to Wular Lake. The abundance of yellow 
blossom, rape seed fields and blue iris beds in spring, give 
the lake an added enchantment. On the northern side of 
the lake are the relics of Darogabagh, built by Nur Jahan. 
The road to Manasbal is motorable. 

Wular Lake: Believed to be the largest fresh water 
lake in Asia. In early summer it measures almost 15 miles 
(24 kms.) across. The journey to the lake can be perform- 
ed by bus, car or Shikara. The centre of the lake is un- 
safe for small boats in the afternoons when high winds 
rise and sweep down from the mountains without warn- 
ing. The magnificent view of its stupendous grandeur 
can be had from Watlab. 

Gangabal Lake: It is one of the largest lakes at the 
foot of Harmukh (16890 ft.—5148 metres) at a height of 
1172 ft. (357 metres) above sea level, The lake is consi- 
dered sacred by the Hindus and pilgrims congregate an- 
nually in the month of August, The lake lies 27 miles—43 
kms. beyond Ganderbal via Wangat. 

Krishnasar & Vishnusar Lakes: Two of the prettiest 
lakes, each about a mile (1-6 kms.) in length, pale green 
in colour and covered with ice and snow. The lakes are 
16 miles (26 kms.) from Sonamarg and the march from 
Sonamarg involves a steady ascent. The lakes are situated 
at an altitude of 12,500 ft. (3819 metres) above sea level. 

Kounsernag Lake; Kounsernag 15 situated at an eleva- 
tion of about 12,000 ft. (3658 metres) and is surrounded by 
the picturesque Pir Panjal peaks. Kounsernag is 19 miles 
(31 kms.) from Shopian by a pony track. Х 

Nilnag Lake: Nilnag (6,800 1t.—2073 metres) is unexpec- 
tedly a warm-water lake and is pleasant to swim in. 
The buses ply upto Nagam from where Nilnag is 9 miles 
(13 kms.) by a pony track. The other route is via Yusmarg 
where one stays in the Rest House. There is also a Forest 
Rest House at Nilnag. 


GULMARG—THE MEADOW OF FLOWERS И 
Considered to bear а wonderful resemblance to Switzer- 
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land, Gulmarg is a charming hill resort. This meadow of 
flowers, at an altitude of 8,500 ft. (2589 metres) is fring- 
ed by gigantic firs and pines and is at a distance of 28 
miles from Srinagar upto Tangmarg and 4 miles uphill to 
Gulmarg. The climate is excellent and is never too hot. 
For lovers of golf, Gulmarg is a paradise. A variety of 
snow-covered slopes of Apharwat and Khilanmarg provide 
playgrounds for every type of winter sports such as skiing, 
tobogganing, skating etc. Gulmarg is an excellent base 
for undertaking some of the most delightful treks.

Ferozepore: The route of Ferozpore Nallah branches 
off the old well-defined Gogaldara roads and drops sharply 
towards the approach to the Nallah. Good trout fishing 
can be had in the Nallah. The spot commonly known as 
“Waters Meet” is a charming site for camping or picnick- 


ing. 

Е Baba Rishi: It is about 3 miles (5 kms.) from the 
commencement of the bridle path which branches off the 
circular road of Gulmarg in the vicinity of the Bazar area. 
Many delightful picnic sites are available under the pine- 
rows en-route. The grave of the saint Baba Rishi is beauti- 
fully enclosed with lattice-work shutters and is surroun- 
ded by a verandah artistically furnished with carved deodar 
planks and pillars. È 

Tosh Maidan: This is one of the most beautiful parts 
of Kashmir. It can be reached by three marches from 
Gulmarg via Ferozpore Nallah. The path is steep but fit 
for ponies through the forests and margs. First camp is 
Danwas, second camp, Tejjah and third Tosh Maidan. 


SONMARG 

Sonmarg 9,000 ft. or 2743 metre above sea level 
is fifty miles (80 kms.) to the north-east of Srinagar 
and is reached by a motorable road which runs through 
the picturesque Sind Valley flanked on one side by the 
densely populated slopes and on the other by many varie- 
ties of alpine flowers. Sonamarg or ‘Golden Meadow’ has 
an excellent camping ground. It provides a base to the 
snow line and a number of nearby glaciers. 

Yusmarg: Yusmarg, a small meadow set in the heart 
of mountains to the south-west of Srinagar at a distance 
of 28 miles (47 kms.), is an ideal picnic spot. Accommoda- 
tion is available in a Rest House. From here one can visit 
Nilnag. Yusmarg can be reached via Nagam and Tsar. 

Thajiwas: (2 miles—3 kms. from Sonmarg). An ex- 
cellent camping site, it contains miniature plateau, natu- 
rally separated into distinct compartments with pine rows 
and watered by a lovely spring and torrent which is fed 
by the nearby glaciers. There is a Rest House among 
the pines. There are four glaciers which are called Tha- 
jiwas and can be climbed safely with the help of the ne- 
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cessary kit. 

Baltal: Literally meaning under mountain, Baltal is 
9 miles (14 kms.) from Sonmarg. There is a route from 
here to Amarnath Caves, passable only during June when 
the snow over the torrent is still hard. There are some 
pretty lakes here. 

Nilagrad: A settlement of Baltis about 4 miles (6 kms.) 
from Sonmarg. A small stream falls into the Sindh here. 
The sediment of the stream is red. Every Sunday morn- 
ing Baltis come here to bathe. They believe bathing here 
cures certain diseases. 

Gandarbal: (13 miles—21 kms.) Ganderbal on the bank 
of the Sindh Nallah is a good camping site and a place 
where house boats may. be moored. Accommodation is 
available in Tourist Hut. ` 

Lolab Valley: Lolab Valley is one more most beauti- 
ful and easily accessible side valley with its park-like 
meadows full of walnut and apple trees and gently rising 
pine-clad hills. Chandigam and Dardpura are places which 
have excellent climate. 

Pampur: (9 miles—14 kms.) on the main Srinagar- 
Jammu Road, Pampur is famous for its saffron fields, 
which flower only in the month of September and October. 

Aharbal Falls: Aharbal Falls are 38 miles (61 kms.) 
from Srinagar via Shopian. There is a regular bus ser- 
vice between Srinagar and Shopian from where Aharbal 
Falls are only 4 miles (6 kms.). The falls are impressive 
and the scenery is picturesque. 

Awantipur: (18 miles—29 kms.) on the Srinagar-Jammu 
Road. The famous Awantipur Temples are believed to 
have been built in honour of God Mahadeva by Awanti- 
varman. The temples, although in ruins, are of great 
archaeological interest, 

Acchabal: From Srinagar, a 40-mile (64 kms.) long 
motorable road leads to Acchabal via Anantnag. This 
garden of Chinar groves, water cascades and fountains, 
was one of the pleasure retreats of Nur Jahan. Copious 
springs gush out of limestone rock on every side and there 
are a number of well-preserved trout streams. Accomino- 
dation at moderate rates is available in a two-storeyed 
Government Rest House and Tourist Huts, There is a Dak 
Bungalow also. (R.A. Director of Tourism, Srinagar). 

Kokarnag: (8 miles—13 kms.) from Acchabal, is famous 
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for the curative properties of its beautiful springs. Only 
2 miles (3 kms.) away, near the foot of the Banihal Pass 
is Verinag, the source of the river Jhelum. Accommoda- 
tion is available in the Dak Bungalow and Tourist Huts 
at Kokarnag. 

Verinag (6,000 ft.): This spring is supposed to be the 
Source of the river Jhelum (Vitasta of the ancient Hindu 
times). It was known as Neelnag and was sacred to the 
snake deity of the same name. The construction of the 
octagonal basin and arcade was commenced by Jahangir 
and completed by Shah Jahan. The spring is 54 feet— 
16 metres deep. There is an excellent P.W.D. Rest House 
and a Dak Bungalow here. 

Down the Nallah to the east are the remains of the 
pavilion and the Hamam (bath house) built during the 
Mughal period. Verinag is 19 miles (31 kms.) from Anant- 
nag and 53 miles (85 kms.) from Srinagar. A road also 
branches off from the Lower Munda which lies on the 
main Jammu-Srinagar Road. Excursions to Daksum, 
Kokarnag, Acchabal, Desu, Anantnag can be undertaken 
from here. 

Mattan (Martand): The famous spring of Mattan lies 
on the way to Pahalgam. The waters of the spring are 
blue and are full of fish. Martand ruins are two miles 
(3 kms. away from the main road. In the magnificent 
grove of Chinar trees hidden away in the foliage, are two 
tanks of clear flowing water. 

Bhaumajo: (Half mile—0.8 kms. from Bawan) Bhau- 
majo is famous for its caves, one of which is over 200 ft. 
(61 metres). 

PAHALGAM 

It is second only to Gulmarg in its beauty, landscape 
and its invigorating climate. Situated in the picturesque 
Lidder Valley, 60 miles (97 kms.) east of Srinagar. The 
new road is only 52 miles (84 kms.). The route is Srinagar- 
Bijbehara. 

Being only 7,200 ft. (2134 metres) above sea level, it 
makes comparatively fewer demands on one’s energy. 
Pahalgam is famous for its beautiful scenery, flora and 
fauna, springs and streams. It is also the base for treks 
to the higher mountains like Sanasar, Sheshnag, Amar- 
nath Cave (12,729 ft.), Tarsar, Lidderwat and the Kolahoi 
Glacier which afford some of the wildest and most en- 
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chanting Himalayan scenery. Every August Amar Nath 
Cave is visited by thousands of Hindu pilgrims who brave 
the rigours of climate to pay homage to the Shiva Lin- 
gam in the cave which is reachable through Pahalgam. 
Pahalgam has a bracing climate, is well equipped with 
good hotels and a club. The nine-hole Eolf course is very 
popular with the tourists. River Lidder offers some of 
the finest trout fishing in the valley.

EXCURSIONS FROM PAHALGAM 

Baisaran: The word Baisaran literally means breeze 
blowing. It is about three miles (5 kms.) from Pahalgam 
along the hospital road and is the source of water supply 
to Pahalgam. It is a quiet camping ground right in the 
heart of the coniferous region. There is also a spring and 
a small river passing through the glade. 

Tulian Lake: Tulian lake is about 12 miles (19 kms.) 
from Pahalgam. The ascent to Tulian lake is a bit steep 
and involves some exertion, Packed lunch should 
be carried to satisfy the hunger caused as a result of the 
stiff march. There is a peaceful camping site here. 

Shikargah: Another interesting lake to visit. It is 
about 2% miles (4 kms.) from Pahalgam. 

, Мата]: (1 mile—1.6 kms.). Situated across the Kola- 
hoi Stream, there is an old temple dedicated to Lord Shiva 
once known as Mamalishwara. There is a beautiful spring 

ere. 

Chandanwari : (8 miles—13 kms.). Situated at an 
altitude of 9500 ft. (2896 metres) above sea level, this is 
the first stage on the way to Amarnath Cave and is only 
one day’s hike from Pahalgam and back. It is famous for 
its bridge of snows, indeed an excellent, thrilling and in- 
viting picnic spot. - 

Sheshnag Lake: (11,730) Glacier (15 miles—24 kmis.) 
situated at an altitude of 9500 ft. (2896 metres) above sea 
level, is only two days’ hike from Pahalgam and back 
and the second stage on the way to Amarnath. The lake. 
almost a large sheet of water of an emerald green colour 
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on bright days, is covered and beyond that the spendid 
Kohinoor mountains. 

Mahagunas Pass: (20 miles—22 kms.). This is the 
highest point (14700 ft.—4481 metres) one has to cross en 
route to Amarnath Cave. This point provides one of 
the most wonderful sights in the world. It contains small 
lakes formed in the months of July and August. There is 
an excellent bridle path. 

Kolahoi Glacier: The base of this glacier (14,000 ft.— 
4267 metres above sea level) can be reached within 2 days 
from Pahalgam. A hike from Pahalgam and back is easily 
completed in three days. Tourist huts are available on the 
way. 
Tarsar and Marsar Lakes: (21 miles—34 kms.). Situated 
at an altitude of 13,000 ft. (3962 metres) above sea level, 
Tarsar is about a mile (1.6 kms.) long and half a mile 
(0.8 kms.) wide. There are delightful camping sites at 
Sakwas about 1% miles (2.4 kms.) from the lake. Неге 
are several large meadows, full of every type of wild 
flowers—a botanist's paradise. Nearby is the Marsar Lake. 

Aru: (7 miles—11 kms.). The route passes through 
woods gradually ascending to about 9000 ft. (2743 metres). 
The meadows of Aru present most picturesque view of 
the evergreen-glen down below. It is here that the river 
Lidder disappears and re-appears after about 30 yards. 
This place is known as “Gur Khumb”. 

Lidderwat (10,800 ft): (7 miles—11 kms. from Aru). 
The valley opens out and in parts is densely wooded. 'This 
is one of the most beautiful camping grounds. A Tourist 
Hut is available which can be booked through the Tourist 


Assistant at Pahalgam. 


JAMMU 

The winter capital of the State, this city of temples 
is an important trade centre and a convenient stage on the 
road journey to Srinagar. The number of forts, now mostly 
in ruins, in the Jammu region is great.

PLACES OF INTEREST 

Bahu Fort: Situated on a hill facing the Jammu city 
on the left bank of the Tawi. It was the headquarters

now in dilapidated condition built by Raja Krishna Dev. 
Ramnagar Fort; Built to protect the city from the 
north, is dome-like in structure. On the side of the fort 
stands the Amarmahal Palace. 
Kapurgarh Fort: (12 miles—19 kms.) north-east of 
Ja 


mmu, built by Raja Kapur Dev, was used till recent times, 
as arsenal. 


Akhnoor Fort: On the right bank of the Chenab, is 
the place where the Sigh Chieftain, Ranjit Singh, invested 
Gulab Singh with the title of ‘Raja’. | . à 

Samba Fort: Originally built by the Samil Rajputs, it 
now houses the Tehsil office and high school for boys. A 
few of the important forts dotted all over Jammu апа 
Poonch areas are Gulabgarh, Salal, Riasi, Darhal, Garhi, 
Rajmahal, Ranbirgarh, Amargarh and Thana. ; 

Shri Vashnodevi: (36 miles—58 kms. from Jammu via 
Katra). The cave of Shri Vaishnodevi, at an elevation of 
5,300 ft. (1,614 metres), has a narrow entrance and is about 
100 feet (30 metres) long. It is visited every year by thou- 
Sands of pilgrims. A small stream, Charan Ganga, flows 
from under the image in the cave and the devotees wade 
their way through it to the shrine. Accommodation is avail- 
able in sarais for pilgrims. The pilgrimage starts with the 
first Navaratra according to the Hindu calendar and con- 
tinues for two and a half months. 

Aghar Jitto: (5 miles—g kms.) from Katra on the 
Katra-Riasi Road. Aghar Jitto is a shrine named after 
Baba Jitto. Thousands of devotees from Northern India 
come to this place to pay their homage to the saint. 

Sudh Mahadev: An ancient temple of Lord Shiva. Be- 
Sides being a centre of pilgrimage this place is also a po- 
pular health resort, С 

Kishtwar: A beautiful hill station in the Himalayas 
with a big grassy meadow. It is famous for its salubrious 
climate and curative water. 

Mansar: 2 miles (3 kms.) in circumference, this azure 
blue deep-water lake is surrounded by hills of pine forests. 
It is a popular hill resort for those who want to spend 


a quiet holiday. A Rest House and a Dharamshala are 
available for visitors to this resort.

BRIEF HISTORY OF THE STATE А 

In November, 1956, ie. 9 years after Indian Indepen- 
dence, Travancore, Cochin and Malabar were merged into 
one State and thus Kerala State came into existence, Tri- 
vandrum is the capital of Kerala State and it is a sea-side 
city. 

Since Independence, Kerala has improved in all fields 
through successive Five Year Plans and she is now an 
industrially developed area. Although a small State, 
Kerala has the highest percentage of literacy in India. 

There is a legend that Kerala was carved out of 
the sea by Sri Parasurama, Kerala has given birth to 
great philosophers and outstanding artists, and the philo- 
Sophy of Shankaracharya Stands supreme even in the pre- 
Sent atomic and rocket age. The paintings of Ravi Varma 
Still thrill the hearts of Indians as well às foreigners, and 
the music composed by Swati Tirunal continues to be the 
favourite of all music lovers. Kerala is the store-house 
of music, art and Indian classical dancing. Kathakali, the 
world-famous Indian classical dance in which the artists 
speak with eyes and mudras (the language of fingers), 
has won world fame. Many foreigners, who have been im- 
pressed by Kathakali dancing, have also started learning it. 

Kerala with her abundance of spices, ivory carving, 
sandalwood and even peacocks attracted many foreigners 
in the olden days, from such far-off lands as Greece, Italy, 
China, Portugal, Denmark and England. 

. From ancient times Kerala was ruled by Rajas and 
independent chieftains. After the advent of the foreign 
traders most of the rulers signed treaties with them and 
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slowly the place started moving into the hands of foreign- 
ers. In 1498 the Portuguese established trading centres in 
Malabar. As the Dutch, French and English arrived 1о 
exploit the rich land, the whole of Malabar became a 
scene of rivalry between the foreign traders for trade and 
territory. Though, Hyder Ali and Tippu Sultan invaded 
the country, Malabar finally passed into the hands of the 
British in 1792, 

People: The people of Kerala are friendly and hospit- 
able. Many of them have curly hair. Males wear a shirt 
and mundu, a sarong type towel wrapped around the waist 
and reaching down the ankles, Females have their own 
typical Kerala way of dressing. Still most of them wear 
sarees these days. In temples only Hindus are allowed 
and males are not allowed to enter the temple in shirt 
and chappals.

on.

RECREATION: There are facilities for trekking at 
Neyyar Dam near Trivandrum. There is a 10-mile trek to 
Sabarmalai and its Wild Life Sanctuary during festive sea- 
son. Golf could be played in Trivandrum, Quilon, Bol- 
ghatty (Cochin), Peermade and Munnar (High range). 
Boating can be arranged at Cochin and other places, Ap- 
proach the Steward, Bolghatty Tourist Bungalow, Cochin, 
or the Secretary, Ashtamudi Boat Club, Quilon, or the 
Secretary, Boat Club, Trivandrum, for fixing up the ar- 
rangements.

Cochin: Cochin was originally built by the Portuguese. 
This is a place where you can enjoy scenic beauty, An 
excursion by backwaters is enchanting. 

It has got a natural harbour with a remodelled ship- 
yard. It is a city where a visitor from any part of the 
country, speaking any language and adoring and reli- 
gion will get ample satisfaction. The Mattancherry Palace 
is worth visiting for its architectural beauty and rich paint- 
ings of Ramayana Era. The Jewish synagogue is situated 
in the town.

PERIYAR WILD LIFE SANCTUARY 

Periyar Wild Life Sanctuary is the chief among Kerala’s 
attractions. The motor drive from Kottayam to the forest 
of Thekkady is in itself a thrilling and memorable ex- 
perience. The road spirals up and down the hills amidst 
the plantation of tea, rubber and pepper on both sides. 
The Sanctuary is formed by a dam on the Periyar River. 
Elephants, tigers, bison, bears, sambhar can be seen from 
the boat, the best time being at dawn or dusk. Two laun- 
ches of the Kerala Government are available with Hotel 
Aranya Nivas, which can be arranged through the Game 
Warden, Thekkady. 

Licenses for shikar are issued by the Peermade Game 
Association for the forest divisions under their jurisdic- 
tion. These permits are generally valid only from Ist 
November to Ist June, the remaining part of the year 
being the closed season when no shikar is permitted. Ap- 
plications for big licences should be addressed to the Sec- 
retary of the Association a month in advance. 

For fishing, temporary permits for a day or a week-end 
are issued by the Peermade Game Association to persons 
normally residing outside Kerala. The Public Works De- 
partment, Madras, issues licences. The Game Ranger or 
Manager, Aranya Nivas Hotel, Thekkady, also issues tem- 


porary permits for fishing in the Periyar Lake to hotel 


residents free of charge. s 

Periyar Sanctuary can be approached by road from 
three points—Trivandrum and Ernakulam in Kerala, and 
Madurai in Madras. From Madurai it is 90 miles and from 
Trivandrum 135 miles. 

Crusoe Island (12 miles or 19 kms.) and Thanikudi (20 
miles or 23 kms.), are two fine picnic spots near Periyar 
Sanctuary.

Adivasis, who are good fighters, have peculiar customs 
relating to marriage, disposal of the dead, modes of dress; 
ete. The majority are Hindus. They dress in dhoti and 
sleeved loose-fitting shirt and cap. On ceremonial occa- 
sions they wear tight-fitting pyjamas and a long button 
ed-up coat known as Sherwani. Women wear saree. 


BRIEF HISTORY OF THE STATE 


Madhya Pradesh has got a glorious history. The great 
Maurya Emperor, Ashoka, began his career as the Viceroy, 
of Ujjain. Between 300 and 510 A.D. the major portion оя 
Central India was under the rule of the Guptas and thi 
period is known as the Golden Age. 


The Gupta reign came to an end after the invasion 


of the Huns, During the first half of the seventh centr 
Central India was ruled by Emperor Harsha in whose ^. 
the Chinese pilgrim Hiuen Tsang visited India. This 
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peror was a great warrior and was famed for his charity. 

By the end of the 10th century Paramas became 
powerful and Bhoja was the greatest monarch. He encourag- 
ed astronomy, architecture and poetry. Не built a vast 
lake and this was rebuilt by King Hoshang Shah of Man- 
dhu in the 15th century and the water was let out. Now 
the bed of this lake is a fertile plain. During the reign 
of Chandella rulers, splendid temples were constructed. 
Muslim invaders, Mahamud of Ghazni and Mohammed 
Ghori, invaded Central India and until 15th century there 
was constant war between the Hindu Rajas and Muslim 
rulers. 

Mandhu came under the rule of Muslims. One of the 
rulers, Mahamud Shah, built a victory tower after defeat- 
ing the Rana of Chittor. A part of Central India was under 
the rule of the Moghuls till the rise of the Marathas. The 
Marathas were very skilful in guerilla warfare and under 
the leadership of Shivaji the Marathas obtained full power 
over the territory between the Chambal and Narmada 
rivers. They were powerful enough to fight with the Bri- 
tish power. But after the death of Madhoji Scindia of 
Gwalior, the Maratha power broke up and independent 
Maratha Generals established themselves at Gwalior, 
Indore, Nagpur and Poona. 


BHOPAL: Bhopal is the capital of Madhya Pradesh. It 
lies 27 miles south-west of Sanchi by rail and 44 miles by 
road. It is situated at an altitude of 625 feet. Tradition 
says that Bhoj founded a city here in the 11th century. 
Bhopal has two large lakes. It has many beautiful gar- 
dens, the most important being the Kamala Park. Aish 
Bagh (the garden of delight), Farhatafza Bagh (enhance- 
ment of joy) and Nur Bagh (garden of light) are the 
others. 

“There are three mosques in Bhopal—the Jama Masjid. 
Moti Masjid and Tajul-Masjid. Twenty-four miles from 
Bhopal is the famous Shiva Temple of Bhojpur. The Shiva 
linga is still intact. Here we can see the huge purple sand- 
stones joined together without mortar. 

-How to Reach: Bhopal is connected by air, rail 
and road with Bombay-Delhi-Calcutta and Madras. Taxis 
and buses are available locally.

SIGHTSEEING PLACES AND SIDE TRIPS 


Gwalior: Gwalior is 198 miles south of Delhi and is 
an important station between Bombay and Delhi. Gwalior 
has played a great role in the history of India and it 15 
described as a pearl in the necklace of the castles of In- 
dia. Gwalior derived its name after the Saint Gwalipa. 

Formerly Gwalior was the capital of Madhya Bharat 
and it was ruled by Tomar Kings, Mughals and Marathas. 
During the Indian Independence struggle of 1857 Gwalior 
played an important part under the leadership of Ran 
Lakshmibai of Jhansi. There are a number of places which 
will be of great interest to the tourists who like archaeo- 
logical beauty. The great fort is situated on an isolated 
hill of sandstone which is 300 ft. above the plain. The 
hill is 115 miles from north to south and 600 ft. to 800 ft- 
broad. 

The Gujarat Mahal: Built by Man Singh for his fa- 
vourite queen who belonged to Gujar tribe, is made of 
hewn stone and it is noteworthy for its carved brackets; 
arched doorways and bands of carved moulding. Now it 
is an archaeological museum containing sculptures, in$- 
criptions, pictures and copies of the paintings of Bagh 
Caves. The museum is closed on Mondays and public 
holidays. 


The Elephant Gate: was erected by Raja Man Singh 
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and it leads to Man Mandir Palace. It is known as the 
painted palace. The palace has two storeys underground 
: which Man Singh used as cool apartments in summer. 
Nearly sixty feet away and towards South of Man Mandir 
Palace are two Sas Bahu Temples dedicated to Vishnu. 
This is supposed to have been built in 1093 A.D. On the 
western side of the Fort is Teli-Ka-Mandir which shows a 
unique combination of Dravidian and Indo-Aryan style. 
There are five groups of Jain sculptures dating back 
to 15th century. The largest among them is the standing 
image of Adinath, the first Jain Pontiff, which is 57 ft. in 
| height. Outside the fort are the monuments of Mohammed 
d Ghaus, a saint venerated by the Mughal kings and of 
Tansen, who was the famous musician and one of the nine 
gems of Akbar’s court. It is believed that musicians used 
to chew the leaves of a tamarind tree, which grew near 
the tomb and its demand for leaves was so high that in 
due course the tree itself disappeared. 

f Near the Railway Station is a museum where collec- 
tion of Mughal, Rajput and Maratha coins are exhibited. 

The modern city is famous for sarees, silver and gold 

ornaments and pottery works. The simple cenotaph of the 
Rani Lakshmi Bai is about a mile from Gwalior Station.

Out of its original 65 cells arranged around 
the courtyard, 35 still remain. The name Chaunsat Yogini 
Temple stands for the 64 female ascetics who are believed 
to attend on the goddess. Other temples in this group are: 

MAHADEO TEMPLE: On the way to Devi Jagadamba 
Temple is Mahadeo Temple. Remarkable is the statue 
of the hybrid monster which is partly a lion. A human 
antagonist is shown measuring his strength against that 
of the beast. 

CHITRAGUPTA TEMPLE: Close by to the north is 
Chitragupta Temple. The image of Sun-God driving a 
seven-horse chariot and eleven-headed Vishnu are worth 
seeing. 4 1 

VISHWANATH AND MANDI TEMPLES: Here there 
are figures of graceful women and episodes from the Hindu 
mythology and thousands of figures of animals.

The tower of Duladeo is distinct as being form- 
ed of successively diminishing circles of overlapping stones, 
The Chaturbhuj temple has a three metre (9-foot) high 
statue of four-armed Vishnu. Another sculpture is that 
of a lion-headed figure of Shakti who can be considered 
as the female incarnation of Narasimha, another incarna- 
tion of Vishnu 

SEASON TO VISIT: The best season to visit Khaju- 
raho is from October to March. From Delhi one can go 
by air and land at Panna Airfield, 58 kms. (26 miles) 
from Khajuraho which is conveniently connected by road. 

By rail from Calcutta, Allahabad and Jabalpur one 
will have to detrain at Mahoba and Satna on the Central 
Railway and cover the rest by bus. From Delhi rail jour- 
ney is upto Harpalpur with a change at Jhansi and from 
there by bus via Chhatarpur. The Pathankot Express leav- 
ing Delhi at night is the most convenient train.

Mahoba: Mahoba is 86 miles to the east of Jhansi.

There is 
an old ruined fort to the north of the town from where 
a clear view of the surrounding area can be had, Ruins of 
the Chandella period are scattered all over the place. 

SANCHI: Sanchi is 28 miles north-east of Bhopal. It 
is a Buddhist pilgrimage centre which attracts Buddhists 
from all over Asia. This place is intimately connected with 
the life of Emperor Ashoka who abandoned war and fol- 
lowed Buddhism. It was from Sanchi that Mahendra, son 
of Ashoka, left for Ceylon to preach Buddhism. 

(Great Stupa: This is the most gigantic monument in 
Sanchi. It is about 106 ft. in diameter and 42 ft. hign and 
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was begun by Ashoka but completed by his successors M 
the first or second century B.C. It has four gateway i 
Buddha is represented here not by his own image but У 
symbols like lotus, peepal tree, wheel, his foot-prints ore 
stupas to designate his death. At the West Gateway s 
Seven incarnations of Buddha are shown. The South Gate 
way shows the nativity scene of the Buddha. Here the 
ruins of the pillar erected by Ashoka lie. (The lion moti 
found on pillar erected by Ashoka has been adopted by 
the Indian Republic as the national emblem). The East 
Gateway shows Gautama leaving his father’s house, the 
dream of his mother and the miracle of the Buddha walk- 
ing on water. The North Gateway has the Buddha preaching 
а sermon under a mango tree, flames from his feet, streams 
of water from his head and the angels announcing the 
miracle by the beat of drums. 
NEW VIHAR: 50 yards north-east of the Great Stupa 
is the stupa where excavated stone boxes containing the 
relies of Sariputta and Mahamoggallana, the chief disciples 


of the Buddha, are found. 

THE CHAITYA HALL: It stands opposite to the South 
Gateway of the Great Stupa. It is believed that here the 
Buddhists used to conduct prayers. 
| „STUPA NO. 21: It is 39 ft. in diameter and 2214 ft. 
in height. It shows female deities and a great variety of 
real and mythological animals. There are other stupas and 
interesting Buddhist and Hindu shrines, Four miles to 
the west are the man-made caves of Udayagir. Of the 20

During 
the reign of Guptas, Paramar Kings, Muslim rulers and 
Scindias, Ujjain remained as the capital. 

Mahakali Temple is next to the Bathing Ghat. This 
is believed to have been built several centuries ago. Gopal 
Mandir was built in 1833 dedicated to Krishna. Here the 
idol and doors are made of silver. In 1733 Maharaja Jai 
Singh erected the old Hindu observatory known as the 
Jantar Mahal. It contains huge masonry instruments. One 
of them shows correct time, another forecasts eclipses and 
the third shows the Sun’s movements. Six miles north 
of the city is Kalidas Palace. It was originally a Hindu 
Temple. The waters of the river are led into numerous 
tanks and are allowed to fall over sculptured stone screens. 
The Sultans of Malwa used this palace as their summer 
resort. Four miles from the city is the Bharatari Cave 
of the 11th century. About 2 miles from the city is the 
temple where Krishna along with his brothers received 
instructions from Sandapani.

Bagh Caves: Bagh Caves are situated 98 miles from 
Indore. These caves are man-made and are adorned with 
beautiful paintings. The monks used to retire here for 
meditation. The paintings of Bagh date back to the 5th 
and "th centuries A.D. The cave is chiselled on a rock 
which stands on the river Bagh. Out of the nine caves 
only five survive now. After the decline of Buddhism 
the Bagh Caves were inhabited by monks and by vagrants 
and the smoke while cooking damaged the paintings. The 
most famous among the caves is the Rang Mahal, Outside 
the caves there is a colossal figure of Yaksharaj, a minor 
deity. :

Mandu is called the City of Joy 
and it is situated on a plateau 2,000 ft. high on the crest 
of the Vindhya Mountain Ranges. Its climate is extremely 
pleasant, especially during the rainy season. The lakes and 
pools Serve as the breeding grounds for the water birds. 
In the night one can hear the roar of the tigers and howls 
of jackals. Mandu became important in the 11th century 
when Malwa became independent under Paramars. Then 
Khiljis came to power. From 1401 to 1526 first the Ghoris 
and then Khiljis ruled Malwa with Mandu as their capi-

Mo. The Hindola Mahal has got extremely thick walls 
lis known as the ‘Swinging Palace’ because its peculiar- 
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ly sloping side walls create the illusion that the entire 
building sways. Among the ruined palaces is a well-known 
Champa Baodi, because the water has the fragrance of 
Champak flower. The wall is connected with  subterra- 
nean passage to a room. Nearby is Dilwara Khan Tomb 
built in 1495. 

THE GROUP ROUND VILLAGE MANDU: The tomb 
of Hoshang was begun by him but completed by his son. 
Its architecture is famous. The Jama Masjid is the most 
majestic building at Mandu, Facing the mosque are the 
ruins of Ashrafi Mahal. The remains of Mahummed Shah 
were placed on a finely carved yellow marble base. To 
commemorate the victory of Rana of Chittor a seven- 
storeyed tower was built and is believed to have been 150 ft. 
high. Because of poor workmanship all the three buildings 
crumbled. Dai-Ka-Mahal near Sagar Talao is an interest- 
ing sight of Mandu. 

THE REVA KUND GROUP: It was held as a sacred 
spot by Hindus. It was widened and deepened by the 
famous Rupmati and Baz Bahadur. To the south are the 
pavillions where Rupmati, the wife of Baz Bahadur, used 
to come to enjoy the surrounding scenery. The archaeolo- 
gical museum at Mandu has sculptures, pottery, carvings, 
etc. 

Omkarji: Omkarji is 5 miles from the Omkareshwar 
Road Railway Station. It is situated on an island, a mile 
and a half long in the middle of the river Narmada. The 
great temple or Omkar on the Birhala Rocks is a pictures- 
que building. The original shrine of Amareswar or Mani- 
leswar, which contains the holy lingam, is on the south- 
ern part of the island. It is encircled by jungles. The 
Peshwa Baji Rao II of Poona searched for the shrine but 
did not succeed. So he built a new temple and retained 
the name of Manileswar. On the north bank of the Narmada 
are ruins of temples of Vishnu and of Jain temples. Fur- 
ther down the bank is a huge idol of Goddess Chamundi. 
A fair is held here during Shivaratri in February|March 
and on Kartik Purnima in November. 

: Jabalpur: Jabalpur is an important railway junction 
between Khandwa and Allahabad. One of the most beauti- 
ful of the scenie spots in India, the marble rocks, 
is located 13 miles on Jabalpur-Nagpur roadway through 
Sag-jungles. On the way is the Madan Mahal, a fine fort- 
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ress of the Gond Kings. At Bhera Ghat the road termi- 
nates at the Chaunsat Yogini Temple. There are 81 
images of goddesses attending on Durga. This temple 
dates back to 10th century. 

Arrangements are made for boating in the Narmada 
river through the marble rocks. The Government runs à 
boat service. It is enchanting to go for a ride here on 
the full moon night. On either side of the river there are 
cliffs of magnesium limestones. The two cliffs come closer 
at a place called Monkey's Leap. In the middle of the 
river is a lingam dedicated to Shiva, erected by Ram 
Ahalya Bai of Indore. Just before the Monkey's Leap is 
reached, at the right side is a cave which is said to have 
been inhabited by the Hindu sage, Dattatriya. Near me 
end of the gorge are two curious oran но Id 
known as Elephant's Feet and Horse's Feet.

Before the British came to India, the Portuguese had 
already established a small settlement at San Thome and 
it is understood that the name Madraspatnam was asso- 
ciated with one of the original Portuguese settlers named 
Madra. In the early seventeenth century the British East 
India Company set up their first trading establishment 
on the site known as Chennapatnam which was located in 
the midst of the ancient towns of Mylapore and Triplicane 
in the south and Tiruvottiyur in the north. In 1639 Francis 
Day of the East India Company secured the grant of this 
village from the Raja of Chandragiri and laid the first 
foundation of the present city of Madras. They construc- 
ted Fort St. George and expanded the city limits steadily. 

The Madras State is bound by Andhra Pradesh in the 
north, Mysore and Kerala in the west, the Bay of Bengal 
in the east and Kanya Kumari in the south. Madras has

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Temples: There are many famous temples in Madras 
City. The Mallikarjuna and the Chennakesava Temples. 
are among the oldest. The shrine dedicated to Lord Kapa- 
leswara (Shiva) in Mylapore, is famed in song and story. 
It is a striking piece of South Indian temple architecture 
with its vast Gopuram dominating the landscape. The 
Parthasarathi Temple in Triplicane is a Vaishnavite shrine 
of hoary antiquity. There are some fine carvings on the 
walls of the inner shrine. 

SIDE TRIPS: From Madras one can go to the places of 
historical and archaeological interest like Vedanthangal, 
Mahabalipuram, Kancheepuram, Tirukkalikundram, Gingee 
Tirupathi, Tituttani and Tiruvannamala. Besides there are 
many other places listed in the following description. 

Vedanthangal (Game Sanctuary): Vedanthangal is one 
of the two bird sanctuaries of India. It is 80 kms. (50 miles) 
by rail and 85 kms. (53 miles) by road from Madras, Every 
year after the rainy reason, thousands of aquatic birds such 
as storks, herons etc. come to this place to breed on the 
trees of a lake-like pond. The season to visit this place is 
between November and January and the best time is from 
3 to 6 p.m. No one is allowed to go too close the trees and 
firearms are forbidden. 

Tirukkalikundram: From Mahabalipuram a trip to Tiruk_ 
kalikundram is a must for any visitor. Tirukkalikundram 
has a famous Siva Temple and there is a small shrine on 
a hillock. Every day before noon two sacred birds come and 
eat from the hands of a priest. The belief is that these kites 
are two saints who rest at Tirukkalikundram on their daily 
flight between "Varanasi and Ramaswaram. Daily these 
birds arrive punctually an hour before noon. Tirukkali- 
kundram is midway between Chingleput Railway Station 
and Mahabalipuram. 

Mahabalipuram: “Rock Temple by the Sea". South 
of Madras, on the coast of the Bay of Bengal, is Mahabali- 
puram, also known as “Seven Pagodas". It is 53 miles 
from Madras. It was built by a Pallava King in the 7th 
century A.D. It is a popular sea-side resort. The five tem- 
ples: modelled as chariots are named after Draupadi and 
the Pandavas of Mahabharata. The Mahishasura Manda- 
pam is one of the finest of Cave Temples. The intricate 
carvings in Krishna Mandapam depict incidents from the 
life of Lord Krishna.

Kartikai Deepam Festival is famous here 
and pilgrims flow to this place at that time, Shri Ramana 
Maharishi, a great modern saint, lived at Tiruvannamalai 
and attained samadhi a few years ago only. His Ashram is 
here even now and provides accommodation to pilgrims. 

(22 miles) from Tiruvannamalai is the Sathanur 
Dam set in a reserved forest area. The dam has an attrac- 
tive park and swimming pool.

Tanjore: ie is 39 peg (24 miles) from Kumbhakonam 
and 351 kms. (218 miles) from Madras and lies on the 
Madras-Tiruchirapalli line on the Southern Railway. Tan- 
jore was the capital of the great Chola Empire of 10th 
and llth centuries. The Cholas constructed many tem- 
ples. Sri Brihadeeswara Temple is most famous among 
the 74 temples in Tanjore. The temple was conceived by 
Raja Chola. It is chiselled out of a single rock. The sculp- 
tures are well preserved with a thick layer of plaster. 

Siva Ganga Tank is well known for its sweet water. 
In 1779 Raja Sarbhoja built the Schwartz Church to show 
his affection and esteem for the Rev. C. V. Schwartz of 
the Danish Mission. The palace served Chola, Nayak and 
Maratha kings who ruled over Tanjore. The famous Saras- 
wati Mahal Library is in the palace and contains 30,000 


volumes in almost all languages. The Sangeet Mahal was 
built by Raja Sarbhoja. pe R

Sri 
Thyagaraja, the saint and composer of Carnatic music who 
lived in the 19th century, attained his samadhi (eternity) 
there. Musicians and lovers of music gather here on the 
death Anniversary Day and honour the memory of the 
great composer. 

Tiruchirapalli: Trichy is 401 kms. (249 miles) from 
Madras by rail and 56 kms. (35 miles) from Tanjore. It 
was held by Cholas and Pallavas. The Nayaks of Madurai 
have constructed the greater portion of the town. Chanda 
Sahib and Muharnmed Ali were in between the French 
and English for power and Robert Clive brought victory 
to the English. The Trichy Fort has played important roles 
in these events. 

The Rock Fort: It rises from the plain to a height of 
273 ft. Once there was a thousand pillared Mandapam and 
an explosion in 1772 destroyed it to a great extent. Fur- 
ther up there is a hall where dignitaries were honoured. 
At the top is the temple of Mathrubhutheswara (Siva). 

Pallava Cave Temple: The cave temple is cut out of 
rock and has Pallava sculptures. The lingam which should 
once have stood, is missing. There is another cave temple 
on the south-western corner of the rock which is shaped 
into a hall with two sides. 

Towards the rock there is the Bell Tower built in 
1919 and the Vasanta Mandapam built in 1630. Below the 
Bell Tower is the reservoir which provides water for the 
whole city. A Vinayaka shrine is on the summit of the 
rock. A modern industrial suburb has developed recently 
known as Golden Rock. Near the Rock Fort is the Thep- 
pakulam, a large tank with a Mandapam in the middle. 
Nearby is the house where Robert Clive lived, and now 
it houses St. Joseph's College. Towards the north-west 
of the rock is the Christ Church founded by Schwartz, the 
famous missionary. Trichy is famous for handloom cloth, 
glass bangles, palmyra leaf boxes, Cigars, wooden and clay 
toys, mats, cotton, carpets and artificial gem stones.

(96 miles) from 
Tiruchirapalli on the Madras-Trivandrum line of the 
Southern Railway. 

Alagar Koil: Alagar Koil is 18 kms. (11 miles) from 
Madurai, situated at the foot of the Alagar hills. The tem- 
ple has beautiful sculptures.

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HILL STATIONS 

Ooty: South India has its playground in Nilgiris which 
comprises of 900 sq. miles of Western and Eastern Ghats 
between Mysore in the north and the Coimbatore district 
of Madras in the south. 

The possibilities of the site on which Ooty stands were 
first brought to the notice of the Government by two civi- 
lians from Coimbatore in 1818. Three years later, the Col- 
lector of Coimbatore began building first house in Ooty, 
which was followed by making roads, laying out gardens 
and an artificial lake. Since the middle of the 19th cen- 
tury Ooty has become a delightful hill resort with tem- 
perate climate, the temperature itself seldom rising above 
15.6°С and falling below 10°C. The rainfall rarely exceeds 
40”, so that Ooty has excellent weather throughout the 

ear. 
i The terraced Botanical Gardens, which is a landmark 
in Ooty, were laid out over a century ago, by an expert 
from London's Kew Gardens. It has many rare trees and 
flowering plants. Ooty's flower, fruit and vegetable shows 
are attended by the people from all over the Nilgiris, and 
here the fashionable jostling with the tribal folk present 
a colourful spectacle. Several excursions are possible in 
and around Ooty. One of these is the Cairn Hill, the pret- 
tiest among the hills. Delightful tracks wind in and out 
of the woods. There is gorgeous scenery at every turn 
bout 16 miles from Ooty is the Pykara 
ks in a magnificent natural setting. 
Ooty is also known for its tea and coffee plantations and 
there are hundreds of tea estates in and around this hill 
resort. Excursions to Cairn Hill Avalanche, Mukerji and 
Pykara will be thrilling. Variety of animals can be seen 
along the jungle slope, the famous being elephants, tigers, 
black panthers, Nilgiri ibex, the barking deer, spotted deer, 
mouse deer, sloth bear and hyena. 

HOW TO REACH THERE: There are several routes 
to Ootacammund. Visitors from north can first go to Mysore 
by train and from there by car or bus. From south one 
càn go by train changing irain at Mettupalayam.

Kodai's major attraction is the lake skirted by the three 
mile road. A walk along this road is an exhilarating ex- 
perience and boating in the lake is a popular pastime. 

The Bear Shola Falls, the Glens Falls, the Silver Cas- 
cade, the Fairy Falls and several other beautiful water- 
falls add to the scenic beauty of Kodaikanal Perumal Peak 
or the Big Mountain is a must for anyone visiting Kodai- 
kanal. The Kodaikanal Observatory, surmounting hill 
which is 850 feet above the lake, was established in 1899 
and is one of the most important institutions in India for 
the study of meteorology, solar physics and allied subjects. 
The season to visit is from March to May during which 
period Kodaikanal is the paradise for the holiday-makers. 
With its temperate climate and an average of twelve 
hours of sunshine every day, this is one of the most popu- 
lar hill resorts in India. Kodaikanal has an altitude of 
2,243 m.

BRIEF HISTORY OF MAHARASHTRA 

The State of Maharashtra forms a major part of penin- 
sular India with the coast on its western side. His- 
torically, Western Maharashtra, Vidarbha and Marath- 
wada are the three components of the state. Vidarbha has 
а more ancient past. Of the legendary heroines of the epic, 
many hailed from Vidarbha. Lord Krishna’s wife Rukmini, 
Aja’s wife Indumati, Nala’s wife Damayanti were all 
daughters of the Vidarbha Kings. 

The Mauryan invasion of Maharashtra took place bet- 
ween 321 and 181 B.C. and after the decline of the Mauryas, 
Maharashtra came under the domination of a series of 
conquerors and among these the dynasties like the Shata- 
vahanas, Vakatakas, Chalukyas and the Yadavas were 
great patrons of art and culture. A part of Ajanta was 
begun under Vakatakas. 


The long and peaceful reign under the powerful Yada- 
vas ended in 1294 A.D. and it was followed by a series 
of Muslim dynasties. The Bahamanis ruled for two hun- 
dred years and after their decline a great figure, Shivaji 
came on the scene and united the people of Maharashtra. 
He was all along inspired by the great ideal of service 
to the people and his administrative measures distinct] 
contained the true spirit of democracy. " y 
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After Shivaji came Peshwas and by the end of the 
18th century political power passed from Peshwas to the 
British and with the advent of the British, Maharashtra 
entered a new era. The last quarter of 19th century and 
first of 20th century was an age of renaissance of Maha- 
rashtra. It was the age of pioneers and social reformers 
like Mahatma Phule, Ranade and Agarkar and politicians 
like Tilak and Gokhale who paved the way for the gene- 
rations to follow. 7 

People: The Marathas form the bulk of Maharashtra's 
40 million people. As individuals they are cheerful and have 
long martial traditions. The Brahmins and the Kayasthas 
largely constitute the fraternity of the white-collar work- 
ers and professional classes. The woman enjoys a promi- 
nent place in the social system. She is the centre of the 
family. Women of working class work shoulder to shoulder 
with men in the fields and factories. A dominant senti- 
ment of the people is their reverence for Shivaji, the great 


hero, who brought them under one banner and led them 
to victories. 


BOMBAY 


"Bombay the Beautiful", the “urbs prima in Indis" 
was once a sleepy little island which was discovered as 
far back as 250 B.C. Its original name was Heptanesia, 
meaning a group of seven islands. It was in 1508 that the 
name of Bombay came closest to its present derivation. 
It was known as Bambai for a short while, In 1521 it pass- 
ed into the hands of the Portuguese, who sold it to a pri- 
vate party by name Messrs. Diogo in 1549 for a paltry sum 
of Hs. 537. A little after the British finally took over the 
island, Bombay was known as Mombai, derived from Mum- 
bordior, a locality in the city, which exists to this day. Bom- 
bay came into British hands as a part of dowry brought 
by the Portuguese Princess Catherine Braganza, who mar- 
ried Charles II of England, in 1661. 

Bombay is a western commercial City and so cosmo- 
politan in its outlook, appearance and habits that the 
Visitor feels at home immediately on arrival in the city.

HUNTING: In Maharashtra there are places from where 
hunting trips can be arranged.

Mahabaleshwar which is 75 miles from Poona by transport 
bus. Chikalda is another interesting place, which is 160 
miles from Nagpur and is in the Amravati district. Sironcha 
which is 100 miles from Bombay in the Chanda District, 
is also worth mentioning.

Tata Memorial Hospital and Indian Cancer Research 
Institute is situated near the Halffkine Institute. 

Trombay Island: 16 miles from Bombay by road on 
the sea-front is the Trombay Island. Неге are two oil 
refineries, Esso and Burmah-Shell and Government of 
India Bhabha Atomic Energy Establishment. 

Aarey Milk Colony: 20 miles from Bombay is Aarey 
Milk Colony. This is one of the most modern dairy set in 
glens in the world. There is an Observation Pavilion on 
a hill near the entrance. This place is a fine picnic spot. 

Kanheri Caves and National Park: About 4 miles from 
the Aarey Milk Colony there are nearly hundred Buddhist 
caves most of them built in the second and ninth cen- 
turies. As in the other caves there is nothing much to 
see in these caves. The show-place of the National Park 
is the Smriti Mandir, a neo-Buddhist Pavilion, 

Bassein; This is a historical place which is 30 miles 
from Bombay. From 1434 it was with the Portuguese and the 
many buildings which are there now were built by them. 
The Marathas conquered Bassein in 1739 and the British 
in 1780. The many ruins include Forts, Cathedral of St. 
Joseph, Church of St. Anthony, a Jesuit Church and Con- 
vent. P.W.D. Inspection Bungalow can be reserved for 
visitors with permit from the Executive Engineer, Thana. 

Elephanta Caves: 6 miles from Bombay harbour oppo- 
site Ballard Pier Mole Station stands the lovely Elephanta 
Caves—the famous Brahmanical sculptures of 1,000 years 
ago. There is a regular ferry service from the Gateway 
of India by motor launch. From the landing jetty, the 
visitors climb steps or walk along a steep winding road

Poona: Poona is closely associated with the Maratha 
ruler, Shivaji, under whom Maharashtra became the centre 
of Maratha Power in 1680. In 1818 it came under the con- 
trol of the British. 192 kms. (119 miles) away from Bom- 
bay, the journey through the Western Ghats, is delightful. 
There is a fine motorable road between Bombay and Poona. 

Poona has various attractions. It has forts, temples and 
modern educational institutes. It is also a centre of sports 
like cricket, hockey and racing. Nearby is Khadakvasla, 
the seat of National Defence Academy. A Hindu temple 
dedicated to Goddess Parvati lies south-west of the town. 
Sinhgad (lionfort), is 24 kms. (15 miles) from Poona, where 
Shivaji defeated the ruler of Bijapur. 

AL Lu mA is the Central Water and Power 
Research Station. Nearby is the enchanting Fife Lake 
famous for swimming, boating and acquatic sports. 
The Katraj and Pashan Lakes are six miles from 
the town. In Poona itself there is a Municipal Swimming 
Pool Bund Gardens, Sambhaji Park and Shanivarwada 

ark are some of the interesting places in Poona, The 
ruins of Old Palace of the Peshwas can be seen here. 
Poona has one of the finest Turf Clubs in India. 

Lord Reay Industrial Museum is open on all days ex- 
cept Wednesdays. Exhibitions are held in industrial arts 
and erafts cottage industries. Indian Patents & Trade Marks 
and other important institutions of all-India character 
located in Poona are: Meteorological Office which is the 
technical headquarters of the India Meteorogical Depart- 
ment; National Chemical Laboratory; Overseas Communi- 
cation; Beam Wireless Station on Dighi; Penicillin Factory 
at Pimpri; Virus Research Centre, the only one of its kind 
in India, the Film Institute of India and Raja Kelkar 
Museum that houses very rare metal and wooden wares 
and ancient manuscripts, is situated on Bajirao Road.

Ahmednagar: Nearly 72 miles (116 kms.) to the north- 
east of Poona is Ahmednagar, which is a historical place. 
The city was built in 1490 by Ahmeda Nizam Shah, the 
founder of Nizam Shah's dynasty. 

The Chand Bibi Mahal, 6 miles from the city, is an 
important place to visit. The tomb of the Mughal Em- 
peror, Aurangzeb, Dawri Masjid, the tomb of Ahmed Nizam 
Shah, Pari Bagh and Hasht Bihisht are other important 
monuments. 

Aurangabad: Aurangabad is 375 kms. (233 miles) from 
Bombay by rail It is connected by air from Bombay. 
There is a good motorable road leading to this place. It is 
the most convenient point from where one can visit the 
world-famous caves of Ajanta and Ellora, which are only 
64 and 18 miles respectively from here. These caves are 
also easily accessible from Jalgaon which lies on the 
direct railway route from Bombay. The founder of this 
city is Malik Ambar. After his death this place came 
under the Mughals. Aurangzeb changed its name to Aurang- 
abad. Aurangabad contains many interesting ruins. One 
mile towards the north-east is Bibi-ka-Maqbara, a mauso- 
leum erected by Emperor Aurangzeb in the memory of 
his wife, Rabia Durani—a replica of the Taj at Agra. The 
Water Mill or Panchakki contains the shrine of Baba Shah 
Muzaffar Shah, a muslim saint, whom Aurangzeb rever- 
ed. Sixteen miles from the city lies the simple tomb of 
Aurangzeb.

Ajanta and Ellora Caves: The rock-cut temples of 
Ajanta and Ellora have become world-famous now. A. visit 
to this place will be a pilgrimage to the lover of art. 
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These caves were discovered by a shooting party in 
1819. There is every reason to believe that they date back 
from 200 B.C. to 650 A.D. and are entirely Buddhist 1n 
nature. Some three centuries after the Buddha, the Bud- 
dhist monks were attracted toward this crescent-shaped 
rock and they chiselled it into lofty and spacious shrines 
and monastries. The Chinese Buddhist Fa Hien and Hiuen 
Tsang had referred to Ajanta in their travel accounts. | 

The caves at Ajanta consist mainly of two parts: 
Chaityas or chapels and Viharas or monasteries. There are 
29 of them. Both the facade and the inside of these cham- 
bers are decorated with sculptures and paintings. Sculp- 
ture and architecture are combined together into a true 
symphony here. These paintings show the life of the peo 

‘ple during the 8 centuries. About 28.9 kms. (18 miles) 
from Aurangabad is another crescent-shaped hill, which 
is also cut out to make the rock-hewn temples and mona- 
steries of Ellora, Kailasa Temple is most famous. It is 
lavishly carved and sculptured with life-size animals and 
images of gods and goddesses. The total height of the 
temple is nearly 96 ft. h 

Visitors to Ellora Caves are advised to take a torch. 
Photographs are permitted. Artificial light is provided on 
special request. Invalid chairs are available. The Assis- 
tant Engineers, Archaeological Department of Ajanta Caves 
or Ellora Caves should be contacted for further facilities if 
desired.

(9 miles) north-west of Auran- 
gabad on the way to the Ellora Caves, In 1338, Muhomad 
Tughlak made it his capital and it is a known story tha 
the people from Delhi were forced to migrate to the new 
capital which was about 800 miles away. ` 

Daulatabad Fort is built in such а way that even ап 
ant can enter it with great difficulty. The moat, the scarp 
and the spiral passage are all noteworthy. The Chand 
Minar, built by Ala-ud-Din Bahamini in 1435 A.D. to 
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commemorate his capture of the Fort, is a very important 
monument.

Paithan: Patihan is 56 kms. (35 miles) south of Auranga- 
bad. It is situated on the north bank of the sacred river 
Godvari. In ancient days it was a big centre of trade and 
cultural movement. Here, the Kimkhab silk industry flou- 
rishes. This silk is used for veils, head-dresses and bridal 
robes. | 

Nagpur: It got this name since it is situated on the 
river Nag. Nagpur is on Bombay-Calcutta and Madras- 
Delhi Railway lines. The oranges cultivated in Nagpur 
have all-India reputation. The town in ancient days was 
known as Vidarbhadesha and the present city is of new 
origin. The Sitabaldi Fort, the 18th century fort, Amba- 
jheri and Telenkheri tanks, the Nakkar-Khana or the hall 
of music which is the only remain of the Bhonsle Palace 
which was burnt in 1883, are the historical monuments.

Sevagram: Sevagram means village of service. It is 5 
miles off from Wardha. This serene, neat and model vil- 
lage symbolises the Gandhian way of life. At Sevagram 
Mahatma Gandhi established his Ashram, which remained 
an important centre of political and socio-economic activi- 
ties in India for 15 years. He continued his Sarvodaya 
programme here for the uplift of the needy people. The 
training centre for basic education also founded by Mahat- 
maji, still functions here. M { 

In the cottage occupied by Gandhiji some of his per- 
sonal belongings such as pen, book-stand, walking stick 
and watch, are preserved. 6 kms. (4 miles) from Sevagram 
is the Panur village, where there is an Ashram founded 
by Acharya Vinobha Bhave, the founder of the Bhoodan 
Movement.

Sholapur: Sholapur is one of the principle centres 
of industry and trade in Maharashtra. It is 283 miles 
from Bombay and lies on the Poona-Raichur section of 
the Central Railway. Sholapur is 1,800’ above the sea 
level. To the south of the city is Siddheshwar Lake with 
a temple in the centre. On the south-east of the lake is 
the Municipal Garden. Ripon Hall is the chief building. 
Eknath Tank or Hipurga Lake on the Osmanabad Road, 
Fort, near the Tank and Municipal gardens, are places of 
interest. Osmanabad is 43 miles north of Sholapur and 
is famous for its Jain and Vaishnava caves. Tuljapur is 
28 miles from Sholapur which is known for its Tulja- 
bhavani or Durga Temple.

Mahabaleshwar and Panchgani: Mahabaleshwar was 
discovered by Sir John Malcolm who was the Governor 
Bombay in 1828. Now regular State Transport buses 
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ply between Poona and Mahabaleshwar, which is 75 miles 
from Poona. 

On the way to Mahabaleshwar there are three ghats 
namely: Katraj Ghat, Khandala Ghat and Wai Ghat. At 
the termination of Wai Ghat is Panchgani, which can be 
aptly called the Sanatorium Hill Station. 

Panchgani is 500 ft. below Mahabaleshwar. It has 
got a temperate climate throughout the year. It has 
several sanatoria and boarding schools and an attractive 
Holiday Camp. The way to Mahabaleshwar is lovely. 
There are strawberry gardens on either side of the road. 
Just outside is a beautiful lake and nearby is the Pratap 
Singh Park. 

The chief attractions at Mahabaleshwar are the lovely 
view points like Arthur’s Seat, Elphinstone, Savitri, 
Marjorie, Castle Rock, Lingmala Waterfalls, Blue Valley 
Ride and Tiger’s Pata. Ten miles from Mahabaleshwar, 
across the picturesque Fitzergerald Ghat, is Pratapgadh 
Fort, famous as a bastion of Shivaji.

Its hot spring is the hotest in the 
world and the temperature ranges between 110 degrees to 
120 degrees Farenheit. 

These hot springs occur intermittently in groups on a 
line about four miles along the river. They are at Vajresh- 
wari, Akoli and Ganeshpuri. This water is curative for 
skin diseases, rheumatism, paralysis, asthma, leucoderma, 
eczema and scabies. 

Thunderbolt Goddess is the oldest shrine of Vajresh- 
wari and many pilgrims visit this place every year. Nearby 
is the Bassein Fort, where Chimnaji Appa, the Maratha 
General, fought with the Portuguese in 1739. 

It has a humid climate with 110” of rainfall annually. 
The best season is winter though it is popular in summer 
also.

The present Mysore State was formed in 1956 by merg- 
ing the old princely state of Mysore with four districts 
of the old Bombay State, three districts of the old Nizam's 
Dominion, two districts of the old Madras State and Coorg 
on the basis of their common language, Kannada. Thus 
reconstituted, it embraces part of Deccan (Karnatak— 
Mysore’s historical name) Plateau and a coastline of over 
300 miles from Goa to Malabar. The people are conser- 
vative and tradition bound. It is correct to say that Mysore 
has no alien influences. The Hindu tradition remains 
without much change. 

The life and activities of the great men of our history 
have given the Mysoreans a peculiar character. Chandra 
Gupta Maurya, after becoming a Jain, retired to the soli- 
tude of the Sravana Belagola Hills in Mysore.

Except in monsoon it can 
be visited throughout the year. Nandi Hills are 37 miles 
from Bangalore. 

TRANSPORT: There is a Railway Station 1% miles 
from Nandi town and it is on Bangalore-Bangarpet line of 
the Southern Railway. Nandi is connected by a State Trans- 
port Bus which plies daily via Chickbalapurthi Hill. This 
is the only bus that goes to the top of the hill.

The Chamundi Hills: 8 miles from Mysore, half way 
up the hill, 3,484 ft. high, has a rock carved bull, Nandi. 
Further up on the top of the hill is the temple of Cha- 
mundi, an imposing structure with its very attractive 
neighbourhood. ‘There is a good motorable road which 
leads to the hill. Р 

Srirangapatna: About ten miles from Mysore by rail 
or road. This was the capital of Tippu Sultan. There 1s 
a huge temple of Sri Ranganatha. Also there is a mosque 
built during Tippu Sultan’s time. The Daria Daulat Bagh 
is outside the fort and houses a small museum. The walls, 
pillars, arches and roof of the building have paintings

{ Ranganthittoo Bird Sanctuary: One mile from Mysore 
is this Bird Sanctuary. It consists of islets in the river 
Kaveri. It is a breeding place for herons in monsoon sea- 
Son. Usually the birds begin to arrive in June and by the 
latter half of July and August the chicks are hatched. 

Krishnarajasagar Dam and Brindavan Garden: Krish- 
narajasagar is 12 miles from Mysore. The dam across the 
Kaveri is 40 metres high and 3 kms. long. It was built 
in 1923 and is one of the highest dams in South India. It 
15 one of the most enchanting spots in India. 

The famous Brindavan garden is laid out below the 
dam. The fountains in the garden are lit on Saturdays, 
Sundays, Wednesdays and other important holidays. Spe- 
cial illumination can be arranged on payment of Rs. 100

The hydro-electric station here was the 
first enterprise of its kind in India. 

Melkote: This is an important pilgrim centre. Here 
the great Vaishnava, 11th century saint philosopher, Rama- 
nuja, lived for over 12 years. 

Somnathpur: This place is known for its temple. The 
temple of Kasava has its wall elaborately carved and is 
in the Hoysala style of architecture. 

BANDIPUR WILD LIFE SANCTUARY: The Sanctu- 
ary is situated on the Mysore-Ooty road and can be reached 
by bus or taxi. Elephants, bison, sambhar, spotted deer, pan- 
ther, tiger, bear, etc. can be seen at close proximity. Season 
is between November and May. Excursion into the Sanc- 
tuary can be arranged either on elephant’s back or in de- 
partmental trucks. The Divisional Forest Officer should be 
contacted for making arrangements. 

Belur: Belur was one of the important towns of the 
Hoysala kingdom. There are exquisitely carved temples 
of 12th century here. The Chenna Kesava temple was 
constructed in 1117 A.D. Unassuming from a distance, 
this temple reveals itself in allits beauty as the visitor 
approaches it at close quarters. Its thirty-eight figure 
brackets decorate the capital of the pillars. For beauty 
of form, delicacy of workmanship and perfection of finish 
they have no parallels in the country. The subjects are 
mostly feminine. They have been chiselled into quite 
graceful and charming poses ever conceived by any 
artists. The stone image of Chenna Kesava is the finest 
example of plastic art in medieval India. Nearest Rail- 
way Station is Hassan which is only 24 miles away. Regu- 
lar bus services ply from other important cities to Belur.

of the Adil Shahi dynasty. Its greatest tourist attraction 
is the Gol Gumbaz, a square mausoleum of immense size 
surmounted by a dome much bigger than that of St. Paul’s 
in London. Sound echoes are heard in clear range in this 
Gumbaz. All the monuments here are said to have been 
built with the spoils of Vijayanagar. The architecture 
found here is a blend of the Deccan and Turkish styles. 

The Gol Gumbaz: The Gol Gumbaz is the mausoleum 
of Mohamad Adil Shah, considered to be one of the most 
remarkable buildings in the world with a floor area of 
18,334 sq. ft. It is larger even than the Pantheom at Rome. 
After a short climb one comes to the Whispering Gallery. 
Here, as the name indicates, even a whisper into the wall 
on one side is resounded many times and heard across 
the other side. 

A small museum of the Archaeological Department 
with a collection of stone carvings and inscriptions, is open 
in front of the Gol Gumbaz. About 3% miles from the 
railway station is the Ibrahim Roza. This consists of the 
tomb of Ibrahim II and his family. This is noted for its 
exquisite models, cupolas and ornamental walls. 

The 10th century old Jama Masjid encloses an area. 
of 116,000 sq. ft. The hair of the Prophet is said to be 
enshrined in Asar Mahal. Many other monuments like 
the Mehtar Mahal, Landa Karab, Mecca Masjid, Sat Majili 
etc. are also worth seeing. 

A. short excursion from Bhandravati can be arranged 
to Bhutnal Water Works, which is a beautiful picnic spot, 
set amidst ancient baths, cisters and pavillions (10 miles) 
and Dr. Ranade's Ashram at Nirbal which is 23 miles by 
rail towards Sholapur.

JOG FALLS 

The most sublime and awe-inspiring spectacle in the hilly 
Western region of Mysore are the Jog or Gersoppa Falls. 
The river Sharavati flowing softly and gracefully takes 
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[| 
a sudden leap of 800 ft. below with great force. There 
is a big hydro-electric project nearby. There are four 
falls which have been called the Majestic Raja, the Thun- 
dering Roarer, the Shooting Rocket and the Lady. 

The best time for visiting this place is soon after rain 
has ceased. The Hirebhaskar Reservoir is on the river 
Sharavati. It has a storage capacity of 25,000 million 
cubic feet. The water stored in this reservoir is utilised 
for power generation at Jog Falls. The rail head nearest 
Jog Falls is Talaguppa, 230 miles from Bangalore, A road 
journey, however, is more comfortable and less time con- 
suming. 

Sagar: (21 miles from Jog). This place is famous for 
Sandalwood articles. There is a Government Sandalwood 
workshop where one can see actual carving of sandal- 
wood by skilled workers. There are regular buses to Sagar 
from Jog.

Sorab: Sorab is near Sagar and is also famous for 
sandalwood ‘work.

COORG 


| The pretty little district of Coorg, the land of Kodavas, 
lies in a picturesque surrounding in the bosom of Western 
Ghats. The manners and customs of the people are greatly 
marked by Malabar and Mysore. In 1800, after Tippu’s 
extinction, Coorg became free, but in 1834 it was annexed 
by the British. Jainism and Hinduism in their various stages 
of historical development, had their influence on the *рео- 
ple. The Coorgis are mostly adaptable people, women folks 
are generally literate and enjoy an equality with their 
menfolk. The Coorgis have regular features. They are 
distinctive and have fair complexion and good physique. 
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They originate from a fighting race and are warrior-like 
and proud of their legendary origin. Like the men of 
Mysore the Coorgis also wear turban but tie it in a 
slightly different style. The women of Coorg wear sari in 
a particular style. Coorg is both geographically and cul- 
turally contiguous to Mysore. 

TRANSPORT: The most convenient approach to 
Coorg is from Mysore. As Coorg is not served by railway, 
all transport to it is by bus, which ply between Mysore and 
Mangalore on the west coast. 

Mercara: Mercara was the capital of Coorg State before 
its amalgamation with, Mysore. It is one of the love- 
liest districts of Mysore State, with its thickly wooded 
valleys, coffee plantations, orange groves and smiling rice 
fields. The people are highly conscious of their traditions 
and the natural loveliness of their lands. Here, the man- 
ners, customs, dress, festivals and the land itself have re- 
freshing individuality of their own. 

The fort here was erected by the Rajas of Coorg. It was 
repaired by Tippu Sultan in 1781 and called Jaffarabad. 
This fort has a palace inside. It is situated in the town 
itself. The local Secretariat is situated here. Sri Omka- 
reswara Temple was also constructed by the Raja of Coorg 
about 100 years ago, which is dedicated to Shiva. 

Raja's Tombs: The last two Rajas of Coorg are buried 

here. Raja's Seat and Stuart's Hill or Stone Hill are the 
places from where one can admire the scenic beauty of 
Coorg. 
Bhagamandala: It is 24 miles (39 kms.) from Mercara. 
It is here that the river Cauvery merges with Kannike. 
There are 3 temples here. Pilgrims visiting this place will 
have a dip in the Triveni Sangam and offer Pooja (pray- 
ers). There is a Research Demonstration showing the mo- 
dern methods of bee-keeping. There is an Inspection Bun- 
galow here. 

Talakaveri: 25 miles from Mercara is the Talakaveri, 
the biggest river of South India. This is the source of the 
river Kaveri. It attracts a large number of pilgrims. It is 
Situated on the slopes of the Brahmagiri Hills. 

Fraserpet or Khushalnagar: It is situated on the bank 
of River Kaveri. The town was named Khushalnagar by 
Hyder Ali of Mysore when he received the news of the 
birth of his son Tippu- - ^ 
At Chettali Orange and Coffee Research Station: It is 
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12 miles away from Mercara. It is run by the Government. 
En route to the farm is the Coffee Research Sub-Station 
run by the Indian Coffee Board. Virajpet is 20 miles 
from Mercara. It is commercially important next to Mer- 
cara. This place is named after the name of Coorg Raja 
Virarajendra. 

Irupu: Irupu is 30 miles from Virajapet. It is a well- 
known pilgrim centre, as it is associated with Rama, 
the hero of the great epic Ramayana. There is a Siva 
Temple also here. 

NAGARHOLE WILD LIFE SANCTUARY: This is the 
third wild life sanctuary in Mysore State and is just 6 miles 
from Mercara. The visitors can see bison, spotted deer, sam- 
bar, tiger, panther etc. It is under the control of the Dis- 
trict Forest Officer, South Coorg Division, Hunsur. Nearby 
is another forest range Murkal. In both these places 
there are Forest Rest Houses. For permits contact the Dis- 
trict Forest Officer, Hunsur. 


TRANSPORT: Air: Nearest airports are Mangalore and 
Bangalore. Nearest rail heads are Mysore and Mangalore- 
Bus: There are regular State Transport buses besides seve- 
ral private services from Mercara to Mysore, Bangalore, 
Bhagamandala and Virajapet .

BRIEF HISTORY OF THE STATE 


. Much of Orissa's early history is unknown. In the 
dim past a non-Aryan race is believed to have settled here. 
Then Aryans came from the north and due to the blend- 
ing of the two a new race and civilisation came into exis- 
tence. Orissa or Kalinga is mentioned in the ancient epics. 


Chandra Gupta Maurya wanted to conquer this part 
of the Oriya-speaking people. In 263 B.C. Ashoka, the 
grandson of Chandra Gupta Maurya, sent a powerful force 
to conquer Kalinga. This war was a turning point in the 
emperor's life. The tragedies that were brought to the 
people after a war, set him thinking, and he decided to 
conquer the hearts of men through the practice of piety 
and compassion thereafter. Ashoka's concern for the grief- 
Stricken people of Kalinga is engraved in the rock-carved 
edicts at Dhauli, 4 miles to the south of the temple-town 
of Bhubaneshwar. After Ashoka's death Orissa became 
free. Buddhism too did not last there. In the 2nd cen- 
tury B.C. Chedi Kings ruled Orissa. Kharavala was the 
most famous king who ever ruled Orissa and Jainism spread 
there under him. The Hathi Gumpha (elephant cave) 
here has an inscription which records the story of Khara- 
vala's reign. 

After Kharavala the history is again obscure, But 
Orissa had thriving ports and trade flourished with- Java, 
Sumatra, Bali and other places in South-East Asia. Bud- 
dhism was a popular religion then. About the middle of 
the 4th century, ie. 340 A.D., the emperor Samudragupta 
invaded Orissa. But in 610 A.D., Orissa was under King 
Shansanka. Again in 625 A.D. Harsha Vardhana conquer- 
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ed Orissa and in his time the Chinese pilgrim Hiuen Tsang 
visited this place. About the middle of 7th century A.D. the 
Somvamsi dynasty was established in Orissa. During their 
time many temples were erected. At the same time there 
were frequent Muslim incursions into the State. In 1568 
A.D., Mukunda Deva, the last Hindu ruler, was over- 
thrown by Kala Pahar. The Afghans held Orissa till 1592 
A.D., and then came the Mughals. In 1803 A.D. the Bri- 
tish took it over. Orissa was separated from Bihar and 
made a separate province in 1936. After independence in 
1947 the rulers of 26 Orissa states surrendered their autho- 
rity to the Government of India. 


People: Since olden days people from different parts 
have come and settled in Orissa and it has played a part 
in moulding the customs and other elements of their so- 
ciety. The people are rustic as the urban centres are few. 
They decorate their cottages with lovely murals in white. 
The dhoti and the chadar are their costumes. The western 
part of northern Orissa has a large population of aborigines 
who are a nomadic tribe. Now a number of Santal, Munda 
and Kol people work in the iron and manganese mines of 
Mayurbhanj and Keonjhar. Each tribe has a language and 
culture of its own. 


BHUBANESHWAR: Known as the Cathedral City of 
India, Bhubaneshwar is the capital cf Orissa. It is also 
famous as a pilgrimage centre. There are over a hundred 
temples which are renowned for their architectural ex- 
cellence. 


Bhubaneshwar was the great seat of Shaivism in Orissa. 
Like Delhi, Bhubaneshwar comprises of two cities—the 
old and the new. The new city is well planned with office 
buildings and a residential area. Famous as the old Orissa 
is for its grand conception of the special temple architec- 
ture and the fine workmanship, no less fascinating is the 
modern Orissa with its great river valley projects and 
rising industrial townships like Hirakud Multi-Purpose 
Project, Ranskhela, Rourkela and Bhilai Steel Plants. 

How fo Reach: AIR: The IAC links Orissa with Bom- 
bay, Calcutta, Delhi and Madras. 

RAIL: Bhubaneshwar and many other important towns 


of Orissa are on the Howrah-Madras, Howrah-Bomba 
Vizianagram-Rayagoda Railway Lines. ades

Tribal Research Museum is open from 11 am. to 4 
p.m. It has on display ornaments and articles of daily 
use belonging to different tribes. 

Images made of soap stones, wooden toys, delicate 
silver filigree work from Cuttack, handwoven saris an 
curtains, horn and ivory work are available at the Tex- 
tile Marketing Organisation Emporium, Cuttack, Cottage 
Industry Emporium and Khadi Gramodyog Bhavan, Bhu- 
baneshwar. 

CLUBS: In Bhubaneshwar Club, temporary member- 
ship is allowed. There is a ladies swimming pool in the 
new capital in Unit I. \ 

CULTURAL CENTRES: Mayurbhanj Chhaw Nrutya 
Pratisthan, Baripade. Mukti Kala Mandir, Bakharabad, 
Cuttack. National Music Association, Buri Bazar, Cuttack. 
Orissa Sangita Parisada, Chitrakara Lane, Puri, Utkal 
Natya Sangha, K.V.W. Building, Cuttack. Utkal Sangit 
Samaj, Purighat Road, Cuttack.

ELECTRICITY: Тһе electricity scheme may be .divi- 
ded into two parts, viz. generation of electricity and cons- 
truction of power project on one hand and maintenance 
and sales of electricity to consumers on the other. The 
important schemes are: Hirakud Stage II, Talcher Thermal 

\ Station and Balimela Hydro Eelectric Project. 
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FESTIVALS: Diwali in October/November and the Car 
Festival at Puri during June|July. 


HUNTING: Orissa provides some of the finest shoot- 
ing in India. Herds of elephants are seen in the dense 
forests of the upper reaches of the river Mahanadi. Wild 
buffaloes are seen in the north-western part of the State. 
Only one animal may be killed on a shooting permit. 

There are man-eating tigers in the jungle area. The 
panther and cheetah are also common. Crocodile shooting 
is finest near Tikkapara, on the Mahanadi river. The 
Chilka lake is known for duck shooting. The common spe- 
cies found are Widgeon, Gray Comb Ducks, Bar-headed 
Geese and Pintail Pochards. The Chilka lake, about 97 
kms. (60 miles), is renowned for its rich bird life and a 
favourite resort for the anglers. Duck shooting is famous 
here and during the winter months the lake will be cov- 
ered with Himalayan Ducks. Facilities for fishing, yacht- 
ing, camping and picnicking are also available. 

INDUSTRIES: Large scale industries that are located 
in the State are: Textile, Cement, Refrigerators, Paper, 
Glass, Sugar, Iron and Steel, Potteries, Spinning Mills, 
Tube Mills, Refractories and Pipes, Ferro Manganese, Chlo- 
rine and Caustic Soda, Low Shaft Furnace, Structural 
Transmission Tower, Aluminium Cables, Steel Reinforced, 
Cast Iron Special and Cast Iron Spun Pipes. 

Small Scale Industries: Handloom, Hides and Skins, 
Salt, Horn Works, Bell Metal, Potteries, Filigree, Black- 
smithy, Carpentry, Cane Works, Rope Making, Toys, Mats, 
Brass Works, Applique Works, Stone Carving, Incense and 
Perfumery, Ivory Work, Golden Glass Products, Weaving 
and Bamboo Works are the most popular small scale and 
cottage industries. 

LOCAL TRANSPORT: De Luxe cars and station 
wagons can be hired from the Tourist Information Bureau, 
Government of Orissa, Bhubaneshwar. Besides these, 
buses and cycle rickshaws are the only other means of 
transport. 

PROHIBITION: Prohibition is in force, Liquor per- 
mits are issued on application to the District Magistrate 
Puri, or the Ex. Commissioner, Cuttack or Under Secre- 
tary, Revenue Dept., Bhubaneshwar. Unless all-state

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SIGHTSEEING PLACES & SIDE TRIPS 


Bhubaneshwar comprises of two cities; the old and 
the new. The latter is planned and self-contained with 
residential and office buildings. Old Bhubaneshwar is one 
a India’s oldest cities. There are magnificent temples 

ere. 

Temples: Temples in Orissa are mostly of sandstone. 
Wood is not used and it is built with stones held together 
with iron clamps. Mass prayers are offered in and aroun 
арав and hence there are spacious courts, tanks and 
walls. 

Lingaraj Temple: It is 39 m. (127 ft.) high. It consists 
of four distinct structures, the Duel Jagamohan Natman- 
dir and Bhogmandir. It has a plain interior as any other 
temple in Orissa. Human figures are carved. Entry 15 
forbidden to non-Hindus. At the north-east corner of the 
temple is a tank surrounded by small temples. 

Mukteswar Temple: Though the smallest of the tem- 
ples here, perhaps it is the loveliest. The floral decora- 
tions are extremely beautiful. The arches are elaborately 
decorated and carved and two reclining figures of women 
welcome you. 

Kedareswar: Although the exact date of this 12-metre 
(41’) high temple is not known it is considered to be older 
than the Lingaraj. The statue of Durga riding on a lion 
is its chief attraction. 

Parasurameshwar Temple: Considered the oldest of 
the temples here, and is barely 40’ high. There is a panel 
showing the marriage of Shiva and Parvati. All carvings 
represent Shaiva themes. 

Rajarani: This temple, nearly 58 ft. in hei 
built ot locally available yellowish sand-stone pelican 
It is situated to the east of Mukteshwar andi 
known as one of e uus ct Orissa art.

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pillars. The drawings on the wall, ornamented with eight 
tableaux, indicate more maturity and greater depth of 
craftsmanship. In the first tableau, a lady watches over 
her husband sleeping under a tree. In the second, a suitor 
makes advances to the.lady. In the third, the lady and 
her suitor fight and in the fourth the lady is carried away 
in the suitor's arms. Then follows the scenes of fleeing, 
pursuit and finally home-coming and dalliance. 

Hathi Gumpha: From the inscription in the Hathi 
Gumpha it is gathered that at 15, Crown Prince Kharavela 
was taught the art of state correspondence, accountancy, 
finance and civil, religious and political laws. The Hathi 
Gumpha inscription ends with the thirteenth year of 
Kharavela's reign and nothing further is known of him 
or his successors. 

Dhauli Caves: Situated five miles from Bhubanesh- 
war these caves have famous edicts of Ashoka. Carved 
elephants crown the low rock which bears the edicts. The 
Dhauli edicts are a vivid reminder of the famous Kalinga 
war which culminated in the renunciation by Ashoka of 
the concept of military conquest in favour of conquest 
through love and piety. | ] 1 

Udayagiri and Khandagiri: About 4 miles to the west 
of the new capital are the twin hills known as Udayagiri 
and Khandagiri hills. Some of these are natural caves, 
whereas the others are laboriously cut out of the rocks. 
The first cave the visitors come across is Swargapuri where 
plant life is vividly sculptured. 1 х 

Konarak—THE SUN TEMPLE: Konarak іп Sanskrit | 
means ‘The Sun’s Corner’. It is one of the four most im- 
portant pilgrim centres in Orissa, situated at a distance 
of 40 miles south-east of Bhubaneshwar. The Sun Temple 
is the grandest achievement of the Eastern school of archi- 
tecture, This was built by Kalinga workers, Although it 
is now in ruins it still speaks of its grandeur and beauty. 
One author summed up thus: “Konarak is a living testimony 
to the speculative daring and artistic sensibility of a race 
that once knew how to live, worship and create in heroic 
proportions". The Sun Temple is also known as the Black 
Pagoda because of the predominance of black granite in 
it. This temple was built by King Narasimha Deva I who 
ruled Kalinga in the 13th century. According to the court 
historian of Mughal Emperor Akbar, the cost was defray- 
ed by 12 years’ revenue of the province, 3 
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The beauty of the temple lies іп the sculpture of 
Konarak that constitutes a landmark in the development 0 
indian art. The walls are covered with exuberant carving 
covering every aspect of life. The main theme of the sculp- 
ture is love. There are beautifully. shaped figures in close 
embrace, dancing to the musical tunes, In female figures; 
feminine charms are so well depicted that the spectator 
is left speechless. In fact everything that is carved has 
a meaning to convey. The temple consists of the Nat Mandir 
(dancing hall) representing the carnival of life. The Nal 
Mandir stands in front of the Sun’s gorgeously sculpture 
chariot drawn by seven horses each representing each day 
of the week. Each wheel has 8 emblematic spokes—the 
eight pahars or divisions of the day and night. The cha- 
riot stands on 12 pairs of wheels symbolising the twelve 
months of the year. The tower of the temple has crumb- 
led under its own weight. A good deal of iron is also 
used and it remains even now unrusted. The seven hore 
of the Sun are believed to signify the seven days of ee

Memorial of Victory: It is inscribed that the temple 
was built by Raja Narasimha Deva of the Ganga dynasty 
towards the middle of the 13th century. This temple was 


built both as a shrine and as monument of his victory 
over Muslims. 
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Navaratan: Navaratan contains carvings of the nine 
grahas or planets. This was believed to be originally at 
the entrance to the temple. 

Chandra Bagh Mela: This Mela (Fair) is held when 
thousands of pilgrims visit this place for sea bath at sun- 
rise. It is considered to be holy. 

There is an archaeological museum here which con- 
tains some of the relics from the crumbled parts of the 
temple. 

Puri: Puri has given the word ‘Juggernaut’? to the 
English language. With an equable climate and an excel- 
lent beach, it is a popular sea-side resort. It is also one 
of the holiest places in India, being the site of the famous 
temple of Jagannath (Lord of the World). 

Puri is 399 kms. (310 miles) from Caleutta by rail 
and 60 kms. (37 miles) from Bhubaneshwar. Thousands 
of Hindu pilgrims visit Puri during the Car Festival in 
June|July. 

TRANSPORT: Puri is connected by direct rail ser- 
vice with Calcutta and Bhubaneshwar and via Khurda 
Road with Madras, Visakhapatnam and Hyderabad. For 
local transport station wagons can be hired from Orissa 
Road Transport.

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Gokul to Mathura and takes place in June or July each 
year. The images are brought out from the temple and 
they are carried in huge wooden chariots. The largest of 
the chariots is that of Lord Jagannath. Pilgrims drag the 
cars. The pilgrims believe that if anyone touches the 
image of Lord Jagannath on this occasion he is freed 
from the cycle of births. The image returns to the temple 
after eight days. Non-Hindus can view the temple from 
the terrace of the Raghunandan Library. No photographs 
should be taken inside the temple. 

The other important festivals in Puri are: Jhulan Yatra 
(July/August), Rasayatra (October/November), Chandan 
Yatra (April/May), Dola Yatra (February|March) and 
Purnima Yatra (May|June). 

The Indradyumna Tank and Narendra Tank are con- 
sidered to be very old and sacred. The Raghunandan Lib- 
rary has some valuable palm-leaf manuscripts. 

The ancient art of stone carving survives at Puri in 
Pathariashah, along a narrow lane of which live heredi- 
tary artisans who make miniature replicas of Orissa’s 
beautiful temples and sculptures. The sea-beach here is 
ideal for bathing and swimming. 

Chilka Lakes: Formed by green hills to its west and 
south and separated from Bay of Bengal by sandy ridges, 
is the pearl-shaped shallow expanse of water which is in 
the extreme south of Puri district. This has the credit of 
being the largest freshwater lake in India. In the north 
it loses itself in endless shallows and islands which appear 
just above the surface of the water. 

The lake is 72 kms. (45 miles) in length and 16 kms. 
(10 miles) in width. Ofcourse its size varies with seasonal 
fluctuations. Once the rain starts the sea-water is driven 
out and Chilka becomes a fresh-water lake. In November- 
March the sea-water fills it. 

The scenery of the lake is varied and exceedingly 
picturesque in some parts. It offers excellent opportuni- 
ties for big and small.games, duck shooting and fishing 
The best time of visiting this place is during October ап 
April There are two good shooting grounds near Balu- 
goan. One is Dhuan Nali, 16 miles north-west of Balu- 
goan. There is a forest Rest House here. The other place 
is Barbera Rajin, which is 9 miles west of Dhuan. There 
are two Forest Rest Houses at Rajin and an Inspection 
Bungalow. Permits for shooting on the lake are to be 
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obtained from the District Magistrate, Puri, or Sub-Divi- 
sional Officer, Khurda. For hunting in the blocks, apply 
to the Divisional Forest Officer, Puri Division, Khurda. 

TRANSPORT: Balugoan, Khalli Kote, Chilka and 
Rambha on the Calcutta-Madras section of the South- 
Eastern Railway are the railway stations for Chilka. Orissa 
Road Transport Company operates regular bus-services 
from Cuttack to Berhampur via Chilka Lake. For local 
transport cycle rickshaws and tongas are available. Boats 
can be hired for boating in the lake.

sudden current changes.

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Cuttack: Until recently Cuttack was the capital of 
Orissa. It is situated at the head of the Mahanadi delta. 
The road from Bhubaneshwar to Cuttack crosses the river 
Katjuri before entering Cuttack. 

Cuttack was founded by Anangabhi Madheva III at 
the beginning of the 15th century. This place is the source 
of irrigation in the State. Cuttack is well-known for its 
filigree work in gold and silver. 

Barabati Fort: This fort was built in 13th century. 
It was a nine-storey building during the time of Akbar, 
but now only the gateway and moat remains. Opposite 
the gateway is a modern stadium. Cuttack has a Central 
Rice Research Institute, Medical College, Engineering Col- 
lege and Broadcasting Station. 

Hirakud Project; In Raipur district the Mahanadi al- 
ways causes floods or drought every year. It used to waste 
an average of 74 million acre feet of water annually. The 
Hirakud Project has harnessed the river Mahanadi to 
bring prosperity to the people of Orissa. The dam is the 
longest of its kind in the world and has been built en- 
tirely by Indian skill. 

On either flank of the dam is a minar (tower) at the 
top of a hill. The dam was inaugurated by the late Prime 
Minister Nehru in 1957 and was named by him as place 
of “Tirth Yatra.” 

Permits to visit the Power House are issued by the 
Information Officer during office hours, Photographing 
the dam is strictly prohibited. Boats or motor launches 
are available for boating in the reservoir, Swimming is 
possible in the reservoir and fishing is also allowed.

deme Rourkela was an unknown village in Orisa 
a few years ago, but now it is a flourishing industrial town- 
Ship where one of India's major steel plants is located. 
Rourkela Steel produces large pipes for conveying crude 
petroleum, steel plates, sheets etc. The factory gets almost 
all the raw materials from the surrounding area. Rourkela 
has also a fertilizer plant producing annually 6,00,000 tons 
of cheap nitro lime stone fertilizers, There is a technical 
institute to train the labourer. 

Indira Gandhi Park: This park has an acreage 
of 28 acres. It consists of an Observation Tower, Lake, 
Children's Garden, Railway Mughal Garden, Green House, 
Rose Garden, etc. 7 miles from here is Vedavyasa Temple, 
which is considered as the birth place of the great sage 
Vedavyasa, the author of the epic Mahabharata. 

TRANSPORT: Air: Rourkela is linked with Calcutta 
and Jamshedpur by IAC thrice a week. Rail: Rourkela 
is on the Caleutta and Nagpur-Bombay route of the South-

The Dutch captured it in 
1693 but a peace treaty between the French and the Dutch 
gave it back to the French. 

De facto transfer of the former French possessions in 
India took place on November 1st, 1954 following an agree- 
ment between the Government of India and the Govern- 
ment of France. The Union Territory of Pondicherry is 
directly administered by the Government of India through 
a Lieutenant-Governor.

Bhakra Nangal: This 740-foot high dam is the highest 
straight gravity dam in the world. Bhakra is among mo- 
dern India's most imposing river valley projects. Nangal 
which forms a part of this project also has a small dam in 
which a hydel channel takes off. A few interesting excur- 
sions to adjoining places of interest can be taken from 
Nangal. The 1750-million-rupee project consists of the 
Bhakra and Nangal dams, Ganguwal and Kotla Power House, 
Nangal Hydel Channel and the Bhakra Canal System. A 
30 ft. wide roadway has been provided at the top of the 
dam. Two elevators, one on either side of the spill-way, 
have been provided for access to the dam. It has the larg- 
est river diversion tunnels in the world. Неге one wit- 
nesses the longest belt conveyor system in Asia and one 
of the most modern concrete production factories in the 
world. ' ' 
The dam is more than three times the height of Qutb 
Minar at Delhi. In volume, it could easily include within 
its dimensions a sixty-storey skyscraper with 1,00,000 rooms. 
It would contain the water of Sutlej in a vast lake with 
a capacity of 7.4 million acres feet. The volume could 
meet the domestic needs of the entire country for one 
year. The concrete poured into the foundation of this 
dam would be sufficient to construct an 8 ft. wide con- 
crete road round the world at the Equator.

The Rajasthan women’s dress is Ghagra, half- sleeved 
bodice and an Odhni which is about 2.2 m. (215 yards) in 
length. From head to foot they wear traditional jewellery. 
Ivory bangles, white and tinted, are worn by all married 
women. 

JAIPUR: Surrounded by embattled walls with rugged 
hills on three sides, Jaipur, the rose-pink capital of Rajas- 
than, is one of the most picturesque cities in the world 
and a favourite with tourists. 307 kms. (191 miles) from 
Delhi, Jaipur lies on Delhi-Ahmedabad route of the West- 
ern Railway.

. Jaipur takes its name from its founder Sawai Jai 
Singh, a prince, soldier, astronomer and builder who as- 
cended the throne of Amber in 1699, when Aurangzeb 
was ruling in Delhi. The city of Jaipur was planned 
and built in 1734, when there were few planned cities 
even in Europe, for defence against the attacks of the 
Marathas. The wide streets of the city are flanked by 
houses with latticed windows. The rose-pink colour lends 
enchantment to the scene which appears magnificent at 
sunset.

University 
of Udaipur at Udaipur and University of Rajasthan at 
Jaipur. Economics, History, Political Science, Public Ad- 
ministration, Chemistry, Physies, Mathematics, Zoology, 
Botany, Law, Sociology, Geology, Library Science and 
Statistics are the subjects taught under these universities. 


ELECTRICITY: The electricity projects are Bhakra- 
Nangal Hydel Project and Chambal Project. 

FISHING: Fishing is available at various places in 
Rajasthan and the permit has to be taken from the Fish- 
eries Development Officer, Rajasthan, Jaipur. The main 
ideal fishing centres are Ramgarh Lake, Ajmer, Anasagar 
and Beer Tank and in Udaipur it is Fatehsagar and Swa- 
roopsagar. In Mount Abu no fishing is permitted in Nakki 
Lake, but may be had in Bendmere Lake, en route to 
Sunset Point. In Bandi, fishing is available in Hindoli 
Tank, Kanakasagar at Dughari and Burdha Dam. 


HUNTING: Rajasthan is speciallp known for tiger 
shooting, pig-sticking and imperial sand-grouse and migra- 
tory duck shoots. One can satisfy his desire to shoot 
either with camera or gun. The forest area where wild 
life is plentiful have been divided into shooting blocks. 
Each block has three to four water holes and a few good 
camping grounds within easy approach of a rest house or 
a town. The season for shooting lasts from March to Octo- 
ber. The forest area is around Alwar, Kotah, Bundi, Baran 


and Jhalawar. 

- During the winter months, ie. November to March, 
Bikaner and Bharatpur are most inviting for imperial sand- 
grouse and duck shooting. The great grey and black par- 
tridges, fowl and some kinds of quail and snipe, green and 
blue pigeons, floricans, teals, geese, pochards and ducks of 


many kinds are seen there. | 
To ensure the preservation of wild life, five blocks, 
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viz. Sariska in Alwar, Keoladeo Ghana in Bharatpur, Van 
Vihar in Dholpur, Darrah in Kottah, Jaisamand in Udai- 
pur and one in Sawai Madhopur are declared reserved 
areas or wild life sanctuaries. Shooting, hunting, netting 
and trapping of animals and birds are prohibited in these 
areas. 
Around Jaipur ‘enroute’ to Achalgarh near Uria and 
the forest around Bandi, small and big games are available. 
Tigers, panthers, sambhar, black bear, peacock are the 
species. Arms and ammunitions are available from Rajen- 
dra Arms, Bombay House, Mirza Ismail Road. All arrange- 
ments for shikar in Rajasthan can be made through re- 
cognised Shikar Agents of this region. Permits should be 
obtained from the Divisional Forest Officer, Udaipur.

SIGHTSEEING PLACES AND SIDE TRIPS 

The City Palace: This city palace is entered from the 
south by the Tripolia Gate and from the east of the Sirek- 
ki-Deorhi Gate. The buildings surrounding the outer court 
are called Jaleb Chawk. Inside the palace, the Mubarak 
Mahal was built by Maharaja Sawai Madho Singh II in 1990. 
The Diwan-i-Am (hall of the public audiences) consists 
of a big hall and a gallery on one side from where the 
Royal ladies used to witness the court ceremonials. The 
Durbar Hall now houses the Maharaja’s private collections 
of rare paintings and manuscripts. The Chandra Mahal 
is a seven-storey cream-white structure majestically rising 
above the surrounding buildings. The armoury (Silehkhana) 
within the palace has a very fine collection of old arms 
in India. 

Govindji Temple: Govindji Temple is towards the 
north of Chandra Mahal. The idol in the temple, was 
prought by Sawai Jai Singh from Mathura to save it from 
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Emperor Aurangzeb’s attack. Outside the Mubarak Mahal 
is the Jaipur Observatory situated in the palace compound 
itself. This was built by Sawai Jai Singh. 

Hawa Mahal: The Hawa Mahal or the Palace of Winds 
is situated by the side of the city palace. It was built by 
Maharaja Sawai Pratap Singh in 1799 and has elaborate 
and grand architecture. The five storeys have semi-octa- 
gonal windows with perforated screens. The cool breeze 
blowing through the numerous screens have given the 
building its name. 

The Museum: The Museum is situated towards the 
south of the city and it is in the Ram Nivas Gardens. It 
was built in 1876 by Maharaja Ram Singh II to comme- 
morate the visit of Prince Albert. The museum contains 
a vast collection of arts and crafts which include Metal- 
ware, Ivory Carvings, Jewellery, Textile, Pottery, Wood 
Carving, Sculptures and Paintings. 


Chhatris: To the north of Jaipur at Gaitor there are 
the cenotaphs of the rulers of Jaipur at the foot of the 
Nahargarh Hill. The finest of all the cenotaphs is that of 
Sawai Jai Singh which has carvings and decorations. 

Galta: To the east of the city is a range of hills, The 
temple of Sun God is a grand sight. Tanks and pavilions 
enhance the loveliness of this beautiful sport. 

Amber: Amber is 11 kms. (7 miles) to the north-east 
of Jaipur on the main road to Delhi. It was the capital 
of the Kachhawa Rajputs before Jaipur was built. The 
Kachhawas are said to be the descendants of Prince Kush, 
the eldest son of Rama, the king of Ayodhya and the hero 
of the great epic Ramayana. 

The Palace: Construction of the Amber Palace was 
begun by Raja Man Singh early in the 17th century and 
completed by Sawai Jai Singh. It has arched gateway 
which leads to the double gateway called Singh Pol which 
has a long flight of steps, that leads to the Diwan-i-Am or 
Hall of the Public Audience. This hall is an exquisite 
specimen of Rajput architecture. It is said that the pain- 
tings aroused jealousy in Emperor Jahangir and they were 
just covered with plaster. The Ganesh Pol leads into the 
inner court of the royal apartments. The ceilings and walls 
of Sheesh Mahal, Jas Mandir, the Sohag Mandir and Sukh 
Mandir are all decorated with glass, ivory, sandalwood, 
ete.

The 
last Hindu ruler of Ajmer was Prithviraj Chauhan. After 
him it was ruled by Mumammed Ghori, Timur, Rana 
Kumbha of Mewar, Maldeo Rathor and Akbar successively. 

Within the Fort of the Taragarh Hill stands the Adhai- 
din-ka-Jhonpra, the perfect specimen of architecture. There 
is a belief that this Adhai-din-ka-Jhonpra (two and half 
days’ hut) is so known because Muhammed Ghori ordered 
thàt the hut should be ready in two and a half days for 
him to pray. 

Dargah Khwaja Sahib: This is the most sacred of all 
Muslim shrines in India. It has the mausoleum of Khwaja 
Muin-ud-din Chishti, comprising two mosques, an assemb-

In the middle of the 
tank is another pavilion which is said to be Padmini’s 
island retreat. There are a number of temples amidst 
the ruins of the Fort. These temples are noteworthy for 
their lavish carvings and exquisite grace. The famous 
temple associated with Meera Bai is situated nearby. Meera 
Bai was married to Kunwar Bhoj Raj, and when she be- 
came a widow after 7 years, she became a saint, poetess 
and a devotee to her deity.

Udaipur: Udaipur (City of Sunrise) has manifold at- 
tractions like enchanting lakes, marble palaces, luxurious 
gardens and old temples. Udaipur is 298 kms. (185 miles) 
from ‘Ajmer and 191 kms. (119 miles) from Marwar. The 
city, overlooks the calm, blue water of Lake Pichola. It is 
surrounded by a wall which has 4 main gates—Suraj Pol on 
the east, Hathi Pol on the north, Brahma Pol on the west 
and Kishan Pol on the south. 

The Palaces: The Maharana’s Palace built by succes- 


sive rulers runs parallel to Lake Pichola. It has octagonal 
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Jodhpur: Jodhpur is 616 kms. (383 miles) from Delhi 
and 309 kms. (192 miles) from Jaipur. The city is encir- 
cled by a stone wall and was founded in 1458 by Rao Jodha. 

The FORT: The fort dominates the city. Fateh Pol or 
the Gate of Victory, was erected by Maharaja Ajit Singh 
to commemorate his victory over the Mughals in 1707. On 
the wall of Loha Pol, the last gate, are the palm marks 
of some ladies who immolated themselves on the funeral 
pyres of their husbands. 

The main buildings in the fort are the palaces, Moti 
Mahal and Phool Mahal, built by Maharaja Abhaya Singh, 
are the most important among them. Old weapons and 
arms issued by the rulers are displayed in the Sileh Khana. 

Among the many fine old buildings and temples in 
the city, are the Talhati-ka-Mahal and Raj Mahal on the 
bank of Gulab Sagar. Of the modern palaces Umaid Bha- 
van is a magnificent building. There are several attractive 
tanks in Jodhpur, of which Balsamand 15 very beautiful 
with a well-laid-out garden and a palace on its embank- 
ment. The Kailana is the largest tank in Jodhpur. 

Sardar Museum: In the Willingdon Garden, Exhibits 
local arts and crafts, inscriptional slabs, coins and sculp- 
tures from Kiradu, Osia, Bhinmal, Nagaur and other his- 
torical places in the region. About 8 kms. (5 miles) to the 
north of Jodhpur is Mandor, the old capital of Marwar. 
In the garden at Mandor are the cenotaphs of the former 
rulers of Jodhpur. The shrine of 330 million gods is an 
interesting sight. In the Hall of Heroes is a group of co- 
lossal figures carved out of a single rock.

Ranakpur: Along the western slopes of the Aravalli 
Hills is the celebrated Jain temple of Ranakpur. This tem- 
ple consists of 29 halls with 426 pillars full of sculptural 
decoration and no two pillars are alike here. Ranakpur is 
161 kms. (100 miles) by road from Jodhpur and about 96 
kms. (69 miles) from Udaipur. It is easy to reach from 
Falna Junction, which is on the Delhi-Ahmedabad section 
of the Western Railway. 

Jaisalmer: Jaisalmer is known as the Thar ог the Great 
Indian Desert and is on the north-western part of Rajas- 
than. The temple, fort and palaces are all built of yellow 
stones. This place is 113 kms. (70 miles) by road from 
Pokaran, the terminus of the Jodhpur—Pokaran line of 
the Northern Railway and 158 kms. (98 miles) from 
Barmer on the same railway. The city is named after 
Rawal Jaisal who built it in 1156. There are two main en- 
trances to the city, one on the west and the other on the 
east. The buildings are elaborately carved. The fort here 
can be approached by an entrance on the city side. The 
Maharwal Palace is crowned by a huge umbrella of 
metal mounted on a stone shaft, a solid emblem of the 
dignity of the Bhati Rajputs. The Jain temples here are 
also elaborately decorated. The Jin Bhadra Suri Gyana 
Bhandar has a good collection of the oldest manuscripts 
known in India. 

Bikaner: This place is said to be the seat of a great 
civilisation once, that is buried in sand. Bikaner is direct- 
ly connected by rail with Delhi (287 miles), Jaipur (235 
miles) and Jodhpur (154 miles). It is 1,221 kms. (759 miles) 
from Bombay via Ahmedabad and Marwar on the Western 
Railway. The city is surrounded by a stone wall which 
has five gateways built by Maharaja Gaj Singh. 

Fort of Bikaner was built by Raja Rai Singh. It has 37 
bastions, a strong curtain wall and 30’ wide moat and two 
entrances. The entrance to the fort is through Suraj Parol 
or Sun Gate. The Karan, Daulat and Fateh Parols are the 
other gates. The Sur Sagar, Deo Bilas Pavilion and Sheo 
Nivas Garden add to the charm of this place. 

The Karan Mahal, Phul Mahal, Sheesh Mahal, Chha- 
tar Mahal and Ganga Nivas are worth a visit for their 
grandeur. Outside the city is Lalgarh Palace, which has 
a collection of paintings. 31 kms. (19 miles) to its south- 
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west lies Gajner Palace, renowned as a place for imperial 
sand-grouse shooting. There are many Jain temples also 
here. At Devikund, 8 kms. (5 miles) to the east of Bika- 
ner, are the cenotaphs of the rulers of Bikaner. The oldest 
of them is that of Rao Kalyan Mai. 

The Ganga Golden Jubilee Museum at Bikaner has 
some of the finest terracottas belonging to the Gupta period. 
The silk robe presented by Emperor Jahangir to Raja Rai 
Singh is also exhibited here. The other exhibits are paint- 
ings, lacquer work on camel hides and wood and stone 
carvings. The white marble image of Saraswati (goddess 
of learning) is a peerless example of the sculptor’s art. 

TRANSPORT: Bikaner is connected by rail with Delhi 
via Loharo and with Bombay via Ahmedabad and by road 
with Jaipur, Udaipur, Jodhpur and Delhi, Taxis and tongas 
are available for local transport.

Bundi: 39 kms. (24 miles) west of Kutch is Bundi, Here 
one can see the stone-paved street with shops 2 to 2% m. 
(6 to 7% ft.) above road level. The street also serves as 
the overflow channel for the Naval Sagar. The castle of 
Hara Kings rises above the city in terraces, The huge gate- 
way leads to the palace. Inside the palace is the silver 
and gold throne which can be seen along with other relics 
of the past. On a terrace above is Rang Nivas, a small 
ornamental garden. Jait Sagar is a lovely lake set in the 
hills. Kshar Bagh is a group of 66 carved cenotaphs of 
the rulers of Bundi. Phool Sagar is a fine artificial lake 
above which are a palace and gardens.

Alwar: Alwar lies between Delhi and Jai i 
known for its palaces, museum, historical RUE 
and small game in the neighbouring forests.

The palace has buildings 
built in different styles. In a portion of this palace a 
museum is housed which has a collection of manuscripts 
and paintings and an armoury. 13 kms. (8 miles) south- 
west of the city is Siliserh, a beautiful lake where there is 
a lovely palace which is kept open to tourists. Around 
Alwar there are historical places of which the pre-Mughal 
mosques and tombs at Rejara are important.

The museum located in 
a portion of the palace, contains sculptures, inscriptions 
and other exhibits showing the art and culture of the 
region. Ап armoury is also attached to the museum. 

About 5 kms. (3 miles) south-east of Bharatpur is Keo- 
Jadeo Ghana, the fascinating Bird Sanctuary of Rajasthan 
The sanctuary has shrubs and trees providing excellent 
hide-outs for watching and photographing birds. 35 kms 
(22 miles) east of Bharatpur is Deeg. This place is devis 
for its palaces, gardens, fort, tanks and fountains.

Mount Abu is famous for the Dilwara Temples situa- 
ted about a mile and a half north of the bazar. The tem- 
ples are open from 12 noon to 6 p.m. They are all sculp- 
tured beautifully and are still fresh though they date back 
to a thousand years. There are two principal temples, 
one built in 1031 and the other in 1230 A.D. Near Dilwara 
is the lovely Nakki Talao. According to the legend, Nakki 
Talao was created by the gods who dug it with their nails 
and hence its name. The little inlets of this lake are ex- 
tremely beautiful. One can sail round the lake for a nomi- 
nal charge. A path through forests, lakes and ponds takes 
one to the point where one can enjoy the sunset by sitting 
on rustic seats covered by rocks. 

Beyond the lake is Robert’s Spur. The path to this 
place is thorny and difficult. In the distance is the village 
of Andra, from where villagers bring ghee, butter, eggs 
and other food stuffs for sale on the hills. It is a day’s 
excursion to Gaumukh (cow’s mouth), an ancient temple 
about 6 miles away from Abu. On the way is Kodra Dam, 
which provides water to the hill station. By 45 minutes 
walk one reaches the temple of Hanuman. An annual pil- 
grim fair is held here during August-September. On com- 
pleting 1,000-step stairway, one reaches Gaumukh. A little 
way further is the temple of a Vaishnava God. Near the 
temple is the marble image of Nandi, the holy bull, who 
is said to be responsible for the creation of Abu. The hill

А motorable road leads to the famous Siva temple at 
Achaleswar. Near the temple is a tank called Mandakini, 
the shores of which are studded with statues. Guru Shi- 
khar, which is 5,646’ high, is the highest point in Abu. 

Plenty of shikar can be had about eight to ten miles 
from Mount Abu. Tigers, panthers, sambars are the spe- 
cies found here. Permits may be obtained from the Forest 
Officer, Palanpur Town, District Banaskantka. Excellent 
hiking facilities are available at Guru Shikhar and Achal- 
garh. Ponies are available for riding. 

FISHING: Fishing is prohibited in the Nakki Talao 
but allowed in Bendmore lake. 

PROHIBITION: Prohibition is in force.

Bara Imambara: At the site of the fort, stands the 
Bara, the Great, Imambara, completely destroyed by the 
British in 1857. This was built by Asaf-ud-Daula in 1784 
The Muslim festival of Moharram is celebrated here every 
year. In this Imambara lie buried Asaf-ud-Daula and his 
wife. On one side of the Imambara is another mosque from 
the terrace of which can be seen Lakshman Tila. This is 
said to be the original place of the city which was founded 
by Lakshman. 

Chhota Imambara: To the west of Bara Imambara is 
Chhota Imambara, built by Nawab Muhamad Shah. 

The Picture Gallery: Close to the Imambara and the 
Red Brick Palace is the Picture Gallery, also built by 
Muhammed Ali Shah. On the first floor, in a large room, 
are the life-size portraits of the Nawabs of Awadh (Oudh). 

The Residency: Overlooking the river Gomati lie the 
ruins of the residence of the British representatives at the 
court of Awadh. 

_Martyr’s Memorial: On the banks of the Gomati in 
1957, Martyr's Memorial was put up in memory of those 
who laid their lives in the memorable struggle. 

Chhatar Manzil: This is an old palace. Now it houses 
the Central Drug Research Institute. Other places of in- 
terest are Shah Najaf, the mausoleum of Nawab Ghazi-ud- 
din Ali, the tombs of Sa'adat Ali Khan and of his wife 
Khurshed, Kaiser Bagh, built by the last Nawab of Awadh, 
Wazid Ali Shah and La Martiniere. 

CURIO SHOPS: Brocade and gold embroidered silk 
saris of Varanasi, Chikan of Lucknow, Hookah of Rampur, 
Mirzapur Carpets, Fancy Brassware, Pottery and Cutlery 
are the important handicrafts. Clay dolls and Kamdan in 
gold and silver threads also well flourish here. The main 
shopping centres of the town are Hazrat Ganj, Aminabad 
and Chowk. 

CULTURAL INSTITUTIONS: Bhatkhande Univer- 
sity of Indian Music is one of the most important schools 
of Indian classical music. Kathak dance is best developed 
in Lucknow. The metropolis of U.P. is a famous centre 
for dance and music. Bharatiya Sangeet Tatha Lalitkala 
Vidyapith, British Radio Building, the Mall, Kanpur and 
The Kamboj Saptkala Niketan, 564 Lakshmi Bhavan, 
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Meerut, are the important cultural institutions in the capl- 
tal cities. 

EDUCATION: The Universities in U.P. are: Agra 
University, Aligarh Muslim University, Allahabad Univer- 
sity, Banaras Hindu University, Gorakhpur University, 
Lucknow University, Roorkee University and U.P. Agri- 
cultural University. Besides there are 142 Degree Colleges. 


ELECTRICITY: The sources of electricity in U.P. are 
Hydel Unit of U.P. State Electric Board, Rihand Project 
of U.P. State Electric Dept. and Kanpur Electric Supply 
Administration. 

FISHING: U.P. has hundreds of miles of good fishing 
water. The Kumaon Lake is famous among them. In Naini- 
tal and Dehra Dun fishing, either in the lakes or in the 
upper reaches of rivers Ganges and Jamuna, is interesting. 
All those rivers provide big Mahseer. The Sarju and Sarda 
rivers are also open for a catch and here big Silund are 
in plenty in its lower reaches. The Ramganga offers Mah- 
seer fishing. There are also huge Gooneh and many other 
varieties. 


GARDENS: Lucknow can claim the name as the ‘City 
of Gardens’. The Sikander Bagh, laid out by the last 
Nawab, is now the National Botanical Garden. The Ba- 
narsi Bagh has a Zoological garden also. The Dilkush, 
which was the hunting lodge for the Nawabs, is a famous 
picnic spot now. Another big garden is Badshah Bagh. 
The southern and the northern zones have many species. 
Elephants, tigers, sambar, spotted deer, hog-deer, ghoil, 
barking deer etc. are seen in the southern zones. Birds 
like pea-fowl, jungle fowl, wild pigeons, black partridge, 
chakor, small bater, harial, pyura and phakras are seen in 
plenty. In the northern zone tharas, chairs, sarsaos, musk- 
deer, bashar and snow-leopard are seen. This region is 
particularly rich in bird life. Peacock, lungi pheasant, tur- 
gopine are the usual birds found here. 4

SIGHTSEEING PLACES AND SIDE TRIPS 

AGRA: Historically it is one of the most important cities 

of India, and lies on the banks of the river Yamuna, Agra 
became the capital of the Mughal rulers from Babar on- 
wards. It was however Shah Jahan who, in the 17th 
century, immortalised Agra by the construction of Taj 
Mahal. 
Taj Mahal: As every one knows Taj Mahal was built 
by Shah Jahan in memory of his beloved wife, Mumtaz 
Mahal. It is called a dream in marble, designed by Titans 
and finished by Jewellers. The construction of this incom- 
parable masterpiece was started in 1631, a year after the 
queen's death and took 17 years to complete it. Rising 
from a terrace, overlooking the river Yamuna, it has a 
great central dome surrounded by four smaller domes, 
while from the four corners of the terrace rises four spen- 
did minarets. Beneath the central dome where light filt- 
ers through a double screen of perforated marble, lie buried, 
side by side, the Emperor and his wife. The walls are in- 
laid with semi-precious stones, Taj in the moonlight might 
create the illusion of a dream in stone. 

The Fort: About 3 kms. from the Taj is the Fort of 
Agra on the right bank of the river Yamuna. Though it 
was originally built by Akbar it was remodelled by the 
successive generations. The fort is a massive irregular 
structure. The Amar Singh Gate is the entrance to the 


fort. 

Jakangiri Mahal: This was built by Akbar inside the 
fort and it remains even now without much damage. It 
has the Gujarat and Bengal styles combined. It was sup- 
posed to be the residence of the heir apparent and his family. 

When Shah Jahan ascended the throne he built the 
Diwan-i-Am (the hall of public audience). The floor and 
the roof are of red stones. There is a balcony where the

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emperor appeared every day to hear grievances and peti- 
tions. Other fascinating monuments are the Moti Masjid, 
Itmad-ud-daula, Jami Masjid, Chini-Ka- Rauza and Mau- 
soleum at Sikandra. 

Fatehpur Sikri: 37 kms. (23 miles) south-west of Agra 
lies the deserted capital of Akbar. No visitor should leave 
Agra without seeing the ruins of Fatehpur Sikri, This new 
capital of Akbar had to be abandoned for lack of adequate

The place where Alla- 
habad University is situated is known as Bharadwaja 
Ashram. The great sage Bharadwaja had sat and taught 
here. Facing this place is Anand Bhavan, the ancestral 
home of late Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru. A little to the 
west is Allahabad University. The Hindi Sahitya Samme- 
lan and Prayag Sangeet Samiti, are the two other impor- 
tant institutions. The University Library has 200,000 vo- 
lumes. The best-known is Public Library situated in the 
Public Park of the city. Other libraries are the State Cen- 
tral Library, the С. Y. Chintamani Memorial Library, 
the Annie Besant Library, the Bharati Bhavan Library and 
the Library of the Hindi Sahitya Sammelan. In the same 
extensive park is situated the Ganganath Jha Research 
Institute devoted to Sanskrit studies. Near the Public 
Library is the Motilal Nehru Park. 

The Museum, called the Allahabad Museum, contains 
a fine collection of arts and architectural pieces, books, fine 
collection of sculptures from Bharhut and Khajuraho and 
the paintings of Nicholas Roerich. A separate room con- 
tains various art and craft exhibits presented to late Prime 
Minister Jawaharlal Nehru at various places in India. 

Holy Prayaga: THE MAGH MELA: During the 
month of Magh (January-February) the month-long bath- 
ing festival is celebrated and Allahabad attracts pilgrims 
from all over the country. Once in twelve years the Magh 
Mela (under the title of Kumba Mela) is celebrated here. 
To see a Magh Mela crowd is to undergo an experience 
the like of which is not possible elsewhere—a veritable 
cavalcade of colours and costumes and hear all the hun- 
dreds of languages and dialects spoken in India. 

Akbar's Fort: This fort has many remains which are 
kept undisturbed. In the temple two logs of wood, arranged 
in the shape of a tree, can be seen. These logs are the sym- 
bols of the Akshaya-Vat, which it is said was cut off by 
an order of the Emperor because people used to jump off 
the Sacred tree to die by drowning in the Yamuna under 
the belief that they would go straight to heaven. The most 
ancient of the monuments inside the fort is the Ashoka 
Pillar erected in 232 B.C.

VARANASI: Varanasi is a city of fairs and festivals. It 
celebrates about four hundred of them during the year. 
Banaras, is now being restored to the original name Vara- 
nasi. Pilgrims in the old days walked on foot to reach 
this place—sometimes it took years for them to return 
home—the modern pilgrims can reach by plane or air- 
conditioned trains in no time. 

Varanasi is situated on the left bank of the sacred river 
Ganga. The sacred city of Banaras has always been a seat 
of learning and the home of philosophers and grammarians. 
Even today the Banaras University attracts students from 
all parts of India and abroad, for courses in Science, Ad- 
vanced mathematics and Humanities. Five miles away from 
Varanasi and two furlongs from Sarnath Railway Station 
lies Sarnath, where the Lord Buddha first made his doc- 
trines known to the world. Banaras has been the city of 
Hindu teaching and many sages and religious reformers 
have visited the city in search of learning and disciples. 
Among these include the Buddha, Sankaracharya, Rama- 
nuja, Kabir, Nanak, Tulsidas, Chaitanya Mahaprabhu and 
many others. The Jains too hold this city in great reve- 
rence. The rivers are the most fascinating for the travel- 
lers. The ghats represent a picturesque spectacle of tem- 

Је spires, old trees and minarets. 

Vishwanath Temple: This is the holiest spot in the city. 
The temple of Vishwanath dedicated to Vishwashwara or 
God Shiva is interesting to see. Varanasi was famed for 
the temple of Vishwanath for 2,000 years. The Muslim 
leaders have invaded this temple many a times but Au- 
rangzeb wanted to build Gyan Vapi mosque behind the

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temple. The present Vishwanath temple was built by 
Maharani Ahalyabai of Indore in the 18th century. 

There are numerous other temples especially in the 
crowded river bank localities and there are establishments 
of large religious orders of Sadhus, institutions for im- 
parting religious instructions, chaultries and orphanges. 
In the field of Hindustani music, Varanasi is noted for 
her distinctive school of the charming light classical thumri 
and for her shahnai and tabla. 

Archaeological Museum: The antiquities so far collect- 
ed in this museum are primarily Buddhist but there are 
also quite a few of Brahminical (Hindu) times as well. 
Gupta sculptures are by far the most numerous. The two 
most famous items are outstanding masterpieces of the 
sculptor’s art, the image of the seated Buddha in the act 
of revolving on Wheel of Law (Dharamachakra-Pravartna) 
and the Lion Capital of Ashoka. 

Sarnath: Sarnath was a renowned centre of religion 
and learning from the 6th century B.C. to 12th century 
A.D. It was here Buddha had attained Englighten- 
ment and the Buddhist religion was born. Recent excava- 
tions have brought out the remnants of numerous temples 
and stupas. There were monastries in the area around. 
The Dhamekh Stupa here is 46 m. (150 ft.) high. In 1931 
a magnificent Buddha temple called the Mulagandhakuti 
Vihara was built by the Mahabodhi Society, The walls are 
decorated with scenes from the Buddha’s life, painted by 
the Japanese artist Kosetsu Nosu. The antiquities so far 
discovered are housed in a museum. Sarnath has also 2 
deer park. 

Other places of interest are Bharatmata Mandir, Durga 
Temple, Banaras Hindu University, Ramanagar Palace, 
Bathing Ghats and Banaras silk sari and gold and silver 
brocade bazar.

Krishna Mission. 

KUMBA MELA (Fair): The world-famous Fair is held 
once in every twelve years, like Prayaga in Allahabad. 
The most celebrated bathing ghat is the Harki Paire (the 
foot of the Lord) and in close proximity to it is the Gan- 
gadwar temple, the most famous of Hardwar’s many 
shrines. It is essential to get inoculated against cholera 
before partaking in the Fair.

BADRINATH AND KEDARNATH: Hardwar is the 
gateway to two of the Hindus’ most sacred shrines, Badri- 
hath and Kedarnath, deep in the central Himalayas, From 
Hardwar, Badrinath is at a distance of 295 kms. (183 miles). 
A motorable road has now been constructed upto Badri- 
nath. Rishikesh, Deva Prayag, Srinagar and Rudraprayag 
are major pilgrim centres on this road rout. Joshimath is 
the place considered to be the winter abode of Lord Bad- 
rinath. The great sage philosopher Sankaracharya had 
established his northern most math (religious centre of 
Hinduism) here. 

BADRINATH: 3,172 m. (10,400 ft.) high lies Badrinath 
on a small plateau between the Narayan Parbat on the 
one hand and the Alanknanda river on the other side. The 
main idol in the temple is of Vishnu seated in a medita- 
tive pose. To his left are the idols of Kubera, the God of 
wealth and the silver image of Garuda. The town and the 
temple are closed in the third week of November, When 
they close it a lamp is filled with ghee which remains 
lighted till the temples reopens, 

SEASON TO VISIT: Season is from May to October. 
The temple opens in the second week of May every year. 
,. KEDARNATH (11,750 ft): Kedarnath is famous for 
its Siva temple which stands in the legendary path taken 
by five Pandavas, heroes of the famous Hindu epic, the Maha- 
bharata, on their last earthly journey.

The Howrah Bridge: Its main span is 1,500 ft. long and 
is the third largest bridge of its kind in the world. To 
enjoy its beauty one should take a launch out into the mid- 
stream. Under the bridge the ocean-going vessels glide. 

Monuments: To the right of the Jessore Road in the 
city, there can be seen a long outline of a Colonial Bun- 
galow that was once used by Lord Clive, founder of Bri- 
tish power in India. Across the road is the park known as 
Maidan which has trees, plants and fountains. Here the 
citizens can spend much of their leisure, The nearness of 
the Maidan has made these parts of the city the best to 
live in. 


The Ochterlony Monument, which is 50 metres (158’) 
high, has 218 steps. To climb it 
from the Commissioner of Police.

Fort William: The fort na i i

was completed in 1773 and is unique in that, а 
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has been fired from it. It has own church, swimming pool, 
boxing stadium, parade and football grounds, Firing Ranges, 
Post and Telegraph offices, cinemas and bazar. Permission 
to visit the fort should be obtained from the Officer Com- 
manding of the Fort. 

Victoria Memorial: Victoria Memorial is the noblest 
monument in Calcutta. This was opened by the Duke of 
Windsor, then Prince of Wales, in 1921. There are 3,500 
exhibits in the 25 galleries. A rosewood piano used by the 
Queen, a series of mural decorations, statues, portraits, 
manuscripts, armours, firearms, furniture and lithographs 
etc., are stored here. In the Royal Gallery is a collection 
of paintings representing events in the life of Queen 
Victoria. Visiting hours: 10 to 4-30. 

St. Paul Cathedral: St. Paul Cathedral is situated on 
the other side of the Cathedral Road. It is the first Cathe- 
dral Church to be erected in the East. It was built by 
Bishop Wilson in 1847. The Cathedral is best seen at sun- 
set. Nearby are the Planetarium and Academy of Fine 
Arts. 
Asiatic Society of Bengal: Across Chowringhee is the 
residential area usually described as ‘South of Park Street’. 
In the Park Street is situated the Asiatic Society of Ben- 
gal. The Society’s library has 20,000 rare volumes, some of 
which are. fine examples of the oriental paintings as well 
as calligraphy in Sanskrit, Arabic, Persian and Hindi. 

Belvedere National Library: This mansion was the 
home of the Lieutenant Governors of Bengal and was later 
used by successive Viceroys of India. Today it houses In- 
dia’s largest National Library. 

Zoological Garden: This garden is spread over an area 
of about 45 acres in Alipore. The Zoological Garden in 
Calcutta was opened by King Edward II in 1876. Nearby 
are the Horticultural gardens, which contain some rare 
specimens of tropical flora. Visiting hours: 6 a.m. to 5 p.m. 

Dhakuria Lakes: On the way to the residential dis- 
trict of Ballygunge is Dhakuria Lake. This is a fine pic- 
nic Spot. Here there is stadium for concerts of music and 
dancing. Nearby js the Ramakrishna Mission. Rowing 
Clubs have been formed and regattas are regularly held 


on the lakes. 
The Eden Gardens: Behind Raj Bhavan is the’ orna- 
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mental park known as the Eden Gardens. In the park 
are situated the Ranji Stadium for sports and exhibitions. 
West of it is the State Legislative Assembly. i 
Dalhousie Square: On the other side of the Hasting 
Street and half a mile to the north-west of Chowringhee, 
around a picturesque tank, is Dalhousie Square, the hub 
of West Bengal’s administration and commerce. 13-storey- 
ed new Secretariat and General Post Office are also here. 
Turning to the right from here one faces Writers’ Build- 
ing, so-called because it was used as a residence for writ- 
ers or junior employees of the East India Company. 
Nakhoda Mosque: Chitpur is the place where a tourist 
can buy waist-coat buttons of delicate silver filigree or 
velvet slippers embroidered in gold and silver thread. 
North of Dalhousie Square, Chitpur Road, leads to Nakhoda 
Mosque, the most important place of Muslim worship in 
the city. The prayer hall can accommodate 10,000 persons, 
It is modelled on the Emperor Akbar’s Tomb at Sikandra, 


near Agra, and is a fine specimen of Indo-Saracenic archi- 
tecture.

Marble Palace: About a mile to the south, on Chitta- 
rajan Avenue, is Marble Palace with its well-laid-out gar- 
dens dotted with statues and possessing a number of avia- 
ries. The Palace is also a treasure-house of arts. It has 
paintings by Rubens, Sir Joshua Reynols, Nicolas Pos- 
saino and other famous painters. 

Tagore House: Tagore's house is another centre of pil- 
grimage in Chitpur. In this historic house, associated with 
poet-lauriet Debendranath, the great poet, dreamer and 
visionary, Rabindranath Tagore, was born and mused in 
his early days. He composed many of his immortal poems 
here and there he passed away in 1941. 

Government House: Government House or Raj Bhavan, 
as it is now called, was built by Lord Wellesley on the 
pattern of Kedleston Hall, Lord Curzon's ancestral house 
in Derbyshire. It has many rare works of arts. In the 
Throne Room is the throne of Tippu Sultan. 

A little to the west of the Raj Bhavan is the State 
Legislative Assembly and near it is the High Court which

Garumara Sanctuary: From Jalpaiguri there is a 
motorable road to Garumara Sanctuary.

Balapara: Balapara Bholka Range. It is known for 
wild life and natural scenery. The Sankoo river is famous 
for fishing. Upto Jorai Station one can go by rail and the 
rest of the 14 miles by jeep. There is a well equipped 
Inspection Bungalow maintained by the Forest Department. 

Murshidabad: The name Murshidabad was derived 
from the mighty Nawab Murshid Kuli Khan, who had 
shifted his capital from Dacca to this town in 1705. Mur- 
shidabad has been a centre of the silk, ivory and brass- 
ware industries for centuries and even now these indu- 
stries are carried on in the villages around Murshidabad. 

Hazar-Duari is the Nawab's Palace. It is situated on 
the banks of Bhagirathi within the walled Nizamat Kila. 
The other buildings within the Kila (fort) are Imambara, 
Madina, three mosques, one clock tower and some residen- 
tial quarters. Visitors should get permission from the 
Private Secretary to the Nawab Bahadur of Murshidabad.

'The quaint Buddhist shrines and monasteries, the happy 
charming care-free faces of the hill folk and picturesque 
scenes all around, make Darjeeling the most popular sum- 
mer resort and Bengal's star attraction in the eastern re- 
gion. The title it bears as the "Queen of Hill Stations" is 
the gift of its countless lovers. Darjeeling lies 663 kms 
(412 miles) north of Calcutta. A rail journey is tedious 
but by air it is a mere 75-minute hop to Bagdogra, a cool 
mountain base. From here Darjeeling is 55 miles by road. 

Siliguri, five miles away, is the starting point of the 
exciting journey by rail or road to Darjeeling. All along 
its 50-mile route to Siliguri, the "Toy Train’ runs close 
to the motor road and passes through the bazars, shops and 
way-side restaurants. 

The train journey from Calcutta to Darjeeling takes 

90 hours and involves a ferry crossing from Sakrigali Ghats 
to Mahihari Ghats and other changes from metre gauge 
to the "Toy Train' for the last leg of the journey in the 
hills, The hill road from Siliguri to Darjeeling is excel- 
lent and winds its way through tea gardens and tropical 
forests. 
Distance: The distance from Calcutta to Darjeeling is 
279 miles by air upto Bagdogra and 55 miles by road from 
Bagdogra to Darjeeling. By rail it is 412 miles and by road 
459 miles.

Floating Festival (MADURAI): The birth anniversary 
of Tirumala Nayak (the 17th century ruler of Madurai) 
is the day of the great Floating Festival at Madurai. 
Temple deities, clothed in silks and decked with jewels 
and flowers, are taken in a grand procession to a big 
tank known as Mariamman Teppakulam. The deities are 
placed in a gaily decorated float illuminated with hundreds 
of lamps and taken round the tank to the accompaniment 
of instrumental music. 

FEBRUARY-MARCH: Holi: Holi is the festival of 
colours. People squirt colour water on friendly passers- 
by. In the evening, preceding the colour festival, bon- 
fires are lit. These symbolise the burning of Holika and 
the destruction of Evil. It is celebrated with great enthu- 
Siasm in Uttar Pradesh, Punjab, Rajasthan and Delhi. 

Shivratri: This night is dedicated to the worship of 
Siva, and is celebrated throughout India. 

Shivratri or Herat has a special significance in Kash- 
mir. It lasts for 15 days. On the thirteenth day, called Herat 
or Herchatruah, the great Shivratri day, fast is observed 
during the day and Bhairava Puja is performed in the 
evening. This is followed by a family feast. On this 
Occasion, before Shivratri day, all married women, young

Thousands of devotees 
gather on the bank of the sacred river Sarayu for a dip.

Jayaistha Ashtami: The eighth day of the bright fort- 
night of Jyaistha is the birthday of the goddess Ragniya, 
who is believed to have her abode in Kheer Bhavani in 
Kashmir, about 22 kms. (14 miles) from Srinagar. Thou- 
sands of Hindus go there on this day and spend the whole 
night in prayers and offerings of milk and flowers. 

Muharram: It is a 10-day observance of intense mourn- 
ing by the Muslim community to commemorate the mar- 
tyrdom of Imam Hussain, the grandson of the holy pro- 
phet Mohammed. Muslims observe a fast in which even 
water is forbidden. Tazias, replicas of the martyr's tombs at 
Karbala, beautifully made with paper and bamboo, are 
carried in procession and buried. A horse, symbolising

Although it is 
a Muslim festival, many Hindus visit their Muslim friends. 

Naag Panchami: The Cobra has exercised a great fas- 
cination on the minds of Indians. Many attribute to this 
reptile strange powers to cure ceratin types of ailments 
and the capacity to bring good luck. Reverence to the 
Cobra (Naag) is still shown by many people all over the 
country on the occasion of Naag Panchami. This day is 
dedicated to the great mythical serpent called Shesha on 
whom Vishnu, the Hindu God of Preservation, reclines for 
contemplation during the interval between the dissolution 
and creation of two universes. At Jodhpur, in Rajasthan, 
huge cloth effigies of the mythical serpent are displayed 
and the fair attracts thousands of people who gather there 
attired in colourful costumes. 

AUGUST 15th: Independence Day: India achieved In- 
dependence on the 15th of August, 1947. This day the Na- 
tional Flag is hoisted and public tributes are paid to the 
national heroes. The President in Delhi and the Gover- 
nors in the state capitals hold receptions in the evening. 

Raksha Bandhan: On this day, sisters are supposed to 
be in position to demand anything from their brothers. 
When a girl ties a rakhi on the wrist of a man, he gets

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the rare privilege of acting the part of her brother. This 
festival is observed mainly in Northern and Western India. 

AUGUST|SEPTEMBER: Urs Shah Hamdan: (Srinagar): 
Shah Hadmdan was a Muslim saint of Persia, who visited 
Kashmir towards the end of the fourteenth century. His 
shrine in Srinagar is greatly revered by Muslims who 
hold urs (fair) every year to commemorate his visit to 
this happy valley. 

Ganesh Chaturthi: (VINAYAKA-CHATURTHI): This 
festival runs for seven to ten days starting on the fourth 
day of Bhadra month. It is largely observed in Maharash- 
tra, Goa, Gujarat and some parts of Madhya Pradesh. The 
clay images of Ganesh, Elephant-headed God of good 
omens, are worshipped by thousands at home for a few 
days and then taken out in grand colourful processions 
accompanied by the sound of cymbals and drums to be 
finally immersed in the sea or a river. This is a great day 
of rejoicing for all. Dances and music add to the picture- 


squeness. It is the most spectacular festival of Maha- 
rashtra. 


SEPTEMBER|OCTOBER: Onam: The greatest festival 
of Kerala is Onam, which the entire population celebrates 
with great gusto. It is primarily a harvest festival ob- 
served not only within every home but out in the open, 
against the background of lush green tropical vegetation 
in which the region abounds, The most exciting part of 
the festival is the Snake Boat Race held at various places 
on the palm-fringed lagoons. Various kinds of boats, beak-

At Sriran- 
gam, an island in Tiruchirapalli, this festival is observed 
for twenty days. 


Sonepur Cattle Fair: At Sonepur, (across the river 


Ganga near Patna), the cattle fair goes on for a month 


usually in November. This is perhaps the biggest fair of 
its kind. 


Pushkar Fair: The most colourful of the fairs, how- 
ever, is the one held at Pushkar (11 kms. or 7 miles from 
Ajmer).

The first thing that strikes a foreigner watching any 
group of Indians is the diversity of their dress. It seems 
to him that perhaps no form of dress worn anywhere in 
the world is absent from an Indian scene. India, the land 
of variety, seems to excel sartorially even more than in 
other directions. At any railway station, for instance, 
it is possible to get a panoramic view of the variety pre- 
vailing. All modes of dress from the holy Sadhu clothed 
only in ashes, to the highly westernised civil servant com- 
plete with suit, pass before his bewildered gaze in the 
space of a few minutes.

Kheer: Milk boiled with rice or rice flour, sweetened 
and flavoured with sliced almonds and crushed cardamom. 
The creamy rice pudding made of rice flour and milk is 
called Firnee. Another sweet dish is halwa. Tea for North 
Indians and coffee for South Indians are essential. Cold 
drinks like lemon juice or nimboo pani, lassi (curd beaten 
up, diluted with water and sweetned or salted), mango 
juice, tomato juice, pineapple juice and grapefruit juice 
are popular. 

Kashmir, among other things, is known for Mughalai 
dishes and the food in Kashmir is essentially Mughalai. 
Gushtaba, Qabargah and Dum Pukhta are some of the 
well-known dishes of Kashmir. Gushtaba is meat-ball 
curry. Qabargah is made by making meat tender along 
with spices and curd and fried for a while. Dum Pukhta 
is again meat made tender in curds and cooked with little 
spices and in its own juice on a slow fire. Rice is the 
staple food in Kashmir. 

Shrikhand: Prepared out of curds first dihydrated, well 
rinsed with sugar and almonds and other dry fruits added 
for taste. This is more popular in Western India. 


EAST INDIA 

In Bengal the food is typical. Mustard oil is used as 
the cooking medium. Fish is widely used and many 
types of fresh water fish are available here. Rice is the 
staple food. Loochi is a popular wheat preparation. Wheat 
flour with butter and water is made into a dough rolled 
into thin round layer and fried. In other parts it is known 
as Poori. It can be eaten with vegetables, dal or even curd. 
Loochi is followed by rice and curry of vegetable and 
fish, generally known as Machhar-jhol which is a fried 
fish curry with a little sugar or molasses added. Mutton 
curry and prawn curry are very popular. Prawn and 
spices are put into a whole coconut which is only three- 
fourths matured. The lid is put on and the whole cover- 
ed with clay and baked in an earthen pot for about 3 to 4 
hours.

: Provisions: А plateful of porridge will keep one strong 
for the day’s march. Potatoes and other vegetables can 
be taken enroute. Eggs and powdered milk may be handy. 
Tinned fruits, chocolates, biscuits, cheese and butter can 
also be included . You should never take a leather suit- 
case. A steel trunk will be durable. A few essential medi- 
cines and a first-aid box must be carried. 

Always make an early start each morning. The after- 
noon is better to take photographs. Walk for the first two 
hours continuously and rest for 15 minutes. 

A little training is helpful to beginner. Most people 
start experiencing the effects of the altitude where the 
air gets thiner. Some times one gets a slight headache 
or a feeling of nausea. Then the pace should be reduced 
and take rest for sometime. Some mountaineers advocate the 
waltzing step in climbing a hill. They can proceed straight 
up the hill taking every third step a few inches longer 
than the two preceding ones. With some practice this 
can be acquired and it will prove to be useful. 

Accommodation: In Kashmir there are camping grounds 
at all stages and in addition there are also hotels at Gulmarg 
and Pahalgam. 

In North-Western Himalayas accommodation is avail- 
able at all the stages in Rest Houses, like, Forest Rest 
House; P.W.D. Rest House and Civil Rest House. For 
reservations Executive Engineers or Sub-Divisional Forest 
Officers should be contacted in advance.

The network 
consists of submarine telegraph cable systems from Bom- 
bay and Madras and wireless telegraph and radio-telephone 
system from all the four centres. The submarine telegraph 
cables as such are owned and maintained by Cable & 
Wireless Limited, London.

SATELLITE TELECOMMUNICATIONS 

India is soon entering into the field of Satellite Tele- 
communications. This is by far the most far-reaching ad- 
vance ever made by modern technology in tke field of 
international telecommunications. Communications via 
satellite is yet another important form of peaceful uses of 
outer space. 

The Earth Station will be at Arvi, near Poona, and is 
scheduled to be completed in 1969. This will have access 
to the Global Satellite Communication System through 
the satellite over the Indian Ocean area. It will have the 
capacity to handle international television apart from usual 
international communications like telegraph, telephone, 
telex etc. One of the most significant aspect of satellite 
communications is its possibility of providing television 
relays. It will also provide wide-band media for direct 
point to point communication simultaneously with a num- 


ber of countries. 

The new building for T.C.S. in Bombay, when com- 
plete in 1969, will be imposing one Soaring to a height of 
about 250 ft. and superimposed with a micro-wave tower, 
150 ft. in height. The members of the public and the tourists 
wil! be permitted to go to the terrace during certain hours 
to have panoramic view of Bombay.
